WASHINGTON (AP) — Special 


Counsel John Doar 'Saturday 
presented to the House Judiciary 
Committee evidence for President 
Nixon's impeachment that he call- 
ed "substantial and persuasive." 


One member apparently per- 


suaded by Dear's presentation was 
Rep. George Danielson, D-Calif., 
who emerged from the closed-door 
briefing to say, "I have no choice 
but to vote for impeachment."

It cited an often-quoted remark 


by Nixon telling John W. Dean III: 
"Well, for C—- sakes, get it...," 
St. Clair argued this quote "obvi- 
ously refers to Dean's suggestion 
that Hunt should be given some 
'signal' and not money. 


"Significantly, at no point in his 


testimony, either before the Senate 
Select Committee or before the 


grand jury, did even John Dean 
accuse the President of having au- 
thorized any payments to Hunt. 
Dean testified: 'The money matter 
was left very much hanging at that 
meeting. Nothing was resolved.'" 


At the Judiciary hearing, mem- 


bers said Doar picked up where he 
left off Friday with a recital of 
events that he said placed Nixon in 
•the center of a White House-direct- 
ed plan to conceal the involvement, 
of presidential aides in the Water- 
gate cover-up. 


"With respect to the plan," a 


transcript of Doar's opening re- 
marks Friday shows him saying, 
"I say that decision' came directly 
from the President or was imple- 
mented through his two closest as- 
sociates, H.R. Haldeman and John 
Ehrlichman.

They further determined that 
robbery ^apparently was not 
the motive, since a substan- 
tial sum of money was found 
on the body. 


Extensive investigation.ena- 


bled detectives to establish 
that Conner had been shot at 


another location, then placed 
in the red VW—his own vehi- 
cle—and driven to the Sequoia 
Avenue location by one sus- 
pect, with another suspect fol- 


• lowing in a white Volkswagen. 
The suspects left Conner in 
his car and drove away. 


From witnesses who saw 


the men before they drove 
away, investigators obtained 
a description of suspect No.l 
—the man who drove the 
white VW—as a white man 
about 18 years old, 5 feet 6 
inches tall, about 140 pounds, 
with blond and bushy hair, 
almost shoulder length. He 
was wearing a white T-shirt. 


Suspect No. 2 was described 


as a white male about 20 
years old, 6 feet tall, 160 
pounds, with dark brown 


wavy hair. He was wearing a 
colored T-shirt with an unde- 
termined design on the front 
and Levis.

Fighting rages 
across island

Turkish land, air and sea forces 


• invaded Cyprus Saturday and de- 
spite heavy fighting claimed cap- 
ture of the capital of Nicosia within 
hours. The fighting across the 
Mediterranean island, which'plung- 
ed the western alliance into its 
worst crisis since the 1956 Suez 
invasion, was greeted by a massive 
diplomatic effort to prevent full- 
scale war between Greece and Tur- 
key. 


But Greece told a Security 


Council meeting in .New York that 
it, too, would send troops to Cyprus 
if the Turkish invaders continued to 
occupy Greek Cypriot areas. 


All communications with the is- 


land—routed through Athens—were 
cut-at about 2 p.m. PDT Saturday. 
But in Brussels, a NATO spokes- 
man said fighting raged at the 
Nicosia airport and other areas 
into early toiday. 


Nicosia Radio, still in the hands 


of the rebel government, said in an 
English-language broadcast at 8:45 
p.m. PDT Saturday that the Turk- 
ish Air Force had attacked civil- 
ians and fired on a hospital in 
Famagusta on the island's east 
coast. 


Although the rebel govenment 


had promised to protect civilians of 
all ethnic groups, "If the attacks on 
civilians continue, the government 
will not be bound by its promise," 
the radio said. 


, 
The. United States ordered war- 


ships into the area to stand by for 
the evacuation of Americans, and 
U.S. paratroopers stationed in Italy 
were placed on alert as a precau- 
tionary measure. The Soviet Union

Turkish paratroopers 
landed Saturday.

As Turkish paratroopers were 


dropped into Nicosia's Turkish 
quarters while other soldiers 
streamed ashore at the port cities 
of Kyrenia and Limassol, Turkish 
warplanes bombed installations of 
the Cypriot National Guard, which 
staged Monday's coup ousting 
President Archbishop Makarios. A 
Greek Cypriot radio station claim- 
ed nine Turkish planes shot down. 


"Tonight I'll be in Ledra Street 


(the main street in Nicosia's Greek 
Cypriot quarter)," said 25-year-old 
Turkish private Selim Gavus, one 
of the paratroopers. "I'll have a 
bottle of whisky and I'll be dancing 
with two Greek girls. We have 
waited 11 years for this:"

U.IY. orders cease-fire, 
withdrawal in Cyprus

'UNITED NATIONS (UPD — 


The United Nations Security Coun- 
cil unanimously ordered a cease-, 
fire in :Cyprus Saturday and de- 
manded withdrawal of all foreign 
troops from the Mediterranean is- 
land. Turkey and Greece did not 
immediately say if they planned to 
obey. 


British Ambassador Ivor Rich- 


ard, credited by U.S. envoy John 
Scali for engineering the resolution, 
approved 15-0, ended a four-hour 
meeting Saturday by putting two 
point-blank questions to the Turk- 
ish and Greek representatives: 


—Did they intend to abide by 


the cease-fire? 


—Would they, as guarantors 


with Britain of Cyprus' independ- 
ence under a 1960 treaty, accept 
the British invitation to start talks 
immediately in London for the res- 
toration of peace and constitutional 
government in Cyprus? 


There was no reply from either 


Ambassador Osman Olcay of Tur- 
key, whose air, sea and land troops 
hit the island early Saturday, or 
Constantino Panayotacos 
of 


Greece, whose 650 officers in the 
Cypriot national guard were charg- 
ed with instigating last Monday's 
coup that overthrew Archbishop 
Makarios. 


Panayotacos said the Greek 


government told the Turkish 
ambassador in Athens Saturday 
that Turkish military operations 
must bt restricted to the Turkish 
Cypriot enclave in Cyprus. If the 
Turks continue to occupy Greek 


Cypriot territory, 
Panayotacos 


said, Greece will consider it an act 
of aggression. 


In that case, the Greek envoy 


said, Athens would also send troops 
to Cyprus to protect Greek Cypriots 
as part of its obligation under the 
1960 treaty. ' 


Olcay denied the Turkish action 


was an invasion but said Turkey 
was merely fulfilling its obligation 
to protect the independence of Cy- 
prus. 


CYPRIOT Ambassador Zenon 


Rossides, loyal to Makarios, 
replied that it was odd to protect 
the integrity of a country by drop- 
ping bombs on it and shelling it. 


Three members of a rival dele- 


gation sent by the rebel regime • 
witnessed the debate from the visi- 
tors' gallery after the United Na- 
tions refused to accept their 
credentials. 


Council President Javier Perez 


do Cuellar of Peru did not set a 
date for another meeting but 
implied another urgent session 
might be convened if the fighting is 
not stopped. • 


Greece had asked the urgent 


Security Council session after Tur- 
key's invasion of the Mediterra- 
nean island. 


But the resolution specified that 


among the foreign troops that must 
be withdrawn are the 650 Greek 
officers who led the National Guard 
in deposing Makarios.

Bridgeton, Mo., romps a three- 
year-old female dog with an in- 
credible will to live. 


She is Hannabelle, part German 
shepherd, part pointer, survivor 
of attempts to kilt her by starva- 
tion, hanging, "strangulation and 
poisoning. Some'of the efforts to 
kill her, if the story told by her 
, onetime master were true, .were 
incredibly cruel. 


"I guess she must have an 


extra strong will to live," said 
Chris, Cross, 14, of the dog she 
adopted from the Hannibal, Mo. 
animal shelter.

Shelter officials said a man had 


taken the dog to the agency in 
January, saying he was tired of 
trying to kill her. 


Blanche Booker, shelter office 


manager at the time, said the 
man told her he tried to starve 
the animal by tying her to a tree 
and leaving her without food. Two 
weeks later the dog was alive, 
having eaten the bark from the 
tree. 


Mrs. Booker said the man said 


he then hung the dog from a tree 
with a tire chain, but two days 
later she was still alive. He tried 
to strangle her with the chain, 
twining a hammer in the chain for 
extra leverage, but the animal 
refused to die. 


"When I asked him why he 


tried to kill the dog, he just shrug- 
ged his shoulders ,and said he did- 
n't want her any more," Mrs. 
Booker said.

Worst of illness 
over for Franco 


MADRID, Spain (AP) — 


Spain's ailing leader Gen. 
Francisco Franco appear- 
ed on Saturday to have 
pulled back from a near- 
fatal medical crisis. 


Nevertheless, the 81- 


year-old general faced a 
long recovery, and it was. 
.uncertain whether he 
could ever resume his 
powers as chief of state, 
which he 
temporarily 


handed over on Friday to 
Prince Juan Carlos de 
Bprbon, the man he has 
chosen to become Spain's 
next king.

Doctors said Saturday 


that Franco had passed 
"the-acute period" after 
suffering an intestinal 
hemorrhage while being 
treated for an inflamed 
vein in his thigh. They 
also reported for the first 
time that Franco had suf- 
fered thrombophlebitis, or 
clotting, in his leg. 


Franco entered a Ma- 


drid clinic on July 9 for 
treatment of phlebitis, his 
most serious hospitaliza- 
tion in 35 years of nile. 


Despite the clotting, the 


seven -doctors attending 
Franco said in a medical 
bulletin that the generalis- 
simo exercised his leg, 
took food normally and' 
had normal blood and ve- 
nous pressure.

Hills attorney says, "they 
have a hard time explain- 
ing their previous con- 
duct, except to say they 
were but of their senses." 


The three, along with 


two other of Manson's for- 
mer, "girls"—Miss Share 
and Miss Brunner—are 
confined to a special con- 
crete "pillbox" built for 
them at the prison when 
they were under the death 
sentence. But, despite 
abolition of their death

.Court, they remain in the 
special unit and,are not 
allowed to mix with the 
general prison population. 


"The prison; is a very 


progressive place," Fitz- 
gerald maintains.

"But with the Manson 


girls everything is differ- 
ent. They've got them in 


personnel. It's very de- 
pressing and doesn't help 
rehabilitate them." 


FITZGERALD, who 


quit his job as the county- 
'a top public defender to 
represent Miss Krenwin- 
kel at the marathon trial, 
maintains officials 
are 


afraid to place the trio 
"on campus" because of a 
possible, escape and be- 
cause of a mass of letters 
following the trial de- 
manding that the girls be 
given:*no special favors" 
and be "under constant 
surveillance." 


Although the five Man- 


son girls were in their 
own "world" at the prison 
and, in the past, had been

Fitzgerald says Miss 


Krenwinkcl and Miss Van 
Houten have turned into

"They've 
embroidered 


a huge, playful dragon- 
it's about 6 feet long by 3 
feet wide—and each scale, 
and there are 400 of them, 
took the two of them three 
hours to 'do,"the attorney 
says. " It's incredible." 


The attorney says the 


dragon was appraised at 
$1,500 and the two girls 
wanted to enter it in the 
State Fair but feared the 
repercussion of adverse • 
publicity. 


The two girls, Fitzger- 


ald says, have reverted to 
the time before they knew 
Manson and are visited 
frequently by their par- 
ents. 


Miss Atkins, like Man- 


son, however, has no visi- 
tors. 


"Susan really has no 


one," the attorney says. 
"Some young guy visits 
her once in a while, but 
her family has never seen 
her. She never had much 
love in her life." 


Manson—in an inter- 


view in February of 1970 
—maintained it was only 
people like Susan and him 
that went to prison: 


"Most people that go to 


jail—and society doesn't 
understand

vans at the rear of a par- 
tially boarded-up, two- 
story .apartment house. 
However, unknown to the 
revolutionary, the location 
was a well-known drop 
spot for stolen cars—a 
spot routinely checked by 
police. 


Three of the women wit-' 


nesses maintained it did- 
n't take long for them to 


begin worrying about the 
arsenal of guns, the bot- 
tles filled with gasoline 
and the, ammunition that 
surrounded them. As their 
anxiety grew, they said, 
they began drinking and 
consuming "nerve pills."

WASHINGTON (AP) —Lt. Gov. Ed Reinecke's 


attorney argued .Saturday that the government relied 
on an inaccurate hearing record in charging him with 
perjury and asked for a directed verdict of acquittal. 


U.S. District Judge Harrington D. Parker denied a 


motion by defense attorney James E. Cox for a mistri- 
al, but wilhhld until Monday morning a decision on his 
motion for an acquittal verdict. 


At the same time, out of the hearing of the district 


court jury in the case, Parker voiced dissatisfaction 
with Cox's plans for the defense, if he denies the 
motion. 
. 


"I have allowed you to conduct this case without 


the presence of a local attorney," he told California 
lawyer Cox. "1 will require the presence of one local 
attorney from this point on. 


Cox has conducted Reinecke's defense by himself 


during the trial, which opened Monday. J. Joseph 
Donohue, Theodore Kligman and William E. Becker 
are Reinecke's local attorneys. They took part in 
pretrial proceedings but have been present only inter- 
mittently during the trial and have taken no part. 
Becker was on hand Saturday. 


Parker did not elaborate but told Cox: "I am not 


going to allow you to make a travesty of this case." 


He had expressed dissatisfaction with Cox's tenta- 


tive list of defense witnesses, saying that it should be 
pared down and that it included persons whose prob- 
able testimony seemed remote from the perjury indict- 
ment.

"We are not going to have relitigation of the ITT 


antitrust case," he told Cox.

Money hunt 


I received Aid to Families With 


Dependent Children until last Octo- 
ber. My ex-husband's first child- 
support payment was due April 29 
and he was supposed to make his 
payments through the court trust- 
ee's office, which would forward 
them to me. However, the trustee's 
office has been sending the money 
to the Department of Public Social 
Services because DPSS hasn't sent 
the trustee a notice that I am no 
longer receiving welfare payments. 
I have been trying since April to 
get DPSS to send this notice, but I 
just keep getting the run-around. 
I've 
also tried to get the money 


that the trustee has sent to DPSS, 
but the department keeps saying 
that my ex-husband hasn't made 
any support payments. The trust- 
ee's office disagrees. I have two 
children to support and I need this 
money. K.J., Long Beach. 


By now, you have obtained your 


money. We, too, originally got con- 
flicting information from the trust- 
ee's office and DPSS — the court 
claimed it had sent the money to 
DPSS, which maintained it had re- 
ceived no payments. DPSS official 
Robert Kiehl, head of the depart- 
ment's child-support division, final- 
ly located the source of your prob- 
lem. You had been assigned two 
different file numbers, and only 
one file showed the payments your 
ex-husband had made. According 
to Kiehl, DPSS had sent a discon- * 
tinuation notice on your case to the 
trustee nearly six weeks ago, but it 
hadn't been posted by the court. 
That, too, will he taken care of, 
Kiehl said.and future payments 
will be mailed directly to you.

The 
spokesman said that a crew inves- 
tigated the area and reported that, 
although there is some stagnant 
water there, they could find no evi- 
dence of a health hazard, Even so, 
the city has agreed to try to keep 
the area cleaned up.

Turkish Ambassador Osman 


Olcay also avoided a direct answer. 
He denied the Turkish operation 
was an invasion and said Turkey 
was only fulfilling its obligations 
under the treaty guaranteeing Cy- 
prus'independence. 


On Cyprus, President 'Nicos 


Sampson, sworn in Monday after 
Makarios was overthrown, said in 
a radio and television broadcast 
that Greek Cypriots would keep 
fighting "until we throw the invad- 
ing Turks into the sea." 


And in London, the British de- 


fense ministry announced Saturday 
it had begun airlifting 1,000 com- 
mandos and armored troops to 
reinforce 'the 8,000 British service- 
men manning British bases on Cy- 
prus. 


The invasion prompted Presi- 


dent Nixon to confer with Secretary 
of State Henry A. Kissinger at San 
Clemenfe. 


Seven hours after the invasion 


started, the Turkish government in 
Ankara announced that both Nico- 
sia and Kyrenia had fallen to the 
invading army. There was no im- 
mediate confirmation from corre- 
spondent of the capture of Nicosia, 
but reporters confirmed Kyrenia 
was in Turkish hands. 


Turkish Prime Minister Bulent 


Ecevit declared, "We are going to 
Cyprus not. to make war but to 
restore peace." 


Radio Nicosia claimed eight 


Turkish warplanes shot down. 


Turkish paratroops dropped 10 


miles inland near the Cypriot capi- 
tal of Nicosia and fanned out over • 
the mountainous countryside Nico- 
sia and the northern coast. 


UPI correspondents witnessed 


heavy fighting raged along the 
Kyrenia-Nicosia road, which twists 
about 18 miles from the sea to the 
capital.

Turkish jets roared in over 


Nicosia. Greek Cypriot Radio Nico- 
sia said they bombed the headquar- 
ters of the Greek-led Greek Cypriot 
National guard and the police head- 
quarters on the outskirts of the 
capital. 


National Guard tanks and 


armored cars streamed north to 
fight the Turkish invaders. 


The 2,300-man United Nations 


peacekeeping force on Cyprus an- 
nounced it had arranged a cease- 
fire of unspecified duration along 
the line separating the Greek 
majority and Turkish minority in 
Nicosia itself, according to a Brit- 
ish armed forces radiobroadcast. 


But the broadcast said the 


cease-fire would not last long 
enough to evacuate civilians. 


The ground fighting ranged 


Turkish forces numbering roughly 
15,000 men against the troops of the 
Greek Cypriot majority and the 
regular Greek garrison on the is- 
land, or a total of about 1,100 men. 


A State Department spokesman 


said no Americans had been 
wounded in the new fighting, and 
no American property had been 


• damaged. 


The crisis began Monday when 


the 10,000-man Greek Cypriot Na- 
tional Guard, headed by 650 offi- 
cers imported from Greece to train 
them, overthrew Makarios. He fled 
the island and appeared later in the 
week at the U.N. to demand that 
Greece withdraw its forces. 


The 650,000 Cypriots are about 


four-fifths Greek and 
one-fifth 


Turkish. 


Greece ordered full mobilization 


of its 160,000-man armed forces and 
rushed troops to the Turkish bor- 
der. Turkey has 455,000 regulars 
under arms. Both countries have 
roughly equal air forces. 


•In Athens, Constantine Kypr- 


aios, the acting Greek foreign 
minister, summoned Turkish 
ambassador Kamiran Gurun and 
demanded "immediate cessation'' 
of all hostile acts by Turkey, the 
official Athens New Agency said. 


A pall of smoke hung over the 


"green line" in central Nicosia 
which divides the Greek and Turk- 
ish communities.

Turkey and Greece nearly went 


to war in 1964 and again in 1967 
over Cyprus. Under a 1960 treaty, 
Britain, Turkey and Greece agreed 
to keep the island independent.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. — A dec- 


ade ago as many as 200 rockets a year 
thundered away from Cape Canaveral. 
The average now is two a month: The 
nation's space center has become almost 
a ghost town of gantries. 


Of 42 launching pads built at the 


cape, only five are still operable, mainly 
for unmanned weather and communica- 
tions satellites. The others have been 
dismantled, sold for junk, or are rusting 
in the Florida sun. 


Pad 14, from which John Glenn be- 


came the first American to orbit the 
earth in 1962, sways in the-gusts of briny 
winds sweeping in from the nearby 
Atlantic. Rattlesnakes sun. on the con- 
crete apron. Small white-tailed deer feed 
in nearby clearings. On Pad 19, from 
which Gemini astronauts were launched 
on 10 missions to perfect the techniques 
of docking and space walking, the-dull 
orange gantry lies on the ground. Its 
once sterile white, flight room houses a 
colony of wild rabbits. Alligators live in 
a nerby pond. 


Pad 5, the jumping off spot for Alan 


B. Shepard on the first U.S. mari-in- 
space flight in 1961, has been preserved 
as part of a'space museum. 


Apollo astronauts departed for the 


moon in 1969 from Pads 39A and 39B. 
One is in mothballs. The other is being 
renovated for a joint U.S.-Russian man- 
ned night in'July .1975. After'that ven- 
ture, the spaceport here will remain 
almost dormant until 1979, when the first 
space shuttle flights are to be made. 
, . 


The shutdown has continued gradual- 


ly since June 20, 1969; when the United 
States achieved its principal space goal 
of the 60's — landing man on the moon. 


Once, 14 different military missiles 


were tested here simultaneously. Now 
there is only one, the submarine-launch- 
ed Poseidon. 


For even the limited, routine satellite 


launchings, 11,000 people are still em- 
ployed at the Kennedy Space Center —. 
down from a high of 26,000 five years 
ago. 


And in a decade or so, Cape Canaver- 


al is to come alive again as.a futuristic 
spaceport from which even civilians will 
depart into space aboard the shuttle 
craft now being developed.

third crew member who 
stayed in lunar orbit while 
his colleague's 'spent" 21 
hours, 36 minutes on the 
moon, said "the wonder of 
it all" was that nothing 
went wrong. 


Armstrong, 43, Aldrin, 


44, and Collins^ 43, com- 
memorated the anniver- 
sary of the landing at a 
ceremony at the Smithso- 
nian Institution, where 
Collins is director of the 
National Air and .Space 
Museum. 


At a news conference at 


the Smithsonian, Arm- 
strong was asked to com- 
ment on a statement in a 
soon-to-be-published book 
by Collins ("Carrying the 
Fire") that Armstrong 
"exercised his command- 
er's prerogative to crawl 
out first" on the moon. 
This, Collins wrote,, irri- 
tated Aldrin because 
earlier preliminary plans 
called for the commander 
to follow his copilot. 


Armstrong said the 


decision was made higher 
up in the space agency 
because it would have 
been difficult for Aldrin to 
exit" first since he would 
have,had to change places 
with Armstrong in the 
cramped cabin while both 
wore bulky, pressurized 
spacesuits.

NEW YORK (UPI) - 


TJiere's only one concert 
instrument more 'difficult 
to move around than a 
harp. It's the harpsichord. ? 


Elaine Comparone, a 


harpsichordist whose ca- 
reer is riding the crest of 
the antique'music revival; 
has solved the problem of 
carting one of her two 180- 
pound harpsichords to en- 
gagements around the na- 
tion. She hauls it in her 
own Ford van. 


"It's a lot cheaper than 


using 
professional 


movers," Miss Compa- 
rone said, '*! was granted 
the money to buy my van 
by the- Martha Baird 
Rockefeller 
Foundation. 


The foundation helps 
musicians, but it never 


•: had 
an application like 


mine before. Foundation 
officials said it was un- 
heard of, but they finally 
saw'the practicality of my 
request. 


With her waist-length 


brunette hair and dunga- 
rees; she looks more like 
a vacationing college stu- 
dent than one of the fore- 
most exponents of Fresco- 
baldi, Bach, Scarlatti, Ra- 
tneau and Coupcrin fulfill- 
ing an engagement. 


"The only time I wear a 


dress, is on stage," she 


said. "I like long dresses 
—something in' a solid 
color with an 18th century 
look, like a Spanish prin- 
cess." 


The harpsichord, a ne- 


glected instrument for 150 
years, is enjoying a come- 
back triggered a genera- 
tion ago by thS late 
Wanda Landowska and 
Ralph'Kirkpatrick.'In the 
next few months, Miss 
Comparone will perform 
in Utah,' South Dakota, 
Illinois, North Carolina, 
New Hampshire, Connect- 
icut and New York. 


Born into a musical 


family, she began study- 
ing the piano at five and 
later mastered th'e flute 
and violin. She was a 
music stiidemVat Brandeis 
University when the uni- 
versity bought a harpsi- 
chord. She was the first to 
sign up for instruction. 
: "A lot of people think of 
the harpsichord as a sort 
of typewriter instrument 
because it has a sharp, 
clear sound and you can- 
not change the loudness 
by altering your striking 
force, as you can on the 
piano," Miss Comparone 
said. "But you can over- 
lap notes to niake a legato 
sound. You can make the 
.harpsichord sing. And you 


Ncan feel the vibrations in 
your fingers, which is 
more exciting than the 


piano." 
: 


The harpsichord, fore- 


runner of the grand piano, 
was the most popular key- 
board instrument of the 
16th-18th centuries. Unlike 
the piano, whose strings 
are struck by hammers, 
harpsichord strings are 
plucked by a quill, which 
used to be crow's quill but 
is now made of plastic. 


"Otherwise, the new 


harpsichords we play 
today are exact copies of 
antique ones," Miss 
Comparone said. "Most of 
the antique instruments 
are in museums. You 
couldn't use them on the 
concert circuit anyway 
because they are too frag- 
ile to withstand travel." 


Harpsichords are-not 


made by piano companies 
but by individual crafts- 
men. Most" harpsichord 
makers have such heavy 
backlogs of orders that 
two to seven years can 
elapse between ordering 
an instrument and deliv- 
ery. A New York firm 
even sells harpsichord 
kits for assemble-it-your-

self musicians. 


The instruments are 


expensive—ranging from 
$2,500 to $6,000. Some 
harpsichordists perfer the 
natural wood look but 
Miss Comparone admires 
the 18th century lacquer 
finishes, dark green for 
the case • and red for- the 
underside of the lid. 


"Red makes audiences 


feel good," she said. 


Her audiences are big 


(she sells out Carnegie 
Hall's 'Recital Hall) and 
growing bigger as more 
Americans find enjoy- 
ment in chamber music 
and acquire an ear for the 
harpsichord. The lively in- 
strument also is replacing 
the piano and organ in the 
performance of oratorios, 
cantatas and orchestral 
works originally written 
with harpsichord accom- 
paniment. 
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RUN RUN RUNS FILM SCHOOL

HONG KONG (UPI) - 


Asian 
movie magnate 


Run Run Shaw doesn't 
wait for movie stars to be 
discovered He cultivates 
his own. 


Shaw's training center 


for movie stars is located 
on a hillside in the New 
Territories, across from 
Hong Kong Island. 


He opened it in 1970 to 


meet the growing demand 
for more trained actors 
and actresses. The school 
how has about 80 students 
a year. It's hard to enroll 
and even harder to gradu- 
ate. Only one in 20 appli- 
cants, is chosen. 


The students, all young 


and eager, meet five 
nights, a week in a lecture 
hall to begin their train- 
ing. Instruction is carried 
out in either the hall'or an 
adjoining room, bare ex-, 
cept for mirrors. 


There is an introductory . 


course in the history of 
film making, but most of 
the emphasis is on the 
practical side of acting/ 
says Chu Yu-wah,<the cen-' 
ter supervisor. 


The 'students are given 


a script — usually a basic 
one that has a wide range 
of personalities so they 
can 
portray 
different 


types of characters. The 
current script is. a'piece ' 
called "Sunrise," which is 


a combination 
comedy, 


tragedy, satire and love 
story. 


The course lasts for one

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North front 
collapses in 
build strike

If there were any communiques 


between leaders of the various con- 
tractor, groups involved in the 
statewide construction strike last 
week, the crucial message must 
have read: Our northern front has 
collapsed. 


And, indeed, around 11:30 a.m. 


Thursday, it was announced that 
Northern California contractors 
who had been in the fifth week of a 
strike by the Carpenters Union had 
hoisted the white flag and agreed 
to a settlement calling for an addi 
tional $1.75 hour in wages and 


. fringe benefits over a one-year 
period. 


In Southern California, where 


the contractors are now in the third 
week of a strike by the carpenters, 
cement masons and laborers, there 
was little attempt to gloss over the 
fact that the north had capitualtcd. 


"We knew it was coming," de- 


clared contractor spokesman Dan 
Peterson. "We prevailed on the 


North to hold out for a while" he 
added. But eventually, he said, the 
effects of two strikes within the 
space of half'a year were bound to 
take their toll. The northern con- 
tractors had gone through a seven- 
week strike around December of 
last year, and now the most recent 
walkout had stretched the total to 
nearly 13 weeks of idleness. 


"We don't think we signed a 


good agreement," said Wendell 
Reed, a spokesman for the North- 
ern California contractors. "But we 
had a gun at our heads, and we 
gave in." 


The question is, does the North- 


ern California settlement presage a 
similar agreement here? Is it now 
only a matter of time before the 
four major contractor associations 
in Southern California also cave in? 


It would seem so. And, in fact, 


Reed agrees that the northern set- 
tlement will have some effect on. 
the Southern California dispute. 
But he also says, surprisingly, that 
the effect will be "minor." 


For Dan Peterson, the contrac- 


tors' chief negotiator in Southern 
California, the answer is even more 
emphatic. The northern settlement, 
he insists, will have "absolutely no 
effect on us in Southern California. 
I disagree violently with the idea 
that it will hurt us down here."

call medical ethics.

gests in a letter we print today, is

We have yet to find a news- 


• paper, magazine or television sta- 
!, tion that abides by this so-called 


rule of ethics. Every newspaper

investigator's name when discuss- 
ing a research project. 


ANOTHER RULE, we are told, 


is that research must be published 
in a medical journal before being 
discussed in the lay press. That's 
not so. Even Dr. Ernest B. How- 
ard, the executive vice president 
of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, denies this.

us, ophthalmologists appear to be 
the most uptight about news in 
their field, even though the Ameri- 
can Academy of Ophthalmology 
and Otolaryngology regularly 
issues press releases about the re- 
search of its members. Probably 
the eye doctors aren't even aware 
they employ 
a- public relations 


agency. 


It would be interesting to know 


why they protest so much: One of 
our editors recently telephoned a 
local ophthalmologist asking for a 
routine examination. That was in 
June, and the receptionist told him 
he could see the doctor next 
February. 


Honest. 
So it can't be that someone-is 


taking business away from anoth- 
er. If anyone finds out the reason, 
let us know. 


In the meantime we will contin-

let Hussein have the leading role in ne- 
gotiations with Israel over return of the 
West Bank. Assad has sent word here that 
it would be "stupid" to get bogged down 
over the precise political future of a possi- 
ble Palestinian state on the West Bank 
until after Israel withdraws. That 
amounts to an appeal to'Arafat to stay in 
the background at this stage, an appeal 
that seems directly at odds with the Sovi- 
et buildup of Arafat as Moscow's Mideast 
ace-in-the-hole.

secretly planned for late next month, just 
before the Arab summit at Rabat, Moroc- 
co, in September. The single objective: a 
unified West Bank position by the three 
Arab states whose borders all join Israel, 
with Arafat a symbolic partner. 


THUS HUSSEIN has come from Arab 


outcast to principal actor in the unfolding 
Arab strategy. He is being discreetly 
pressed here to give Palestinians more 
prominent roles in his government, par- 
ticularly in his palace guard and army, 
both long dominated by non-Palestinian 
Bedouins. That would strengthen his plan 
for a united Arab kingdom if and when 
Israel returns the West Bank.

Hussein, however, confronts internal 


problems. Some of his Bedouin advisers, 
fearful of an eventual Palestinian take- 
over, want no part of any future political 
arrangement that links the Bedouin-con- 
trolled East Bank to the turbulent Pales- 
tinian West Bank.

The President 
made the decision to increase milk 
price supports and there "was a 
discussion of having special coun- 
sel Charles Colson alert the milk 
producers to the decision. 


4. AT I!,P.M. that night,-Her- 


bert Kalmbach, the President's 
personal lawyer and fund raiser, 
met with Murray Chotiner, a law-

announced a boost in support levels 
to;$4.93 per hundredweight — or 85

nomic reports for backup. 


In his affidavit a year later, 


Hardin stated erroneously the 
March 25 decision to boost supports 
"was based entirely on reconsider- 
ation of the evidence on the basis of 
statutory criteria and that it was 
his personal decision" after normal 
advice from three named assist- 
. ants. All three assistants have told 
the special prosecutor and the Sen- 
ate Watergate Committee they 
weren't consulted^

The decision of Senator Sam 


Ervin's Watergate Committee not 
to have public hearings on the 
dairy deals saved Hardin consider- 


, able political embarrassment. But 


his affidavit is in the hands of Spe- 
cial Prosecutor Leon Jaworski, 
who also has access to the White 
House tapes of Mr. Nixon's two- 
meetings with Hardin on March 23 I 
— two days before Hardin suddenly 
announced the new higher'support 
level. 


.HARDIN, MR. NIXON'S first 


Secretary of Agriculture, resigned 
on Noveniber. 17, 1971, to become a 
vice-chairman and member of the 
board of Ralston Purina Company, 
St. Louis, Mo.

Nixon was still riding high and 
seemed invulnerable, Hardin had 
no problem in remembering that lie 
and he alone made the decision to] 
boost dairy supports. He said, "The' 
decision to set the price support 
level at $4.93 per-hundredweight 
was based entirely on a reconsider- 
ation of the evidence on the basis of 
the statutory criteria." 


After sticking his neck out a 


mile to assert that the White House 
had no part of the decision, Secre- 
tary, Hardin was faced last January 
with President Nixon's admissions 
that he had been involved in the 
dairy decision and that it was 
based upon "political real- 
ities."

Since Hardin was the statutory 


decision maker as Secretary of 
Agriculture, any. grand jury inves- 
tigation of the legality or motiva- 
tion behind that decision will make 
the former 
chancellor of the 


University of Nebraska a key wit- 
ness. 


At that point, Cliff Hardin will 


have to make a tough choice. 


HE CAN STAND by his March, 


1972, 
affidavit in which he put his 


name on the line to absolve Mr. 
Nixon and the White House associ- 


ates from responsibility for the 
controversial dairy price support 
boost.

ed.

1925, Washington 


sensed impending danger 
and moved,in large guns 
capable "of hurling heavy 
shells 45,000 -yards,- about 
26 miles put to sea. 


The big guns literally 


shook the land beneath 
San Pedro, and after each 
gunnery practice soldiers, 
were sent to nearby 
homes to evaluate dam- 
ages from the reverbera- 
tions.

If 
Peterson 
seems 


unusually vehement about 
the point, it's not because 
he is cocksure about the 
prospects. It's because his 
attitude reflects the curi- 
ous mixture of bravado 
and determination that in- 
fuse the ranks of Southern 
California's contractors. 


What the contractors 


are saying, in effect, is 
that this is no ordinary 
labor dispute, but a strug- 
gle that could — and prob- 


ably will — affect the na- 
ture and character of con- 
struction in Southern Cali- 
fornia for years to come. 


For four decades, say 


the contractors, Southern 
California's 
construction 


industry has operated 
within the framework of a 
reasonably 'sound, if 
sometimes abrasive, rela- 
tionship between the con- 
tractors and the craft 
unions. Now, however, the 
Carpenters1 Union and a 
few of the other trades 
arc making that relation- 


ship untenable with what 
the contractors say are 
unreasonably high and 
inflationary wage de- 
mands. 


Not only is the econom- 


ic stability of the industry 
threatened, they say, but 
so is the whole concept df 
union shop construction in 
the state, Indeed, if the 
40-year marriage between 
the unions and the con- 
tractors is going to contin- 
ue, they, add, then the 
trades are going to have 
to moderate their de- 


mands, ease up on their 
restrictive work rules and 
acknowledge the threat 
the non-union shop poses 
to both the unions and the 
union shop contractors in 
California. 


It's a pretty tall order 


to ask of the trades. In a 
nation whose unions are 
accustomed to fighting for 
. every crumb they gain at 
the bargaining table or on 
the picket lines, it's not 
the sort of thing that is 
taken 
very " seriously. 


Under normal bargaining 


conditions, in fact, man- 
agement could be accused 
of 
wilfull 
exaggeration, 


outright deceit or just 
plain nonsense. 


In any case, the trades 


— save two, the Operating 
Engineers and the Team-, 
sters — aren't buying the 
contractors' 
argument. 


And it's that refusal that 
underscores the growing 
bitterness between the 
two sides .in the current 
dispute.

paper launched by the indignant 
Free Press splinter group. 


From there he went to The 


Door, a San Diego underground 
paper, and on to the Hollywood 
Sex-Mate before becoming one of 
the founders of Ecstasy, now about 
a year old. 


Shkrab believes that, of the ap- 


proximately eight million persons 
in 1/os Angeles County, as many as 
a million may be readers of the 
half-dozen regular sexually orient- 
ed papers issued here. 


"There's definitely an audience 


out there," and it's a lucrative field 
still not completely tapped, he 
maintains. 


"It's got a ways to go. Oh yeah, 


rural areas for sure. It's the people 
who don't have anything to do that 
evening," he said. "You know, 
they'll sit around and maybe they'll 
pick up a paper and it'll bring out 
their fantasies." 


And what arc these readers get- 


ting for their quarters and half- 
dollars? "What do I think they're 
getting? Entertainment. Enjoy- 
ment." 


BUT IF readership is high, so is 
opposition in many areas. Shkrab 
noted that before Long Beach and 
Los Angeles adopted newsrack 
ordinances, laws were in effect in 
other Southland cities such as 
Santa Monica and Burbank. 


He agrees with the editors of

the Star — who've started a sepa- 
rate sex paper called Finger just to 
pay legal fees—that court costs 
are becoming a heavy burden. But 
he's also confident the papers will 
remain on the streets under consti- 
tutional protection. "The laws are- 
n't broad enough for a lot of peo- 
ple," said Shkrab. 


If' the financial burden is 


becoming heavy for publishers of 
the papers, it's posing a distinct 
threat to another facet of the busi- 
ness. Looming legal problems have

A delivery driver for the west- 


ern edition of the Wall Street Jour- 
nal, Keck heard a new paper was 
beginning and branched out a cou- 
ple of years ago. He bought some 
news racks of his own. They cost 
.$35 apiece then, he said, but now 
they're hard to find for less than 
$50.

It was when Xerox millionaire 


Max Palevsky financed the experi- 
mental tabloid "L.A.," edited by 
former Newsweek staffer Karl 
Fleming, that Keck took the jump 
and became an independent distril> 
ulor for the new paper. He said he 
would, in effect, buy copies of the 
paper ami sell them from his own 
racks on city streets. 


That paper folded however, in 


less than a year. "Here we were 


Sitting out on the streets with noth- 
ing to put in pur racks," said Keck. 
"We really didn't have too much of 
a choice" unless it was to get out of 
the business, so he turned to sex 
papers. 


"Some of it turns me off real 


bad," he said. "But what do you 
do? If you don't buy it you've got 
nothing to put in the racks. Then 
the vandalism starts." 


Besides, he added, "What might 


be repulsive to me, pornographic, 
might be something else to the next 
guy." 


Keck acknowledged • that he's 


had racks picked up by angry au- 
thorities "many times" in cities 
such as Pasadena, Glendale, Ingle- 
wood and Hawthorne. 


"The city fathers in those little 


towns pass an ordinance and 
Christ, before we even know the 
ordinance is passed, they've picked 
us up." 
, 


In one city, he charges, officials 


held a late night meeting to bolster 
their newsrack ordinance. By 2 
a.m., he said, authorities had with- 
out warning confiscated 26 of his 
racks because they displayed ques- 
tionable material. Keck got them 
back, he added, but 15 of them no 
longer worked. 


"We aren't here to violate the 


laws that govern our country," he 
said. "Hell, we want to cooperate. 
But we are never notified. 


"What we need is some kind of 


a ruling so that the average man 
can know where the line's drawn." 


the past, the contractors 
could generally meet 
labor's demands without 
too great a strain, they 
indicate. But .with the 
open shop becoming" a 
serious 
alternative to 


union shop work in Cali- 
fornia's 
construction 


industry, wages and work 
rules hav^e become criti- 
cal issues,'they say. 


Unless the union con- 


tractors can compete suc- 
cessfully with the non-, 
union contractors, they 
warn, the union cohtracto- 
ra will have to go open 
shop themselves. 


It's that propspcct that 


frankly alarms the Oper- 
ating Engineers' Joe Sey- 
mour, who, for all intents 
and purposes, has sided 
with management in the 
strike and allowed his . 
engineers to cross the 
strikers' picket lines. 


A number of Teamster 


locals have taken the 
same position, and the net 
effect is that the building 
trades are now faced with 
what is perhaps their 
most serious split in 40 
years. It's not improb- 
able, in fact, that Sey- 
mour and his lieutenants, 
backed by the Teamsters 
Union, will'give his men 
the go-ahead to work with 
non-union replacements if 
management decides to 
go ahead with new hiring. 


Carpenters Union offi- 


cials have made it plain 
that something ugly could 
develop if strikebreakers 
are brought in; and right 
now — sobered by the 
possibility of violence — 
both sides appear to have 
pulled back a bit, Thus for 
the time being, the south- 
ern front is quiet, and per- 
haps a little tense. 


The fact, that the two 


sides have agreed not to 
meet again until Wednes- 
day suggests that neither 
is in a compromising 
mood at the moment. 
"Frankly," says a con- 
tractor official, "there's 
nothing to talk about. The 
time the carpenters want 
to come back to work is 
when the strike will end." 


In the meantime, union 


officials privately ridicule 
the contractors' argument 
that a'hefty wage in-, 
creaae will make it dif- 
ficult for them to compete 
with non-union contrac- 
tors. 


"They're full of crap," 


said one-carpenter offi- 
cial. ."I don't see'any 
problem in L.Ai, where 
the overwhelming major- 
ity of construction people 
are union.'* There are too . 
rtiany "vested interests" 
in the union shop arrange- 
ment, he added. 


Faced with such re- 


sponses (and, more often, 
no responses at all), the 
contractors have despair- 
ed of even talking with 
the carpenters. But if the 
contractors' tone is one of 
frustration, it is also one 
of foreboding. "1 guaran- 
tee you that in three 
years, with the inflation- 
ary settlement they got in 
Northern California, there 
won't be a contractor the 
unions will be able to ne- 
gotiate with," said one 
contractor. "It'll be open 
shop," he added. 


Wendell Reed, who' 


speaks for the Northern 
California 
contractors,' 


offers a similar assess- 
ment. "Most of the pri- 
vate cobstruction work in 
Northern California will 
be open shop in five 


years," he estimated 
"Without a doubt, there'll 
be some union contrac- 
tors, but the changes will 
be great. What we'll see is 
a re volution: in the man- 
ner and means of con- 
struction work." 


Reed believes tliat the 


unionized sector ,bf the 
industry. — which' consti- 
tutes the largest sector in 
California — is ,a like a 
dinosaur right now, and 
the carpenters'and the 
other trades ''don't see 
it." 
." '. ;

A major contractor in 


Central California, where 
the open shop is more 
prevalent than it is in the 
the,Los Angeles and Bay 
areas, Reed said his firm 
hasn't won .a major subdi- 
vision contract in the past 
few years.-:''The non-union 
contractors are 
winning 


the major contracts," he 
said. "My firm is getting 
the subcontracts." 


He said hoiiie building 


in Central California is al- 
most entirely non-union 
now;, and Dan Peterson, 
who speaks for the South- 
ern California contrac- 
tors, says a large part of 
the home building indus- 
try in the Southland'is 
now union in name only. 


Reed claimed that, in- 


creasingly, union shop 
•contractors in Northern 
California wil! go non- 
union to reclaim the work 
they're losing. "They'll ei- 
ther go non-union entirely, 
he said, or they'll double 
breast — which is to say 
that they'll form separate 
companies, using non- 
union labor' under one 
name and union labor 
under the'other.

When you 
make your final payment, 
for instance, you will un- 
doubtedly receive a for- 
mal receipt which can 
carry any of several nota- 
tions: ."satisfaction of 
lien,!' "satisfaction of 
judgment," -or possibly, 


. "satisfaction of mort- 
gage." 


At the time of the pay- 


off, though, you should 
also insist that the .bank 


send you the original 
mortgage and bond .or 
note. With this in your 
physical possession, pf 
course, it will be impossi- 
ble for anyone to substan- 
tiate a claim on the mort- 
gage — keep it in a secure , 
place, such as a safe' 
deposit box, however. 


But there's another 


point to keep uv mind: 
virtually every mortgage 
is recorded and the mere 
payment of the mortgage 
debt — and the surrender 
of the bond or note and 
mortgage by the mortga- 
gee to the property owner 
-r- don't .change the facts 
of the records in the 
recording off ice. where the 
mortgage was originally 
filed.

Hobby takes wi n 


George Toll's retirement years 


have been so busy he rarely has 
much time to himself. But when he 
does, he often spends it with his 
birds. 


They're not HIS birds, exactly. 


But Toll prefers to think of them 
that way. 


It was several years ago that he 


constructed the first feeder — for 
hummingbirds, Toll explained, sip- 
ping a tall, cool julep made from 
home-grown mint, in the shade of 
his lush backyard garden. 


Gardening is another of Toll's 


hobbies and his expertise is reflect- 
ed in the quality of the blossoms, 
greenery, vegetables and fruits 
that flourish around the manicured 
lawn.-He is rightly proud of his 
perfect tuberous begonias — raised 
from bulbs — as well as hanging 
fuchsias, donkey tails and delicate 
pansies. 


'-• . "My wife was ill at the time 


and I built the first feeder as enter- 
tainment for'her." (Toll's wife, Lu- 
cille, who died in 1972-, had been 
very active here in :Democratic 
politics and community work). 


"THE FEEDER was designed 


for hummingbirds and at first they 
were the only birds to feed there. 
But suddenly finches arrived and 
chased all the hummingbirds away. 
The finches have been here ever 
•since. 


"And there's real women's lib at 


work in the world of the finches," 
Toll teased, "because as soon'as I 
noticed they'd chased the hum- 
mingbirds off, I began to note that 
the female finches would chase 
male finches away from the feeder. 


"The 
finches are unable to 


hover in the air as hummingbirds 
can, to drink sugar water from the 
glass tube. So I rigged the box with 
the stick for the finches to perch on 
while feeding." 


Then Toll got carried away and 


added a special device to the box 
feeder. He's rigged it so that when 
a bird jumps.on the stick, it see- 
saws down to trigger a perfectly- 
weighted curtain at the front of the 
box. The curtain rises, revealing 
any one of dozens of humorous or 


. thought-provoking signs- Toll has 


• lettered- to' surprise his guests.

THE DAY WE visited Toll, his 


birds were promoting "senior 
power," an issue' the hand-that- 
fceds-them has been vitally con- 
cerned with for many years. 


Raised on the Cheyenne River 


Indian Reservation in South Dako- 
ta, (he speaks the Sioux language), 
Toll went to work for the California 
State Employment 
Office (now 


Employment Development Depart- 
ment) here in 1937 and remained 30 
years, 24 of which he served as 
head of the agency. 


Fifteen years before he retired, 


Toll established a special depart- 
ment in the employment office to 
help find jobs for senior citizens. 


A recent appointee to the newly- 


formed Long Beach City Commis- 
sion on Aging, Toll has been a 
Rotary Club member for 28 years 
and serves as chairman of the 
Committee on Aging for United 
Way, Region III. He is a member 
of the boards of Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Affiliated Committees on Aging; 
Retired Seniors Volunteer Pro- 
gram; Senior Opportunities and 
Services; and Meals on Wheels. 


Additionally, Toll is president of 


Goodwill Industries of .Long Beach 
and a member of the advisory com- 
mittee to the Employment Develop- 
ment Department, 


In 1984, he was elected presi- 


dent of the International Associa- 
tion of Personnel in Employment 
Security, a professional organiza- 
tion with members in the United 
States and Canada. 


TOLL BECAME famous a year 


ago Christmas when KNBC televi- 
sion newscaster Ray Duncan came 
out with a camera crew to film the 
finches, as well as the more than 
200 sparrows and mourning doves 
that nibble daily on wild birdseed 
Toll places in a homemade tin can 
feeder and scatters on the ground 
for baby birds. 


"After we were on television," 


Toll laughed, "I had calls from 
people from all over the area who 
wanted to come by and sec the 
birds. • Only problem was, 'some 
people would drop in without telling 
me. There'd be days I'd arrive 
home and find several strangers 
relaxing in my backyard, watching 
the birds perform." 


Toll's birds are not an inexpen- 


sive hobby. Each week, he pur- 
chases 50 pounds of birdseed and

"They prefer the gratification of moth- 


erhood, the privileges of wifehood, the 
I position generally accorded the woman in ' 
'•the. home by family members and ,the 
,C,status conferred by society on the title, 
\Mrs. 


"Some activists have openly stated 


that one of their big problems is the 
indifference of the average married 
woman to their efforts in behalf of liberat- 
ing her from her traditional status of 
housewife." - 


Mrs. Spafford expanded her thoughts 


in a speech at a dinner of the Lochinvar 
Club in New York. Members are from the 
Western United States who have achieved 
prominence in professional and business 
fields and now are based in the New York 
area. 


"Working with women in many coun- 


tries of the world convinces me that there 
is no task to which woman may put her 
hand so broad and inspiring, so filled with 
interest, so demanding of intelligence and 
capability, so rewarding as that of wife, 
mother and homemaker," she said. 


• / - 


"I regard this role as.taking prece- 


dence over all others for women. In a 
well-ordered home, husband and wife ap-' 
proach their responsibilities as a joint 
endeavor. 


"They cherish their children. In child 


rearing, I believe, there is no substitute 
for a caring mother." 


BUT SOME OF THE things movement 


women agitate for deserve support, said 
Mrs, Spafford. 


. "For. example, equal pay for equal 


work; nondiscrimination in hiring prac- 
tices when a male and female are equally 
qualified and whose personal circum- 
stances arc comparatively equal in meet- 
ing job requirements." 


But Mrs. Spafford is not in accord with 


those who believe that current problems 
and needs of women may best be met by 
adoption of a constitutional amendment 
on eqtal rights. 


"I am of the opinion that major ad- 


vances embodied in the proposed amend- 
ment could be achieved through regular 
channels of state and federal legislative 
action without raising questionable re- 
sults," she said. 


"By nature men and women differ 


physically, biologically and emotionally. 


"The greatest good to the individual 


and society results where these differ- 
ences are respected in the divisions of 
labor in the home, as well as in communi- 
ty life." 


Mrs. Spafford said women should feel 


free to go into the market place and into 
community services on a paid or volun- 
teer basis when her home and family 
circumstances allow her to do so without 
impairment to her family life. 


MRS. SPAFFORD also made some 


prognostications. 


.—"I bcHieve that without doubt many 


of the repressions and injustices which 
are troubling women today will be resolv- 
ed. Gratefully this is already taking place. 


—"Tomorrow we will hear less of 


woman's rights and more of her responsi- 
bilities and achievements. 


—"Some things for which women are 


clamoring today will be in discard tomor- 
row. , 


—"I am convinced that the home will 


stand as it has stood during past genera- 
tions as the cornerstone of a good soci- 
ety and a happy citizenry. While old ac- 
tivity patterns within the home may be 
modified by the impact of change outside 
the home, the enduring values which can- 
not be measured in terms of their nione- 
tary worth, their power for good, the need 
of the human being for them — peace, 
security, love, understanding — will not 
be sacrificed on the altar of new philo- 
sophies and new concepts."

If all of the family's accounts are 
in her husband's name, for instance, 
she may. find that she must identify 
herself as "Mrs. John Smith" to avoid 
the wrath of the computers. 


Q: When two couples give a large 


dinner party and you and your husband 
are included, are you obligated to in- 
vite each of them to dinner, even 
though you only know the one couple?

A: Yes. If you accept someone's 


hospitality, you are obliged to extend 
hospitality to them in return. As a 
general rule, it's always better to ex- 
tend an unnecessary invitation than to 
not extend a necessary one.

'Badge and the Brush': 
aw officers on duty

As a member of Long Beach State University 


art faculty and a professional illustrator, Earnie D. 
Kollar finds his days busy and interesting. 


He added another adjective—"exciting!"—when 


he rode with deputies from the Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department on patrol. His comment, "I 
never realized it would be like that!" is typical of 
the response of 25 artists who saw for themselves 
what the deputies do as a matter of course. 


What they experienced may be seen in the 


second annual Sheriff's Documentary Art Exhibit, 
titled "The Badge and the Brush" now at the Cali- 
fornia Museum of Science and Industry in Exposi- 
tion Park, Los Angeles. The show will continue 
through Sept. 1. Most of the artists, including Kollar, 
are members of the Society of Illustrators of Los 
Angeles. Sheriff Peter J. Pitchess initiated this docu- 
mentary art program in April, 1973.

ter the wearer and make 
her happy. 


The couturier has the 


advantage over the home 
sej?£r> because he can 
take"first choice of any- 
thing-on'the market; or 
hav,e. something specially 
created. But how do you 
select fabric when the 
budget is limited, time is 
iiifiited and you're sur- 
rounded by a sea of fab- 
rid? 


Here are guidelines to 


help make the right 
choice. Decide approxi- 
mately how much money 
you- can spend based on 
yqur budget plus the nuin- 
ber;6f times you expect to 
wear iHe dress or outfit.

Thai's the word from American Airlines, 
American says its people and planes are 


geared to handle the wide range of sports gear — 
even bicycles — that travelers like to take with 
them on vacations. And the airline notes that 
some items are even flown for. free. 


There's no* fee; for Instance, on golf and 


fishing equipment. American allows each passen- 
ger one golf bag in addition to the two pieces of 
luggage he or she can take charge-free. The bag 
can contain up to 14 clubs, 12 balls and one pair 
of golf shoes. 


The allowance per person on fishing gear is 


two rods, one reel, a net, a pair of fishing boots 
and certain other items (all must he in one 
package), plus one tackle box. 


A surfboard can be flown for free, American 


said, if the surfer is traveling with just one piece 
of luggage. If he or she has two or more pieces, 
there is an excess baggage charge for the surf- 
board.'The charge ranges from $4 to $10 depend- 
ing on the length of the flight.'

The name is not as impor- 
tant as the price, which is 
roughly 20% to 33% off 
economy fares if you also 
buy an "advertised air 
tour," that is, groimd ar- 
rangements that meet a 
specified minimum price. 
This generally must in- 
clude two nights' lodging 
plus sightseeing, a rental 
car or some kind of enter- 
tainment 


The 
coast-to-coast 


traveler, for instance, can 
buy the $374 New York- 


California day coach 
round trip, or a $261 ITX 
round trip plus a ground 
package of at .least $65 
and still' pocket .a little 
change. 
: 


You'll find similar possi- 


bilities mainly between 
major cities long dis- 
tances apart, but there 
are some short-distance 
ITX fares, too. Ask-and 
then ask again. An airline 


.clerk recently told us no 


ITX fare existed on a par- 
ticular route: his supervi- 
sor told us otherwise. 


The big disadvantage of 


ITX arrangements is that 
there are !'blackout peri- 
ods" (generally holidays, 
Friday and Sunday after- 
noons, sometimes all 
weekend) when the ticket 
can't be used. For the 
most part, you're also re- 
quired to stay at least six 
days and not more than 30 
and can't use one compa- 
ny's ticket to travel with 
another line. 


To compensate, though, 


there's often a king-size 
ITX advantage: Stopovers 
are permitted almost any- 
where along the- airline's 
route for $10 or less 
apiece.

Some ITX fares and all 


night fares :also have a 
little extra something for 
the family — specifically, 
a one-third discount for 
kids off the already re- 
duced rate.

White Sox will go to the All-Star 
game but he's upset about the gen- 
tlemen's agreement among Ameri- 
can League managers not to use 
All-Star pitchers in games today. 


Manager Chuck Tanner of the 


White Sox is bitter that Ken Hen- 
derson and Jorge Orta weren't .se- 
lected to the team. 


The Milwaukee Brewers can't 


understand how Johnny Briggs was 
not selected to the team. Repre- 
senting Milwaukee will be Darrell 
Porter who said, "It not. only sur- 
prised me but everybody on the 
ball club." 


Herrmann flatly refused to play 


in the game after he had been 
selected by All-Star manager Dick 
Williams. He will be replaced by 
Jim Sundberg of Texas. 


"I promised my wife and kids I 


would go home (to California) and 
spend the All-Star break with 
them," said Herrmann. "That's all 
there is to it. Also, I've been play-' 
ing on a bad ankle which I've hit 
with batted balls five times in the 
last month.

Stangeland offers new views on 49er tragedy 
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Former Long Beach Sfate foot- 


ball coach Jim Stangeland, one of 
the people deeply concerned about 
the crucifying probation slapped on 
the 49ers by the NCAA, comes forth 
today with personal solutions in 
lour areas that he believes would 
prevent future tragedies similar to 
the one suffered by his old school, 


-The four remedies proposed by 


Stangeland: 
. 
1. A completely new NCAA 


investigation procedure. 


2, College presidents rigidly 


running their athletic departments. 
. 3. Eliminating the economic 
inequity in scholarships. 


4. In the. case of Long Beach 


State and other schools faced with 
athletic bankruptcy—a paid organ- 
ization to sell season tickets. 


"After many months away from 


coaching, I have,been able to look 
at the over-all athletic situation; 
both locally and nationally in an 
objective manner1, and I believe 
deep in my heart that if improve- 
•ment was made in those four 
areas, college athletic problems 
would not have to suffer further 
indignities like those we experi- 
enced at Long Beach State," said 
Stangeland, who's now in the real 
estate business in Long Beach. 


STANGELAND THEN BROKE 


DOWN his feelings in each area. 


"The manner in which the 


NCAA investigated Long Beach 
State was jinprofessional," he 
stated. "The whole football investi- 
gation began on a cheap note in 
1972. It was a classic example of 
the NCAA's arrogance toward 


• small schools. 


"One of the investigators called 


players out of my practice a few 
days before a major game to inter- 
rogate them. Can you imagine 
them doing that to Woody Hayes or 
Paul Bryant? Hell, no! 


"Not only did the NCAA investi- 


gator have the audacity to behave 
that brazenly for openers, but he 
succeeded in ruining team morale 
for good by telling the'kids their

scholarships were poorer than 
other schools and they deserved 
better. 


"Can you imagine a man sup-- 


.posed to be an investigator under- 
• mining kids by telling them their 
scholarships were second-rate?" 


"FOR THESE AND- OTHER 


REASONS I think the NCAA inves- 
tigatng' committee should be com- 
posed of former. FBI agents, and 
there's a lot of them around, to get 
away from the present second-rate 
operation," continued Stangeland. 
"Let's investigate with experts who 
are taught to deal with facts. 


"People with know-how would 


have made a credibility check of 
both coaches and athletes, and then 


the NCAA would have had 
professional- gathered evidence 
based; on fact, not opinion or 
rumor.'This is what the NCAA was • 
not geared to do when it swarmed 
all over. Long Beach State. 
; 


-"It's unbelievable that the 


NCAA could talk to four or five 
unreliable and disgruntled persons, ' 
then make decisions based on 
undocumented evidence," 


STANGELAND THEN RAP- 


PED the way the charges against 
Long Beach State read when 
released, feeling that could have 
been corrected "with professionals 
running the investigation". 


"There were no names listed in 


the charges printed in -the news- 
papers—neither mine, Jerry 
Tarkanian's 
nor 
anybody's," 


steamed Stangeland. "A sharp law- 


. yef apparently advised them to go 


with no names because most of 
their charges didn't hold water. 


"I had 10 different assistant 


coaches during my five seasons at 
Long Beach State, but when the 
charges listed 'an assistant football 
coach,' the finger pointed to all of 
them, not just one. They all won- 
dered, 'Is the NCAA talking about 
me?'. 


"The NCAA indicted everybody 


by innuendo. No names! All my 
assistants could sue the NCAA.for 
those innuendos. One of them, 
Keith Cordes, now is an FBI agent 
himself, and he was incensed when 
he read the charges. 


"If it had operated efficiently, 


the NCAA .would have sat down 
with the university president and a 
conference 
Committee 
before 


releasing the story. Then if there 
was proper evidence, the president 
could cut' the down the coaches. 
The NCAA never came face-to-face 
with Tark or myself." 
• • • . 


THAT BROUGHT STANGE- 


LAND to area No. 2. 


• 
"College presidents have got to 


run their athletic departments. If 
the occasion demands, they must 


discipline their coaches before the 
NCAA steps in. The president must 
be alert not to get trapped with the 
bowls, national TV and the general 
hoopla of a major program. 


"At USC the former president 


(Dr. Norman Topping) ran his ath- 
letic department with an iron hand. 
I don't say he was a tyrant, but he 
knew what was going on all the 
time and with coach John McKay's 
full cooperation, a tight ship was 
run at all times. 


"I'm not implying there was 


any hanky-panky by the Long 
Beach State coaches, but I'm say- 
ing that the president take-charge

and immediately go into action 
with his coaches if there's even the 
least bit of smoke. Keep your house 
clean and stay on top of the pro- 
gram with the athletic director and 
administrative aides. 


"College presidents do that with 


their professors; they should do the 
same with their coaches." 


IN AREA NO. 3, STANGE- 


LAND SAID, "We were too poor at 
Long Beach State even to defend 
ourselves when the NCAA accusa- 
tions started flying. Only one per- 
son, Glenn .McDonald, went to 
court on the issue and came face- 
to-face with the NCAA—and he was 
acquitted, which shows what can 
be done if the NCAA is taken \o 
court. 


"They tried to strip Glenn of his 


eligibility. They embarrassed him 
publicly. This is unforgiveable be- 
cause the NCAA was wrong. 


"The 
economic dilemma at 


Long Beach State was a serious 
problem. When I first became head 
coach, our partial scholarships 
were around 115J). .Through super 
efforts of the Touchdown Club and 


then the 49er Foundation, we were 
able to raise them to $1,300, which 
still was below (he NCAA limit of 
$1,700. 


"A cardinal sin with the NCAA 


• is taking unfair advantage of other 


schools by exceeding scholarship 
aid. We weren't even close to tak- 
ing this unfair advantage because 
our kids weren't receiving enough 
scholarship money—and the NCAA 
knew of our deficit right away 
when it started its investigation. 


"But this scholarship and eco- 


nomic dilemma must and can be 
eliminated." 


THAT LED INTO area No. 4. 
"I recommend for Long Beach 


State and other schools with finan- 
cial problems a sophisticated, year- 
round season ticket sale operation. . 


"Lack of gate receipts was our 


major problem. The operation I, 
suggest could be an agency geared 
to programs like the pros. Put the 
people on commission and give 
them an'incentive to sell tickets 
year-round. 


"Athletics is a business and has 


to be run like one. If I could spare 
the time from real estate, I'd start 
such an 'agency and guarantee the 
university a respectable athletic 
budget. A sale of 10,000 season tick- 
ets in bo*h football and basketball 
would gross a half-million dollars. 


"A professional agency com- 


mission of 20 per cent would be 
$100,000. What's wrong with a top 
professional ticket promoter earn- 
ing $100,000 if the Long Beach State 
athletic department is going to 
gross $400,000. I'm being realistic— 
something like this has to be done 
in the college athletic business. 


"Ohio State can net $250,000 or 


more per football game, but there 
are a lot of schools not like Ohio 
State which must sell season tick- 
ets through an organized agency 12 
months a year. 


"If the 49ers are to survive, it 


must be at the gate. They have the 
boosters and the student body to do 
the job. I'm sure it will be done. 
But when?"

NFAV YORK — Faced with the gravest and most 


acrimonious labor dispute their industry has ever en- 
countered, owners in the National Football League 
have made.a package offer that would enable a five- 
year veteran earning $30,000 a year to increase his pre- 


- season pay from $2,900 to $3,000. 


Although the package included several other con- 


cessions, it brought a hoot of derision from Ed Garvey, 
the players' union leader, who has insisted all along 
that the players were fighting for freedom, with finan- 
cial considerations secondary. "The freedom issues are 
money issues and a buck is a buck no matter how you 
spend it," was the mysterious response of the owners' 
labor counsel, Theodore Kheel. 


This may be the darkest hour professional football 


has known since the new-born Green Bay Packers, 
undefeated in their first 10 games, kissed one off to the 
lieloit Fairies through the foul misdeasance— all of us. 
in Green Bay agreed — of a referee named Baldy 
Zabel.

Still, there may just possibly be a flicker of light 


showing at the end of the tunnel. At least Pete Rozelle 
is now in possession of an offer that would, he is 
assured, enable the league to recover in a few hours » 
substantial part of the $4 million which the owners said 
the proffered package would cost them.

MIGUEL GUARJARDO OF the Mexican National 


Tourist Council has invited the commissioner to trans- 
fer next winter's Super Bowl IX from New Orleans to 
Mexico City, promising that his organization would 


* post a $1 million bond to guarantee a sellout of magnifi- 
cent Aztec Arena at $25 tops. 


Guarjardo says the 105,000-seat facility could be 


scaled to produce at least $1 million more than the 
league could squeeze out of 81,000 at $15 tops in old 
Tulane Stadium. It is now conceded by all that New 
Orleans will default on its promise to have that zillion- 
dollar domed stadium completed in time. 


If Mexico strikes some as an unlikely source for 


such a proposal, the A.C. Nielsen Co. could correct that 
impression. Mexicans dig American football, giving it 
no worse than a second-place tie with beisbol. 


Neither, of course, stirs the populace as soccer 


does. During the 1968 Olympics, three Mexicans were 
stabbed to death for saying they didn't think Mexico 
would win the gold medal, even though the home team 
was made up of professionals. (After a 4-1 defeat by 
France's amateurs, one of the martyrs is said to have 
nudged an angel in the ribs and said, "Who's looney 
now, senor?") 


ANYWAY, THE SUPER BOW, gets one'of the 


highest Nielsens scored by any sports show in Mexico. 
Curiously, the favorite team south of the border is not 
Dallas or Houston or San Diego or Los Angeles but the 


Miami Dolphins. Those Latin Yanquis, Manny Fer- 
nandez and Nick Buonoconti, may be the greatest idols 
down there since Manolete and Armillita opened the 
new bullring 30-odd years ago. 


Apart from the loot, Guarjardo mentioned other 


advantages Mexico City enjoys over New Orleans. The 
weather at Super Bowl time is incomparably better, 
hotel accommodations are plentiful and superior, and 
transportation by air is excellent. 


Guarjardo did mention the possibility that if the 


players' strike delayed the opening of .the season, the 
Super Bowl might be played later than Jan. 12, the 
scheduled date. In that event, a creature as powerful 
as Pete Rozelle might get a room in New Orleans, but 
lesser mortals would have to take pot luck in Baton 
Rouge. 


Suppose the game were postponed a week to Jan.

At 30, the talented prod- 


uct of L.A. Roosevelt High 
School has called it quits 
after rushing for 5,481 
yards in eight pro seasons 
at Kansas City and San 
Diego. He twice exceeded 
1,000 yards rushing in a 
season and his 5,481 total 
ranked him ahead of such 
NFL greats as Ollie Mat- 
son, Hugh McElhenny, 
Dick Bass and Lenny 


"I'm not going to miss 


football at all," Garrett 
said confidently. "Honest- 
ly, I was tired of it and I. 
was ready to do some- 
thing else." 


Garrett gave up his 


bachelor's status last 
March 21. His wife, 
.Sherry, has four children 
by a previous marriage. 


"It was quite a transi- 


tion-after being single all 
my life," he admitted. 
"But getting married is 
probably the best thing I 
ever did. My wife is a 


tremendous person and I 
love her very much. I'm 
very happy now: 


"When I played foot- 


ball, I was gone six 
months of the year. Now I 
can.stay in one place and 
devote my life to my 
family and my work." 


Garrett is working with 


a drug rehabilitation pro- 
gram in San Diego where 
.he wound up his career 
with the Chargers. "We're 
trying to help kids 13 to 17 
in trouble with the juve- 


nile justice system," he 
said. 


Signed out of college for 


a $300,000 bonus by the 
Kansas City Chiefs of the 
old AFL, away from the 
Rams, the former Trojan 
played in Super Bowls as 
a rookie in 1966 and again 
in 1967 when he had his 
first 1,000-yard rushing 
season. 


In '67, the Chiefs upset 


Minnesota, 23-7. 


"I can't really say this 


one thing or that one thing 
was more important in 


my career," he offered. 
"I did enjoy college ball 
the most, though. It was 
quite a thrill playing in 
the Coliseum at Los An- 
' geles three years in a row 
for SC." 


They won't have to hold 


any benefits for Garrett. 


"I don't think any 


player can ever retire and 
feel he has it made for 
life," he remarked, "but I 
feel reasonably secure." 


Garrett did report that 


his weight had shot up to 
197 pounds. 


The community of Anaheim was established by 


sturdy German slock who came to settle full of hope 
and faith in their land, their maker and their fellow . 
man. 


The tastes of the settlers were modest and they did 


not lust for anything grand. A roll of sausage and a loaf 
of black bread and a stein of lager was enough-"to 
accompany the fat man who played the tuba on Satur- 
day nights. 


Unhappily, the settlement grew to a village and the 


town became a city and ambitions inflated accordingly. 


In 1966, the generation in charge was sold a stadi- 


um and the taxpayers of Anaheim were placed on the 
hook for $20 million, give or take a million or so either 
way. 


1 ENTRUSTED TO PAY for all this was the Ameri- 
can League baseball side, the Angels who moved out 
from under the rental requirements of Walter O'Malley 
in Los Angeles. O'Malley, who was to become the last 
private citizen ever to build a sports stadium, did not 
make a big thing of it and refrained from sticking his 
nostrils into the affairs of the people of Anaheim. 


- But when asked, he was willing to share his 


experiences. 


"What you get for $20 million," O'Malley said, "is 


a $20 million headache." 


Anaheim endured a migraine, largely because the 


baseball team turned out to be less than artistic. 
People stayed away from the stadium in great num- 
bers unless the attraction was high school football, 
Billy Graham or Fourth of July fireworks. 


Baseball filled the seats with human beings on a 


few isolated occasions such"as the major league All- 
Star game of 1967 which also served as a celebration of 
the ball park's first birthday. 


GENERALLY speaking, though, Walter O'Malley 


was right and you would just as soon own a block of 
Edsel stock as a piece of Anaheim Stadium. 


However, stadium officials the other night thought 


they recognized a tiny, ray of sunshine in the arrival of 
Orange County's local football eleven. The Southern 
California Sun of the World Football League staged its 
home,opencr by defeating a team from Hawaii, 38-31. 


This, described by many as Anaheim's finest hour, 


was celebrated by ticket takers in tuxedos, Hawaiian 
dancing girls, the fat guy with the tuba and 30,000 
customers. 


Of course, it is significant to note that Anaheim 


Stadium accommodates 42,000 for football and another 
of Walter O'Malley's early adages was violated. 


"Never give your product away." 
The Sun squandered considerable by placing the 


event on local television which was in complete disre- 
gard of the teachings of O'Malley. As a matter of fact, 
it was in striking contrast to the reasoning of those 
earlier established in the professional football business. 


Anticipating a sellout, the Sun set up the TV 


program and took off in an entirely different direction 
than the, betrayal of the fans angle. Indeed, the an- 
nouncement stated that the opener was being televised 
as a gesture of appreciation to those citizens of Orange 
County and beyond who had supported the Sun bv 
purchasing tickets. 


This was a radical departure, to be sure, but it is 


not essential that anyone understand it. The important 


• thing is the reaction. 


The firm that runs the Sun figures what the hell 


the whole thing was a gamble in the first place. Some 
of the rules are different and most of the uniforms so a 
policy deviation shouldn't be a big thing. 


Of course, the Sun surely agonized the finish of the 


game on the theory Anaheim and Orange County will 
tolerate anything but another turkey.

That bulletin,-labeled No. 74-4 and issued last 


Monday, may or may not add much to what I already 
have reported to you about the longfins. However, I 
have read and re-read the bulletin and have studied the. 
accompanying map showing all the sea surface tern-'' 
peraturcs from Vancouver Island to the tip of Baja 
California. 


The chart shows the sea temperatures for this year 


in' solid lines, those for 1973 in dotted lines. There really 
isn't any need to compare the two because only one 
person caught an albacore on .a sportfishing boat in 
1973.

For the first two weeks this month there was a 60- 


degree current far, far off the Mendodno. coast. It 
looped downward and over (he old Showboat Bank 
southwest of San Diego, then upward to the coast near 
Point Conception. Another looped downard over the 
San Juan Seamount, then even farther north of 
Conception. 


Why am I relating all this to you? Because this is 


the time of year when sportfishermen are so interested 
in the albacore runs, or lack of such, that they bom- 
bard me and the fishing landings for information. 


THERE WAS ONE SIGNIFICANT paragraph in 


the 700-word report. It read: "Surface1 waters offshore 
western North America warmed at near-normal rates 
in the first half of July. Most offshore waters warmed 
by about 2 degrees F. except for a region between 
Monterey and Morro Bay, where temperatures dropped 
slightly fronrvalues during the last half of June."

Skip Sato, who operates that particular landing, 


said at the same time: "We used to tell the media 
when somebody caught a limit of big roc Wish; now • we 
tell them when somebody fails to get a limit." • 


Even so, the skippers out of that landing are 


watching-the albacore very closely. Along with limits 
of rockfislu there are usually two or three salmon. 


THERE MAY BE A CHANGE in the albacpre' 


reports after this weekend. In addition to the party 
boats out of the San Diego landings, there are scores of 
other boats, all privately owned, trying for albacore. 


The Tuna Clubs, here and at Avalon, and other game- 
fishing clubs Of,Southern California,, were concluding 
their annual inter-club competition Saturday. Their 
reports should prove very interesting. 


Despite bad weather at sea-part of the time, most 


of the comrhercial fleet is concentrated 500 to 600 miles 
off the west:coast of North America all the way from a 
point due west of Morro Bay to Vancouver Island. 


The commercial fleet changed its position at times 


because of weather. Fair catches were being made off 
the Dumping Grounds of the Northwest. It would be 
most delightful to report that the fish were concentrat- 
ed on the Dumping Grounds off San Diego, but it is 
•beginning to appear that that will not occur this year.

We Would appreciate it

Our payments are 
on a 4 per cent mortgage 
and the -balance is small 
enough for us to pay.it as 
we can see no gain, as far 
as taxes are concerned, in 
continuing it. Would we 


need to hire a, lawyer, or 
do banks automatically 
send you all the papers 
or what? Your answer" 
would be deeply 


( ANSWER: About nine 
times out of 10 the bank 
Will take. care of this for 
.you, but it's a good idea' to 
know what you should ex- 
pect from it, and how you 
can double-safeguard 
your physical ownership 
.of the property. When you 
make your final payment, 
for instance, you will un- 
doubtedly receive a for- 
mal receipt vyhich can 
carry any of several nota- 
tions: ."satisfaction of 
lien," "satisfaction of 
judgment," -or possibly, 
"satisfaction of mort- 
gage." 


At the time of the pay- 


off, though, 'you should 
also insist that the .bank 


send you the original 
mortgage and bond .or 
note. With this in your 
physical possession, 
.of 


course, it will be impossi- 
ble for anyone to substan- 
tiate a claim on the mort- 
gage — keep it in a secure 
place, such as a safe' 
deposit box, however. 


But there's another 


point to keep in mind: 
virtually every mortgage 
is recorded and the mere 
payment of the mortgage 
debt — and the surrender 
of the bond or note and 
mortgage by the mortga- 
gee to the property owner 
— don't .change the facts 
of the records in the 
recording office where the 
mortgage was originally 
filed. 


You should make sure, 


then, that the mortgagee, 
on'receiving final pay- 
ment, not only signs the 
formal 
"satisfaction".

The recording offi- 
cer, upon receiving his 
copy of the "satisfaction" 
piece, marks the mort- 
gage on his records: as 
being cancelled or satis- 
fied. 


The "satisfaction" piece 


should include a detailed 
description of the mort- 
gage •— its date, amount, 
and the date and place 
where it was 
recorded 


and, if the bond or note 
and mortgage' have ever 
been assigned, then these 
assignments should also 
be noted on the record so 
that there's a clean chain 
of ownership of the mort- 
gage from the original 
lender down to the person 
executing the "satisfac- 
tion" piece. 


And, when this is filed, 


the necessary fees paid, 
it's customary to write, or 
stamp, across the face of 
the mortgage (as copied, 
in the recording books) a 
statement to the 
effect 


that the mortgage has 
been '-'canceled or satis- 
fied by satisfaction piece 
filed on such-and-such a 
date," 


Complicated? Not really 


as much as it sounds, and 
the chances are good that 
the bank will probably 
handle it all for you as a 
matter of course. But, it 
is a-good idea to follow 
through, personally, and 
make sure that none of 
these steps have been 
omitted and, if you're not 
absolutely satisfied ;.in 
your own mind that the 
settlement is fool-proof, 
then the small legal fee 
involved in having a law- 
yer check it out js a very 
cheap form of insurance.

000 in a savings bank at 
5M per cent, $3,000 in U.S. 
savings bonds, and about 
UO shares of common 
stock which w.e purchased 
for $5,000. 


We're presently paying 


$55 a month toward a lot 
in Florida and it's about 
half paid off (total cost: 
$5,300). I also pay $100 a 
month into a mutual fund 
on a 15-year, $18,000 con- 
tractual plan. I'm also 50

Unfortunately, the U.S. 


savings bonds can't be 
used for collateral, nor 
can the mutual fund 
shares unless you have 
physical possession of 
them — which you obvi- 
ously don't have since you 
are buying them on a con- 
tractual plan, in which 
case the fund retains pos- 
session of them. (Inciden- 
tally, in an aside, you ex- 
press concern over the 
fund. I wouldn't worry, if 
1 were you. Its shares — 
'like virtually all funds — 


are down, sharply, from a 
couple of years ago, but 
you should be relieved to 
know that your fund, over 


the longer term, has 
good growth record.)

Hobby takes win

George Toll's retirement years 


have been so busy he rarely has 
much time to himself. But when he 
does, he olten spends it with his 
birds. 


They're not HIS birds, exactly. 


But Toll prefers to think of them 
that way. 


It was several ysars ago that he 


constructed the first feeder — for 
hummingbirds, Toll explained, sip- 
ping a tall, cool julep made from 
home-grown mint, in the shade of 
his.lush backyard garden. 


Gardening is another of Toll's 


hobbies and his expertise is reflect- 
ed in the quality of the blossoms, 
greenery, vegetables and fruits 
that flourish around the manicured 
lawn. He is rightly proud of his 
perfect tuberous begonias — raised 
from bulbs — as well as hanging 
fuchsias, donkey tails and delicate 
pansies. 
. "My wife was ill at the time 
and I built the first feeder as enter- 
tainment for'her." (Toll's wife, Lu- 
cille, who died in 1972; had been 
very active here in .Democratic 
politics and community work). 


"THE FEEDER was designed 


for hummingbirds and at first they 
were the only birds to feed there. 
But suddenly finches arrived and 
chased all the hummingbirds away. 
The finches have been here ever 
•si»ce. 


"And there's real women's lib at 


work in the world of the finches," 
Toll teased, "because as soon as I 
noticed they'd chased the hum- 
mingbirds off, I began to note that 
the female finches would chase 
male finches away from the feeder. 


"The finches are unable to 


hover in the air as hummingbirds 
can, to drink sugar water from the 
glass tube. So I rigged the box with 
the stick for the finches to perch on 
while feeding." 


Then Toll got carried away and 


added a special device to the box 
feeder. He's rigged it so that when 
a bird jumps on the stick, it see- 
saws down to trigger a perfectly- 
weiglitcd curtain at the front of the 
box. The curfain rises, revealing 
any one of dozens of humorous or 
thought-provoking signs. Toll has 
lettered to surprise his guests.

THE DAY WE visited Toll, his 


birds were promoting "senior 
power," an issue the hand-thal- 
feeds-them has been vitally con- 
cerned with for many years. 


Raised on the Cheyenne River 


Indian Reservation in South Dako- 
ta, (he speaks the Sioux language), 
Toll went to work for the California 
State Employment Office (now 
Employment Development Depart-, 
ment) here in 1937 and remained 30 
years, 24 of which he served as 
head of the agency. 


Fifteen years before he retired, 


Toll established a special depart- 
ment in the employment office to 
help find jobs for senior citizens. 


A recent appointee to the newly- 


formed Long Beach City Commis- 
sion on Aging, Toll has been a 
Rotary Club member for 28 years 
and serves as chairman of the 
Committee on Aging for United 
Way, Region III. He is a member 
of the boards of Los Angeles Coun- 
ty Affiliated Committees on Aging; 
Retired Seniors Volunteer Pro- 
gram; Senior Opportunities and 
Services; and Meals on Wheels. 


Additionally, Toll is president of 


Goodwill Industries of .Long Beach 
and a member of the advisory com- 
mittee to the Employment Develop- 
ment Department. 


In 1064, he was elected presi- 


dent of the International Associa- 
tion of Personnel in Employment 
Security, a professional organiza- 
tion with members in the United 
Stales and Canada. 


TOLL BECAME famous a year 


ago Christmas when KNBC televi- 
sion newscaster Ray Duncan came 
out with a camera crew to film the 
finches, as well as the more than 
200 sparrows and mourning doves 
that nibble daily on wild birdseed 
Toll places in a homemade tin can 
feeder and scatters on the ground 
for baby birds. 


"After we were on television " 


Toll laughed, "I had calls from 
people from all over the area who 
wanted to come by and see the 
birds. Only problem was,'some 
people would drop in without telling 
me. There'd be days I'd arrive 
home and find several strangers 
relaxing in my backyard, watching 
the birds perform." 


Toll's birds are not an inexpen- 


sive hobby. Each week, he pur- 
chases 50 pounds of birdseed and

Twice president of the National Coun- 


cil of Women of the United States and still 
on its board, Mrs. Spafford is leader of 
the worldwide women's organization of 
the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day 
Saints. B'or 30 years she has been presi- 
dent of (ho Mormon Church's Relief Soci- 
; ety. 


A GRANDMOTHER from Salt Lake 


City, Mrs. Spafford has held executive 
positions in the Mormon Church since 
1935. 


In an interview, she said that women 


in large numbers prefer the job of wife 
. and homemaker. 
' 
. • 


"They prefer the gratification of moth- 


erhood, the privileges of wifehood, the 
' position generally accorded the woman in 
•the home by family members and the 
l.status conferred by society on the title, 
\Mrs. 


"Some activists have openly stated 


that one of their big problems is the 
indifference of the average married 
woman to their efforts in behalf of liberat- 
ing her from her traditional status of 
housewife." - 


Mrs. Spafford expanded her thoughts 


in a speech at a dinner of the Lochinvar 
Club in New York. Members are from the 
Western United States who have achieved 
prominence in professional and business 
fields and now are based in the New York 
area. 


"Working with women in many coun- 


tries of the world convinces me that there 
is no task to which woman may put her 
hand so broad and inspiring, so filled with 
interest, so demanding of intelligence and 
capability, so rewarding as that of wife, 
mother and homemaker," she said• / . 


"I regard this role as.taking prece- 


dence over all others for women. In a 
well-ordered home, husband and wife ap-' 
proach their responsibilities as a joint 
endeavor. 


"They cherish their children. In child 


rearing, I believe, there is no substitute 
for a caring mother." 


BUT SOME OF THE things movement 


women agitate for deserve support, said 
Mrs. Spafford. 


, "For, example, equal pay for equal 
work; nondiscrimination in hiring prac- 
tices when a male and female are equally 
qualified and whose personal circum- 
stances arc comparatively erjual in meet- 
ing job requirements." 


But Mrs. Spafford is not in accord with 


those who believe that current problems 
and needs of women may best be met by 
adoption of a constitutional amendment 
on equal rights. 


"I am of the opinion that major ad- 


vances embodied in the proposed amend- 
ment could be achieved through regular 
channels of state and federal legislative 
action without raising questionable re- 
sults," she said. 


"By nature men and women differ 


physically, biologically and emotionally. 


"The greatest good to the individual 


antl society results where these differ- 
ences are respected in the divisions of 
labor in the home, as well as in communi- 
ty life." 


Mrs. Spafford said women should feel 


free to go into the market place and into 
community services on a paid or volun- 
teer basis when her home and family 
circumstances allow her to do so without 
impairment to her family life. 


MRS. SPAFFORD also made some 


prognostications. 


.—"I believe that without doubt many 


of the repressions and injustices which 
are troubling women today will be resolv- 
ed. Gratefully this is already taking place. 


—"Tomorrow we will hear less of 


woman's rights and more of her responsi- 
bilities and achievements. 


—"Some things for which women are 


clamoring today will be in discard tomor- 
row. 
. 


—"I am convinced that the home will 


stand as it has stood during past genera- 
tions as the cornerstone of a good soci- 
ety and a happy citizenry. While old ac- 
tivity patterns within the home may be 
modified by the impact of change outside 
the home, the enduring values which can- 
not be measured in terms of their inone- 
tary worth, their power for good, the need 
of the human being for them — peace, 
security, love, understanding — will not 
be sacrificed on the altar of new philo- 
sophies and new concepts."

Mary Smith." It's not a good alterna- 
tive since that combination has gener- 
ally come to mean that a woman is 
divorced. The woman could also call 
herself "Ms. 
Mary Smith" if she 


preferred. I like "Mrs. John Smith" 
better. 


When to use the term "Mrs. John 


Smith" is another question. It's sensi- 
ble for a woman to identify herself as 


"Mary Smith" in social conversation,' 
since her name is, after all, "Mary" 
and not "John." 


Business dealings are another mat- 


ter. If all of the family's accounts are 
in her husband's name, for instance, 
she may. find that she must identify 
herself as "Mrs. John Smith" to avoid 
the wrath of the computers. 


Q: When two couples give a large 


dinner party and you and your husband 
are included, are you obligated to in- 
vite each of them to dinner, even 
though you only know the one couple? 
—L.G., Detroit, Mich. 


A: Yes. If you accept someone's 


hospitality, you are obliged to extend 
hospitality to them in return. As a 
general rule, it's always better to ex- 
tend an unnecessary invitation than to 
not extend a necessary one. When in 
doubt, invite.

'Badge and the Brush': 
aw officers on duty

As a member of Long Beach State University 


art faculty and a professional illustraton, Earnie D. 
Kollar finds his days busy and interesting. 


He added another adjective—"exciting!"—when 


he rode with deputies from the IMS Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department on patrol. His comment, "I 
never realized it would he like that!" is typical of 
the response of 25 artists who saw for themselves 
what the deputies do as a matter of course. 


What they experienced may be seen in the 


second annual Sheriff's Documentary Art Exhibit, 
titled "The Badge and the Brush" now at the Cali- 
fornia Museum of Science and Industry in Exposi- 
tion Park, Los Angeles. The show will continue 
through Sept. I, Most of the artists, including Kollar, 
are members of the Society of Illustrators of Los 
Angeles. Sheriff Peter .1. Pitchess initiated this docu- 
mentary art program in April, 1973. Similar to the 
United States Air Force project of the past 20 years, 
its purpose is to portray a professional law enforce- 
ment organization as objectively as possible. 


The artists took along cameras to record events, 


then sketched or painted the scenes. Some elected to 
work from historical photographs. Ron McKee paint- 
ed Sheriff Will A. White posing with Teddy Roosevelt 
and his famous Teddy's Terrors in 1901; Hank 
Lozano interpreted "Pioneer Scouts, 1927;" Neil 
Boyle chose to paint Mrs. Alice Stebbins Wells, the 
first woman peace officer in Los Angeles County. 
There are other subjects from the past, but the 
majority are contemporary events evoking the ex- 
citement, fear, boredom, agony and happiness that 
are part of the deputies' work day. 


Admission to this exhibit is free; hours are 10 


a.m. to 5 p.m. daily.

Choosing the right fabric a material matter

Fabric makes the fash- 


ion. -Designers have 
known for years that you 
start with the perfect fab- 
ric to create the ultimate 
garment, which will flat- 
ter the wearer and make 
her happy. 


The couturier has the 


advantage over the home 
se^-frr because he can 
take'first choice of any- 
thing -on the market; or 
hav,e something specially 
created. But how do you 
sel'ect fabric when the 
budget is limited, time is 
lirnited and you're sur- 
rounded by a sea of fab- 
ric? 


Here arc guidelines to

Decide approxi- 
mately how much money 
you can spend based on 
your budget plus the num- 
ber-of times you expect to 
wear the dress or outfit.

Fiber content is particu- 


larly important and tells 
you whether you want cot-

Don't hesitate to test 


fabric before you buy. 
Take woven fabric be-

ric will ravel-and pull at 
seams. Crush fabric in 
your hand to test for 
wrinkle-resistance. Look 
at the surface for even- 
ness of print, irregular- 


ities of yarn, pulls in knits 
and "shading" in solid 
color fabric.

SPEND-AND-SAVE 


FARES — Alias "individ- 
ual tour basing fares," 
alias IT and ITX fares. 
The name is not as impor- 
tant as the price, which is 
roughly 20% to 33% off 
economy fares if you also 
buy an "advertised air 
tour," that is, ground ar- 
rangements that meet a 
specified minimum price. 
This generally must in- 
clude two nights' lodging 
plus sightseeing, a rental 
car or some kind of enter- 
tainment 


The 
coast-to-coast 


traveler, for instance, can 
buy the $374 New York- 


California day cbach 
round trip, or a $261 ITX 
round trip plus a ground 
package of at least $65 
and still pocket a little 
change. 


You'll find similar possi- 


bilities mainly between 
major cities long dis- 
tances apart, but there 
are some short-distance 
ITX fares, too. Ask — and 
then ask again. An airline 
clerk recently told us no 
ITX fare existed on a par- 
ticular route: his supervi- 
sor told us otherwise. 


The big disadvantage of 


ITX arrangements is that 
there are ''blackout peri- 
ods" (generally holidays, 
Friday and Sunday after- 
noons, sometimes all 
weekend) when the ticket 
can't be used. For the 
most part, you're also re- 
quired to stay at least six 
days and not more than 30 
and can't use one compa- 
ny's ticket to travel with 
another line. 


To compensate, though, 


there's often a king-size 
ITX advantage: Stopovers 
are permitted almost any- 
where along the airline's 
route for $10 or less 
apiece. 


Some ITX fares and all 


night fares .also have a 
little extra something for 
the family — specifically, 
a one-third discount for 
kids off the already re- 
duced rate. And that, for 
lots of people, is the only 
way to go.

Chicago White Sox doesn't want to 
play in the All-Star game and will 
not. 


Pitcher Wilbur Wood of the 


White Sox will go to the All-Star 
game but he's upset about the gen- - 
tlemen's agreement among Ameri- 
can League managers not to use 
All-Star pitchers in games today. 


Manager Chuck Tanner of the 


White Sox is bitter that Ken Hen- 
derson and Jorge Orta weren't se- 
lected to the team. 


The Milwaukee Brewers can't 


understand how Johnny Briggs was 
not selected to the team. Repre- 
senting Milwaukee will be Darrell 
Porter who said, "It not. only sur- 
prised me but everybody on the 
ball club." 


Herrmann flatly refused to play 


in the game after he had been 
selected by All-Star manager Dick 
Williams. He will be replaced by 
Jim Sundberg of Texas. 


"I promised my wife and kids I 


would go home (to California) and 
spend the All-Star break with 
them," said Herrmann. "That's all 
there is to it. Also, I've been play-' 
ing on a bad ankle which I've hit 
with batted balls five times in the 
last month. I need the rest." . 


Asked if he might have played 


if he had been voted in as the 


catcher rather than being a late 
selection, Herrmann said, "Yes, I 
probably would under those cir- 
cumstances. There are others who 
are not playing because of injuries 
so why should I." 


Wood was incensed over the 


agreement not to use All-Star pitch- 
ers today.

has allowed me to handle the inside pitch better. I've 
also cut down on my stride and this has given me 
quicker hands."

that demand a 7-iron to a 
wedge. 


HOOKING short irons 


often is caused by failure 
to turn the left hip out of 
the way ,on the down- 
swing. The backswing for 
lofted, clubs is shorter, 
and there's less time to 
get your left side clear. So 
you're "cheating" a little 
to your advantage 
by 


opening up a mite. 


If hooks with short irons 


persist, have your pro 
check your clubs. They 
could be too flat. This 
means the heal of the club, 
catches the turf before the 
sweet spot strikes 
the 


ball, causing a hook.

indignities like those we experi- 
enced at Long Beach State," said 
Stangeland, who's now in the real 
estate business in Long Beach. 
„ STANGELAND THEN BROKE 
DOWN his feelings in each area. 


''The manner in which the 


NCAA investigated Long Beach 
State was unprofessional," he 
stated. "The whole football investi- 
gation began on a cheap note in 
1972. It was a classic example of 
the NCAA's arrogance toward 
small schools. 


"One of the investigators called 


players out of my practice a few 
days before a major game to inter- 
rogate them. Can you imagine 
them doing that to Woody Hayes or 
Paul Bryant? Hell, no! 


"Not only did the NCAA investi- 


gator have the audacity to behave 
that brazenly for openers, but he 
succeeded in ruining team morale 
for good by telling the kids their

scholarships were poorer than 
other schools and <they deserved 
better. . 
' 


"Can you imagine a man sup-' 


.posed to he an investigator under- 
• mining kids by telling them their 
scholarships were second-rate?" 


"FOR THESE AND OTHER 


REASONS I think the NCAA inves- 
tigate g committee should be com- 
posed of former. FBI agents, and 
there's a lot of them around, to get 
away from the .present second-rate 
operation," continued Stangeland. 
"Let's investigate with experts who 
are taught to deal with facts. 


"People with know-how would 


have made a credibility check of 
both coaches and athletes, and then 


the NCAA would have had 
professional-. gathered evidence 
based on fact, not opinion or 
rumor. This is what the NCAA was • 
not geared to do when it swarmed 
all over Long Beach State. 
. 


-"It's unbelievable that the 


NCAA could talk to four or five 
unreliable and disgruntled persons, 
then make decisions based on 
undocumented evidence." 


STANGELAND THEN RAP- 


PED the way the charges against 
Long Beach State read when 
released, feeling that could have 
been corrected "with professionals 
running the investigation". 


"There were no names listed in 


the charges printed in -the news- 
papers— neither mine, Jerry 
Tarkanian's nor 
anybody's," 


steamed Stangeland. "A sharp law- 


. yer apparently advised them to go 


with no names because most of 
their charges didn't hold water. 


"I had 10 different assistant 


coaches during my five seasons at 
Long Beach Sfate, but when the 
charges listed 'an assistant football 
coach,' the finger pointed to all of 
them, not just one. They all won- 
dered, 'Is the NCAA talking about 
me?'. 


"The NCAA indicted everybody 


by innuendo. No names! AU my 
assistants could sue the NCAA for 
those innuendos. One of them, 
Keith Cordes, now is an FBI agent 
himself, and he was incensed when 
he read the charges. 


"If it had operated efficiently, 


the NCAA would have sat down 
with the university president and a 
conference 
committee 
before 


releasing the story. Then if there. 
was proper evidence, the president 
could cut' the down the coaches. 
The NCAA never came face-to-face 
with Tark or myself." 


THAT BROUGHT STANGE- 


LAND to area No. 2. 


"College presidents have got to 


run their athletic departments. If 
the occasion demands, they must 


discipline their coaches before the 
NCAA steps in. The president must 
be alert not to get trapped with the 
bowls, national TV and the general 
hoopla of a major program. 


"At USC the former president 


(Dr. Norman Topping) ran his ath- 
letic department with an iron hand. 
I don't say he was a tyrant, but he 
knew what was going on all the 
time and with coach John McKay's 
full cooperation, a tight ship was 
run at all times. 


"I'm not implying there was 


any hanky-panky by the Long 
Beach State coaches, but I'm say- 
ing that the president take charge

and immediately go into action 
with his coaches if there's even the 
least bit of smoke. Keep your house 
clean and stay on top of the pro- 
gram with the athletic director and 
administrative aides. 


"College presidents do that with 


their professors; they should do the 
same with their coaches." 


IN AREA NO. 3, STANGE- 


LAND SAID, "We were too poor at 
Long Beach State even to defend 
ourselves when the NCAA accusa- 
tions starte'd flying. Only one per- 
son, Glenn. McDonald,. went to 
court on the issue and came face- 
to-face with the NCAA—and he was 
acquitted, which shows what can 
be done if the NCAA is taken to 
court. 


"They tried to strip Glenn of his 


eligibility. They embarrassed him 
publicly. This is unforgiveable be- 
cause the NCAA was wrong. 


"The 
economic dilemma at 


Long Beach State was a serious 
problem. When I first became head 
coach, our partial scholarships 
were around $150. Through super 
efforts of the Touchdown Club and 


then the 49cr Foundation, we were 
able to raise them to $1,300, which 
still was below the NCAA limit of 
$1,700. 


"A cardinal sin with the NCAA 


is taking unfair advantage of other 
schools by exceeding scholarship 
aid. We weren't even close to tak- 
ing this unfair advantage because 
our kids weren't receiving enough 
scholarship money—and the NCAA 
knew of our deficit right away 
when it started its investigation. 


"But this scholarship and eco- 


nomic dilemma must and can be 
eliminated." 


THAT LED INTO area No. 4. 
"I recommend for Long Beach 


State and other schools with finan- 
cial problems a sophisticated, year- 
round season ticket sale operation. . 


"Lack of gate receipts was our 


major problem. The operation I. 
suggest could be an agency geared 
to programs like the pros. Put the 
people on commission and give 
them an incentive to sell tickets 
year-round. 


"Athletics is a business and has 


to be run like one. If I could spare 
the time from real estate, I'd start 
such an agency and guarantee the 
university a respectable athletic 
budget. A sale of 10,000 season tick- 
ets in both football and basketball 
would gross a half-million dollars. 


"A professional agency com- 


mission of 20 per cent would be 
$100,000. What's wrong with a top 
professional ticket promoter earn- 
ing $100,000 if the Long Beach State 
athletic department Is going to 
gross $400,000. .I'm being realistic- 
something like this has to be done 
in the college athletic business. 


"Ohio State can net $250,000 or 


more per football game, but there 
are a lot of schools not like Ohio 
State which must sell season tick- 
ets through an organized agency 12 
months a year. 


"If the 49ers are to survive, it 


must be at the gate. They have the 
boosters and the student body to do 
the job. I'm sure it will be done. 
But when?"

A. By "lead changes" you're talking about the 


leading foot as a horse strides. Most horses are right- 
footed and run with a right-lead on the straightaway, 
but they have to change to a leftfoot lead on the turns. 
The jock changes leads in various ways, according to 
the horse, but most often by leaning to that side. 
Sometimes a horse will refuse to change leads coming 
out of a. turn and will drift out. This happened this 
season at Santa Anita when Laffit Pincay had a filly in 
front of the field coming out of the last turn. She 


'< drifted out and lost the race, and the trainer asked 
'•Pincay why he hadn't tried to change leads. Pincay 


explained: "When I tried it on her in workouts, she 
stopped cold."

_NEW YORK — Faced with the gravest and most 


acrimonious labor dispute their industry has ever en- 
countered, owners in the National Football League 
have made a package offer that would enable a five- 
year veteran earning $30,000 a year to increase his pre- 


- season pay from $2,900 to $3,000. 


Although the package included several other con- 


cessions, it brought a hoot of derision from Ed Garvey, 
the payers' union leader, who has insisted all along 
that the players were fighting for freedom, with finan- 
cial considerations secondary. "The freedom issues are 
money issues and a buck is a buck no matter how you 
spend it,!' was the mysterious response of the owners' 
labor counsel, Theodore Kneel. 


This may be the darkest hour professional football 


has known since the new-born Green Bay Packers, 
undefeated in their first 10 games, kissed one off to the 
Beloit Fairies through the foul misdeasance—all of us 
in Green Bay agreed — of a referee named Baldy 
Zabel. 


Still, there may just possibly be a flicker of light 


showing at the end of the tunnel. At least Pete Rozelle 
is now in possession of an offer that would, he is 
assured, enable the league to recover in a few hours a 
substantial part of the $4 million which the owners said 
the proffered package would cost them. 


MIGUEL GUARJARDO OF the Mexican National 


Tourist Council has invited the commissioner to trans- 
fer next winter's Super Bowl IX from New Orleans to 
Mexico City, promising that his organization would 
post a $1 million bond to guarantee a sellout of magnifi- 
cent Aztec Arena at $25 tops. 


Guarjardo says the 105,000-seat facility could be 


scaled to produce at least $1 million more than the 
league could squeeze out of 81,000 at $15 tops in old 
Tulane Stadium. It is now conceded by all that New 
Orleans will default on its promise to have that zillion- 
dollar domed stadium completed in time. 


If Mexico strikes some as an unlikely source for 


such a proposal, the A.C. Nielsen Co. could correct that 
impression. Mexicans dig American football, giving it 
no worse than a second-place tie with beisbol. 


Neither, of course, stirs the populace as soccer 


does. During the 1968 Olympics, three Mexicans were 
stabbed to death for saying they didn't think Mexico 
would win the gold medal, even though the home team 
was made up of professionals. (After a 4-1 defeat by 
France's amateurs, one of the martyrs is said to have 
nudged an angel in the ribs and said, "Who's looney 
now,senor?") 


ANYWAY, THE SUPER BOWL gets one of the 


highest Nielsens scored by any sports show in Mexico. 
Curiously, the favorite team south of the border is not 
Dallas or Houston or San Diego or Los Angeles but the 


Miami Dolphins. Those Latin Yanquis, Manny Fer- 
nandez and Nick Buonoconti, may be the greatest idols 
down there since Manolete and Armillita opened the 
new bullring 30-odd years ago. 


Apart from the loot, Guarjardo mentioned other 


advantages Mexico City enjoys over New Orleans. The 
weather at Super Bowl time is incomparably better, 
hotel accommodations are plentiful and superior, and 
transportation by air is excellent. 


Guarjardo did mention the possibility that if the 


players' strike delayed the opening of the season, the 
Super Bowl might be played later than Jan. 12, the 
scheduled date. In that event, a creature as powerful 
as Pete Rozelle might get a room in New Orleans, but 
lesser mortals would have to take pot luck in Baton 
Rouge. 


Suppose the game were postponed a week to Jan.

At 30, the talented prod- 


uct of L.A. Roosevelt High 
School has called it quits 
after rushing for 5,481 
yards in eight pro seasons 
at Kansas City and San 
Diego. He twice exceeded 
1,000 yards rushing in a 
season and his 5,481 total 
ranked him ahead of such 
NFL greats as Ollie Mat- 
son, Hugh McElhenny, 
Dick Bass and Lenny 


"I'm not going to miss 


football at all," Garrett 
said confidently. "Honest- 
ly, 1 was tired of it and I 
was ready to do some- 
thing else." 


Garrett gave up his 


bachelor's status last 
March 21. His wife, 
Sherry, has four children 
by a previous marriage. 


"It was quite a transi- 


tion after being single all 
my life," he admitted. 
"But getting married is 
probably the best thing I 
ever did. My wife is a 


tremendous person and I 
love her very much. I'm 
very happy now. 


"When I played foot- 


ball, I was gone six 
months of the year. Now I 
can stay in one place and 
devote my life to my 
family and my work." 


Garrett is working with 


a drug rehabilitation pro- 
gram in San Diego where 
he wound up his career 
with the Chargers. "We're 
trying to help kids 13 to 17 
in trouble with the juve- 


nile justice system," he 
said. 


Signed out of college for 


a $300,000 bonus by the 
Kansas City Chiefs of the 
old AFL, away from the 
Rams, the former Trojan 
played in Super Bowls as 
a rookie in 1966 and again 
in 1967 when he had his 
first 1,000-yard rushing 
season. 


In '67, the Chiefs upset 


Minnesota, 23-7. 


"I can't really say this

my career," he offered.

Anaheim endured a migraine, largely because the 


baseball team turned out to be less than artistic. 
People stayed away from the stadium in great num- 
bers unless the attraction was high school football, 
Billy Graham or Fourth of July fireworks. 


Baseball filled the seats with human beings on a 


few isolated occasions such"as the major league Ail- 
Star game of 1967 which also served as a celebration of 
the ball park's first birthday. 


GENERALLY speaking, though, Walter O'Malley 


was right and you would just as soon own a block of 
Edsel stock as a piece of Anaheim Stadium. 


However, stadium officials the other night thought 


they recognized a tiny ray of sunshine in the arrival of 
Orange County's local football eleven. The Southern 
California Sun of the World Football League staged its 
home,opener by defeating a team from Hawaii, 38-31. 


This, described by many as Anahcim's finest hour, 


was celebrated by ticket takers in tuxedos, Hawaiian 
dancing girls, the fat guy with the tuba and 30,000 
customers. 


Of course, it is significant to note that Anaheim 


Stadium accommodates 42,000 for football and another 
of Walter O'Malley's early adages was violated 


"Never give your product away." 
The Sun squandered considerable by placing the 


event on local television which was in complete disre- 
gard of the teachings of O'Malley. As a matter of fact 
it was in striking contrast to the reasoning of those 
earlier established in the professional football business. 


Anticipating a sellout, the Sun set up the TV 


program and took off in an entirely different direction 
than the, betrayal of the fans angle. Indeed, the an- 
nouncement stated that the opener svas being televised 
as a gesture of appreciation to those citizens of Orange 
County and beyond who had supported the Sun by 
purchasing tickets. 


This was a radical departure, to be sure, hut it is 


not essential that anyone understand it. The important 
thing is the reaction. 


The firm that runs the Sun figures what the hell, 


the whole thing was a gamble in the first place. Some 
of the rules are different and most of the uniforms so a 
policy deviation shouldn't, be a big thing. 


Of course, the Sun surely agonized the finish of the 


game on the theory Anaheim and Orange County will 
tolerate anything but another turkey.

Albacore outlook gloomy along Southland coas|

The heading over a release from the Southwest 


Fisheries Center of the National Marine Fisheries 
CenlQr at La Jolla reads like this: "Albacore Fishing 
scattered along the U. S. West Coast." 


That bulletin, labeled No. 74-4 and issued last 


Monday, may or may not add much to what I already 
have reported to you about the longfins. However, I 
have read and re-read the bulletin and have studied the 


• accompanying map showing all the sea surface tern-'' 


peraturcs from Vancouver Island to the tip of Baia 
California. 


The chart shows the sea temperatures for this year 


in solid lines, those for 1973 in dotted lines. There really 
isn't any need to compare the two because only one 
person caught an albacorc on a sportfishing boat in 
IvIO. 


For the first two weeks this month there was a W- 


degree current far, far off the Mendocino coast. It 
looped downward and over the old Showboat Bank 
southwest of San Diego, then upward to the coast near 
Point Conception. Another looped downard over (he 
San Juan Seamounl, then even farther north of 
Conception. 


Why am I relating all this to you? Because this is 


the time of year when sporlfishermcn are so interested 
in the aibacore runs, or lack of such, that they bom- 
bard me and the fishing landings for information. 


THERE WAS ONE SIGNIFICANT paragraph in 


the 700-word report. It read: "Surface waters offshore 
western North America warmed at near-normal rales 
in the first half of July. Most offshore waters warmed 
by about 2 degrees F. except for a region between 
Monterey and Morro Bay, where temperatures dropped 
slightly from values during the last half of June " 


That may or may not have been the reason why 


landing operators at Avila Beach and Morro Bay were 
watching the situation closely. My oldtime friend, Mac 
McClmtock, who once was the general manager of the 
abandoned Pierpoint Landing, said this: 


"With most of the sporlfishermen drawing beads 


on the sporadic aibacore which are showing their age- 
old tactics of hit and run in July, simmer down in 
August and then really reaise hell in September, the 
guy who wants his fishing NOW is getting it, but with

results." Mac was saying that after a satisfying trip 
for himself and wife, Millie, out of Port San Luis 
Sportfishing at Avila Beach. 


Skip Sato, who operates that particular landing, 


said at the same time: "We used to tell the media 
when somebody caught a limit of big rocktish; now we 
tell them when somebody fails to get a limit." 


Even so, the skippers out of that landing are 


watching the aibacore very closely. Along with limits 
of rocktish. there are usually two or three salmon. 


THERE MAY BE A CHANGE in the aibacore' 


reports after this weekend. In addition to the party 
boats out of the San Diego landings, there are scores of 
other boats, all privately owned, trying for aibacore 


The Tuna Clubs, here and at Avalon, and other game- 
fishing clubs of/Southern California,, were concluding 
their annual inter-club competition Saturday. Their 
reports should prove very interesting. 


Despite bad weather at sea-part of the time, most 


of the commercial fleet is concentrated 500 to 600 miles 
off the west coast of North America all the way from a 
point due west of Morro Bay to Vancouver Island. 


The commercial fleet'changed its position at times 


because:bf weather/Fair catches were being made off 
the Dumping Grounds of the Northwest. It would be 
most delightful to report that the fish were concentrat- 
ed on the pumping Grounds off San Diego, but it is 
beginning to appear (hat that will not occur this year.

In animated gestures, 


Guzman went through 
segments designed to il- 
luminate Spanish and 
American cultures for 
children 4 to 8. The show 
will be called "Villa 
Alegre" — Happy Village. 


"We experimented in 


human values, in feelings, 
in corn, in schmaltz," he 
said. "That makes me 
happy." 


GUZMAN, who came 


here from his native Chile 
at 20, became executive 
producer of the children's" 
show after a long back- 
ground of producing and 
directing such efforts as 


. "I Love Lucy," "The Un- 
touchables," "December 
Bride," and "I Dream of 
Jeannie." 


"Villa Alegre," funded 


by a $3.5 million grant 


from the U.S. Office of 
Education to Bilingual 
Children's Television Inc., 
has additional support 
from the Exxon-USA 
Foundation and the Ford 
Foundation. It will he 
seen this fall oh public 
television stations. 


The initial, experiment 


is 65 half-hour shows that 
blend education 
and 


entertainment by using 
films, animated situa- 
tions, 'songs, stories,, 
games, dances and visual 
effects. 


THE 
SETTING .in 


"Villa Alegre" is a village 
— more stylized than real 
— that is inhabited by 
eight adults and a chang- 
ing group of eight chil- 
dren. They develop close 
relationships as they ex- 
plore the major themes of 
the show: human relation- 
ships, food and nutrition, 
energy and man-made ob- 
jects. The show is mostly 
live action, but uses ani- 
mated 
cartoons and 


graphics. 


It is the brainchild of 


Dr. Rene Cardenas, a for-l 
mer vice president of the 
Kingston Trio who went 
back to the University of 
California at Berkeley 
and got a doctorate in cul- 
tural anthropology. 


Cardenas 
..becamej 


executive director of the 
Bay 
Area 
Bilingual 


Education Leaguev and 
"Villa Alegre" came out 
of his belief that a nation- 
al television program was 
needed to unify the vari- 
ous 
Spanish-English 


projects at schools around 
the country. He is execu- 
tive director of Bilingual 
Children's Television in 
Oakland. 


"VILLA ALEGRE" is 


the first national program 
of its type. 


It would be easy to call 


it a bilingual "Se'same 
Street," but Guzman 
doesn't like the compari- 
son! . . 


"If it were going to be 


another 'Sesame Street,' 
why do it?" he said. "The 
ingredients are the same. 
We're dealing with the 
same age group." 


He fought the rigidity of 


the educators involved in 
the show. 


"Children don't need 


complicated situations or 
rules or grammar to 
speak another language.

Dr. Luis Rivera, former 
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professor at the Universi- 
ty of Puerto Hico and now 
associate director of re- 
search and educational 
planning for Bilingual 
Children's Television, is 
credited with keeping 
Guzman from leaving. 


"HE HAS THE best 


common sense, besides 
the knowledge," Guzman 
said. "He was the man 
who made me think the 
way:I wanted to. I almost 
left. I couldn't put in 
pathos, laughs. He came 
in and changed that." 


Rivera's presence also 


quieted fears of Puerto 
Rican . groups that the 
series would be too much 
oriented toward Ameri- 
cans. 


Guzman created a 


character to act as a 
bridge. between Spanish 
and English. He drew pic- 
tures of him and called 
him the maven. Darryl 
Henriques acts the part 
on the show. 


"As entertainment, it 


bothered me," Guzman 
said. "If you have a sec- 
tion in Spanish and I'm an 
American, I'd be bored. 
The maven comes in and 
says, in English 'We're 
talking about an apple 
tree. Some trees give you 
apples, some give you 
shade, some wood.' The 
maven appears and says 
.this is what they're talk- 
ing about. 


"He tells you. A maven. 


is a person who knows a 
little bit about every- 
thing." 


GUZMAN SAYS that 


the show has transcended 
its original purpose. 


"Our intention was to 


teach Spanish to the 
English-speaking children 
and 
English to the 


Spanish-speaking chil- 
dren," Guzman said. 


"But at the same time, 


to be aware of the Spanish 
culture.. The kids know 
they're not living in a 
vacuum. 


"What I'mi proud of is

Fore! more years 


Among Washington watchers there has 


been a frantic but so far unsuccessful 
effort to explain President Nixon's crite- 
ria for the making of a vice president. 
The two he has chosen could not on the 
surface be more dissimilar. 


There was Agnew, the articulate, al- 


literative hatchet-and-bag man, and now 
there is Gerald Ford, the intellectually 
clumsy ball boy, who says yes when he 
means no and vice versa. Agnew was no 
better than he should be and a damn 
sight less. There is general agreement 
that Ford is honest, an opinion bolstered 
by the belief that anyone that stupid 
would soon be found out if he wasn't. 


A closer look, however, discloses that 


both Agnew and Ford possess two 
necessary traits for vice president. 


1. They scare hell out of anyone who 


might be seriously thinking about im- 
peachment. 


2. They play golf considerably worse 


than the President. 


The second talent is not as easy as it 


may at first appear. This is an adminis- 
tration concerned with superlatives ("the 
most far-reaching program ever proposed 
by any administration," "the first you- 
name-it ever undertaken by any Presi- 
dent"), but you will notice that for 
almost six years now the White House 
has been mum on the subject of golf. 


The truth is that Nixon is a lousy 


golfer. He became vice president under 
Dwight Eisenhower, who 
made golf 


America's national sport. In Ike's time 
everyone had to play salesman's polo. If 
you didn't you were un-American. You 
probably put LSD in mom's apple pie. 


Soon after his inauguration as vice 


president, Nixon stepped to the tee in 
front of reporters and photographers. On 
his first swing he missed the ball entire- 
ly. He hit it on his second swing, but 
just barely and it dribbled a few yards 
down the fairway. 


He had never had time to learn golf, 


he bravely explained. He was always too 
busy. 


He remembered his weakness when 


the time came for him to pick his own 
vice president. 
After the Eisenhower 


legacy, what would Americans think of a 
President who was outdriven and output- 
ted by his own veep? 


Agnew beaned two innocent bystand- 


ers in the course of his brief but spectac- 
ula reign as president-in-waiting. Just the 
other day Ford stepped to the tee, hit a 
ball straight up into the air and it came 
down and hit a young man. 


Say what you may, Nixon never hit 


anybody with a golf ball. He hardly even 
hit the ball. 


The thing I like best about President 


Nixon and his vice presidents is their 
lousy golf scores. I think a lot of Ameri- 
cans feel the same way, especially the 
tennis pros. Tennis has just passed golf 
as the nation's most popular participa- 
tion sport. 


Face it, pasture pool is no great shakes 


as a sport. Sure, Ike played it so every- 
body took it up. I'm still waiting for a 
President that chases women. I mean, 
look at what Ike did for golf. 


You name any of the famous golf 


courses in the country — Spy Glass, 
Oakmont, Pebble Beach, Winged Foot, 
whatever. I'll bet I have a better score on 
each of them than any hotshot golf pro 
you care to name. That is because I've 
gone to great pains never to tee off on 
any of them. 


In high school I occasionally worked 


as a caddy. All the other caddies wanted 
to be golf pros. Not me. At the age of 16 
1 retired undefeated. I'd watched too 
many decent human beings walk up to 
that first tee on top of the world — and 
come in from the 18th hole swearing, 
broken, and hateful. Nowadays, I take 
the long way to work so 1 don't have to 
drive past the Fountain Valley Miniature 
Golf Course. 


That's where Nixon, Agnew, Ford and 


even Ike made their first mistake, step- 
ping up to that first tee for that first 
swing. Until that time they had a perfect 
record Zero for zero. Sixty-four under 
par. 


You step up to the tee and you hit a 


hole-in-one. So what? So you've got one 
stroke more on your card than if you 
had just walked away from the ball. In 
tennis, you hit a good shot, you get 
positive points scored for you. In golf, 
you hit a good shot, you get negative 
points scored against you. 


So let's hear it for Nixon, Agnew and 


Ford. They may have their faults, but 
they have done more to kill golf than 
any administration in the history of this 
nation. That is a superlative that will 
stand when all the others are forgotten.

Big risks 
for big 
money

Robert Craig Knievel was eight years old 


and stealing hubcaps in his hometown of 
Butte, Mont., when he started riding motorcy- 
cles. 


He "borrowed" his first machine from a 


neighbor's garage. Pretty soon he was doing 
"wheelies" down the main street, if you 
please, and jumping slag heaps left by the 
Anaconda Mining Co. 


He jumped over his first car at 16, winning 


$50 from the man who owned it. While he 
still had acne, he was touring Butte on the 
rear wheel, doing 70, grinning in the wind. 


Knievel moved from stealing hubcaps to 


cracking safes, among other things, but de- 
cided, when he was driving through Bonne- 
ville Flats at 120 mites an hour, the police still 
on his tail where they had been for the past 
four states, that the pressure was too much.

So he hit the carnival circuit in February 


1966 with Evel Knievel's Motor Cycle Dare- 
devils. 


He was now jumping 10 cars in a row and 


getting famous, this tough, quick-tempered, 
ruggedly handsome young man. He had a 
Rolls Royce up in the van, a girl at every stop 
and scars all over his body. 


Sitting in a bar in Kalispell, Mont., in 1968 


he was telling a friend, Chuck Shelton, that he 
could jump any god damned thing and that 
he was made of steel, see. 


"Well," said Shelton. "why don't you jump 


the Grand Canyon? Now there's a jump that'd 
make you famous!" 


"How far's that across?" Knievel asked. 
"Oh, maybe 600 feet." 
"By God, maybe 1 can!" 
The Grand Canyon of Colorado measures 


up to 18 miles across, but Knievel found a 
place where the gap narrows to a mile and 
one-tenth.

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So he thought about it, and said, "Yeah, I'll 


do it." 


While engineers built a "rocket cycle," 


Knievel was seeking permission from the De- 
partment of Interior, which was granted, and 
the local Navaho Indians, who finally turned 
him down. Knievel would always remember 
then as "poor, broke sons-of-bitches." 


Then he recalled Snake Canyon in Twin 


Falls, Idaho, where he used to go as a kid 
with his grandparents. He looked it over, 
found it was just as wide as the narrowest part 
of the Grant Canyon and "a whole lot pretti- 
er." 


So now, on Sept. 8, 1974, Evel Knievel is 


going to jump it in his Sky Cycle Y-1, a 
steam-powered vehicle like a jet fighter sans 
wings. 


Either way he'll travel a mile: That's how 


far it is across and that's how deep the canyon 
is. 


"A man ain't a man unless he keeps his 


word," Knievel is telling me as he paces up 
and down in his dressing room trailer. "1 said 
I'd jump it and, by Cod, I'm gonna." 


At 35, Evel Knievel, who may well be the 


world's greatest motorcycle stunt man as bill- 
ed, is putting more on the line than his life: 
Last year he made over a million dollars and 
is now a millionaire "two or three times 
over." 


But he wants more, see. Much more. 
"I give myself a 50-50 chance of getting 


killed. But the risk is worth it, understand. 
Three or four million dollars is what I'm 
figuring on making. A lot a man can do with 
that kinda cash. You've got to lake big risks 
for big money. Especially me. Because I don't 
have much education, see. 


"If 1 make it, great. If I don't, well, I won't 


be needin' money anyhow. But I'm gonna 
make it." 
• Knieve! expects the stunt will "outdraw the 
Pro Bowl and the Super Bowl combined." The 


gate will be live, the souvenirs numerous and 
the profits all to Knievel Enterprises. 


He recently fired a test shot, but the "sky 


cycle" fizzled half way across, plunging into 
water of unknown depth. Knievel had consid- 
ered riding that one, but decided against it, 
first because he couldn't get the canopy to 
close when he was wearing his emergency 
parachute, then because of logic he seldom 
uses. "No 
sense practicing something you 


can't miss," he explains. "I'm glad I wasn't in 
that baby because I sure wouldn't have gotten 
out." 


Knievel's eyes light up when he explains 


how his scarred and broken body will endure 
5.5 G's as the $50,000 rocket cycle leaps 
from a ramp and climbs 2,000 feet, accelerat- 
ing to 300 miles an hour in four seconds. 


"One third of the way across," he says, 


"I'm going to open a parachute system that 
will slow me, once ... then I'll open a second 
that will slow me again and drop me into the

impact area, where I'll nose the cycle into the 
ground. A special shock absorber will pump 
oil up a shaft six feet long to cushion the 
blow. 
"... All this providing I'm not splattered 


against the wall on the other side, in which 
case I'll be going to the Evel Knievel Heaven, 
which has these beautiful broads, a river of 
beer and a place where I can jump my motor 
cycle..." 


The Snake Canyon trick for Knievel has 


become an obsession: He'll either die trying 
or "die more .slowly" if he doesn't, It all goes 
back to his own definition of "goodness" in a 
man. 


It will end Evel or start a legend; it will 


certainly be the turning point for one of the 


He got his

most extraordinary careers in American speed- 
way history. 


Raised by his grandparents, his folks having 


been divorced when he was a boy, Knievel 
got this idea for riding cycles when Joe 
Chitwood's Auto Daredevils came to Clark 
Park, in Butte. 


A guy on a bike jumped one car and the 


announcer said, "The last man who tried that 
got hisself killed." 


So Evel knew he'd just have to leap cars. 
All through high school, which he found a 


"waste of good time," he thought about 
motorcycles and leaping over things. He was 
sidetracked by rodeo riding and hockey — 
playing semi-pro in Seattle and the Eastern 
Hockey League — and by adventures in 
crime. Tossed into a Butte jail for stealing 
hubcaps, he landed in a cell with a guy called 
Knofol. The warden turned the key and said, 
"We got Awful Knofol and now we've got Evil 
Knievel." 


The name stuck. 
Later Knievel changed the spelling because 


he didn't want people thinking he was that 
bad. 


He moved on to serious crime after meet- 


ing a safe cracker, started carrying his tools 
and was soon using them. 


"l'd( always go in through the roof," he 


says, "tie a rope to a chinmey or something 
and drop down. First thing inside you find a 
steptadder to put under the hole, so you can 
get out fast if you have to. I'd need an hour 
tops usually to get a safe open. 1 was dropping 
through holes in the roof like every night of 
the week. I robbed so many safes in Oregon 
that one newspaper said it looked like some- 
body was dropping bombs. But I never got 
caught. I was lucky." 


Knievel was also careful to rob only those 


people he knew carried insurance; he has 
long since paid back all his victims. 


For a while he cheated at cards in partner- 


ship with an Indian called Yellowbird, then 
moved onto straight employment with the 
Columbia Insurance Co. of America. He never 
sold less than 100 policies a week. Once he 
sold 110 in a state mental institution, ending 
the week with 271 sales and "the Paramount 
Grand Diamond." Evet told the company he 
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wanted a guarantee of being a vice-president, 
if he did everything right for two years, but 
they didn't give it to him so he quit. 


He opened a motorcycle dealership in 


Moses Lake, Wash., where he-built a race- 
track and a great big jump..He put a "wall of 
fire' in the center of the jump and once 
leaped over two lions and a cage full of 
rattlers. He busted the cage as he came down 
and "the snakes started crawling up in the 
crowd." Recalls Evel, "It was funnier -than 
hell. 1 just buzzed on out and watched it from 
a hill some place." 


He borrowed money in 1965 and built 


portable ramps behind a friend's garage before 
hitting the carnival route with six other riders. 


They opened at the Date Festival in Indio, 


Calif., then moved to Barslow, where Evel 
decided to give 'em something extra. He 
stood out in centerfield, dressed in leathers 
and helmet and had a motorcycle race toward 
him at 60 miles an hour, white he crouched, 
ready to leap, letting the machine pass be- 
tween his legs. 


It caught him in the groin. 
He was thrown 20 feet in the air and spent 


30 days recovering. 


Back on the track again, all went smoothly 


when he rode a parasail 300 feet up behind a 
jet car. "That's fun," he says, "but tough on 
the knees coming down." 


He moved on alone when the others fell 


away, seeking steady pay and no risks. Evel 
wanted bigger jumps, bigger money. Within 
two years he raised the price of a jump from 
$500 to $5,000. He was becoming a success 
— but he was paying for it. 


In 1966 he fell at Missoula, Mont. In '67 he 


fell twice at Graham, Wash., and once in 
Seattle. Leaping the fountains in front of 
Caesar's Palace in Las Vegas, he came down 
so hard he drove his hipbone through his 
pelvis. In 1968 he fell at Phoenix and Tahoe, 
where Ray Gunn, who has worked with him 
six years, recalls, "He just fell short, that's all. 
Not enough power. He hit, went over the 
handlebars and came down 60 feet away at 
the foot of the landing ramp." A compounded 
fracture nearly cost him his left arm. He has 
broken so many bones he has lost count. Still, 
he considers himself lucky. "I haven't broken 
my neck yet," he says. "And I've broken my 
back without once pinching the spinal nerve, 
which is why I'm not in a wheelchair." 


He's been hurt jumping long as often as 


jumping short. 


"At Seattle," Knievel says, "I jumped 65 


feet over my own truck — and 55 feet beyond 
it. I broke my lower spine. The doctor X-rayed 
it and said it looked as if the bone had 
exploded. I laid up a few days. It hurt like 
hell. But I had to jump again. So I got an 
ambulance and a doctor out there and they 
filled me up with painkiller." 


Ray Gunn, a former cattle rancher from 


Moses Lake, Wash., has been wilh his boss 
five times when the bike has come down the 
wrong way, once splat into the side of a van. 


"He's made o'steel," says Gunn, talking in 


a cowpoke's drawl as if his mouth is full of 
marbles. It's the way all Evel's friends talk. 


"Toughest guy I know," says Earle Castine, 


who has worked with him one year. "No way 
I'd jump over them trucks. Not on a motorcy- 
cle. A plane maybe." 


Like Evel, they alt drink beer and will be 


seen around the trailers with good looking 
women, especially after the jump when Evel is 
relaxed.

there leaning against the fence while Evel and 
crew are packing. "I met him," she says, 
"when I was walking home from the club 
where I work as a waitress. He asked me if I 
wanted to go for a ride on his motorcycle." 


Knievel has been married 14 years to 


Linda, a beautiful girl he met in his home- 
town. They have three children, Kelly, 13, 


Robbie, 11, and Tracy, 9. It's a happy, if free, 
family with no doubt as to who's in charge. 


"How 
many ducks can Daddy kill wilh 


four shots?" Knievel likes to ask. 


"Five ducks," they answer in unison. 
Questions on women's liberation cause the 


man to chuckle. "The only women interested 
in that," he explains, smacking his short leg 
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with a heavy black cane, diamonds encrusted 
in a gold top, "are those who've been hassled 
by a man they couldn't handle, i don't know 
anything about women's liberation, except 
that the girls 1 see connected with it have big 
mouths. I just don't dig their type. 


"As far as I'm concerned there are two or 


three places for a woman besides the bed- 
room, the kitchen and raising kids. Just two or 
three. One is being beautiful to take out to 
dinner. The other is being a perfect lady. 


"As for a woman being equal to a man — 


well, if she wants to cut her hair short and 
undergo surgery ... she can do it. 


"Other than that, women are biting off 


more than they can chew. There ain't a 
woman in the world gonna tell me what to 
do. Never was and never will be." 


Moving on to the "double standard," Evel 


says, "If a guy's married'and has a little sex 


He always goes 
back to his wife 


with another woman, he can kinda compare 
her to his wife and I've done that. And I still 
got the same wife. 


"But I think maybe a man is more apt to 


get away with this than a woman. I'd rather 
do it than have my wife do it. 


"And if a man is a good man, he doesn't 


need to worry about his wife doing it. If a guy 
takes a girl out, has a sexual affair with her, 
then goes back to his wife ... that says his 
wife was better for him than the girl." 


It's Friday afternoon. Practice time, one day 


before Evel will jump 10 Mack trucks at the 
Orange County International Raceway. 


He arrives in a gunmetal Ferrari with his 


two sons. A hundred teenagers surge forward. 
Evel is uptight, limps through the crowd, 
growling orders, making his way to his dress- 
ing room. 


Twenty minutes later he emerges in white 


leather with red, white and blue motif; a true 
gladiator of the asphalt, where all the dragons 
breathe fire and their nostrils glow red hot; a 
man of steel, his hipbones fastened with metal 
screws. He climbs on one of three bikes, roars 
off doing 85 miles an hour on the back wheel. 
Returns to change bikes and take a look at the 
practice jump. Rushes at the ramp, turning 
away an instant before mounting as if psych- 
ing himself up. Returns to the pits, walks 
slowly to the microphone and addresses 48 
people left in the stands. "Sorry folks," he 
says, "sometimes 1 know 1 should not jump 
and tonight is one of those times. Bring your 
kids over to the dressing room and they'll all 
get an autographed photo." 


Watching all this from a wheelchair is 


Alfred Sommer, 35. Sommer went to school 
with Knievel and traveled two days to be here 
tonight to watch his old friend. 


"A hell of a man," is how he describes 


Knievel. "Scared of nobody. Toughest guy I 
know." He grins, eyes moist, as he recalls the 
times he and Evel roamed Butte's 168 bars, 
Evel^buying beers with money from bets won. 
"He'd 
bet on anything that moved," said 


Sommer. "And if it didn't move, he'd lay odds 
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that it was about to. Can't believe he's hit the 
big time. Always so crazy!" 


Ask Sommer how come he's in a wheel- 


chair and he says, "Dived into a swimming 
pool." He waits a while. Another of those 
people who talk as if they got marbles in the 
mouth. Then adds, "Had no water in it." 


EveL s"rPris€s Sommer by recognizing him 


— it had been over a dozen years — and 
immediately orders two helpers to lift the 
wheelchair up into his dressing room. "Be 
careful," he snaps, "me and him's been 
through a lot already." 
' 


The morning after finds Evel strangely calm. 


He's actually whistling and twirling his heavy 
cane, the top of which unscrews to reveal a 
glass cylinder of very fine whisky. He apoli- 
gizes for haying been so difficult to reach; I 
had trailed him three solid days, trying to stop 
him just 10 minutes. Always he was surround- 
ed by the screaming fans he adores, by 
whispering businessmen, for whom he always 
has an ear, or by frowning mech^rlics, in 
whose hands rests his life. 


"Very sorry," he says, "but I have to do 


everything myself." 


He slumps in a leather chair and says 


quietly, "I know people say I'm made of steel 
and that I ain't scared of nothing. But it's not 
true. I'm scared every time I line up with that 
ramp ... scared because I've missed it so 
many times." 


He takes me to a walk-in closet, switches 


on the light and shows me a big crucifix. "I 
stand before this every time 1 put on my white 
leather. I'm not a religious man — I don't go 
to church — but I believe in God. I'm God- 
fearing. Why, I don't know." 


He talks of success, confessing, "It's a 


strain, being a hero. Your life is not your own. 
Even as we sit, people are crowding around 
out there waiting for me to appear. And.all I 
want to do is go and play golf with my family. 
So many always after my time. You know, if 
they gave 14 year-olds the vote, I'd be Presi- 
dent. There'd be no Richard Nixon." 


The conversation moves to courage. He 


defines it as being "that which you need to 
take a step that will make you a big winner or 
a big loser. Courage is venturing into the 
unknown with the question: Will I live after 
this or will I be dead? Courage is not jumping 
out of an airplane at 30,000 feet without a 
parachute. That's stupidity. Courage is jump- 
ing out of the same plane, from the same 
height, and, after falling 7,000 feet, passing 
another skydiver who hands you a parachute, 
and you put it on while you continue to fall, 
and you land safely. 


"My friend Rod Pak did that. - 
"It look a whole lot of guts." 
He thinks a while, then adds, "Most of all, 


courage is knowing fear — and overcoming it. 
Strength is having the courage to overcome 
fear. 


"Now, it's not necessarily a good thing, 


being so strong, it can get you killed. I've 
made a way of life out of being nearly killed. 


"But I wouldn't be happy, wearing a gray 


suit, white shirt, red tie, red socks and black 
shoes, like the otter men walking the streets 
of this country. 


"To me, that would be slow death. 
"I will jump the canyon because I am Evel 


Knievel, the man who does what he says he's 
gonna do. 


"If I survive, I'll celebrate. 
"if I don't, read my message. It'll be written 


in dirt at Snake Canyon."

Most old people speak softly and wear 


hearing aids, I'm told. That's nice. I can just 
hear them all conversing sweetly and reasona- 
bly.

What causes a guy to pack it in, literally 


sell the ground out from under himself — his 
$100,000 home — then buy a boat to move 
aboard? 


Some suggest the answer lies somewhere 


between that drab freeway fencing and the 10 
a.m. cup of corporate coffee. But whatever the 
wellsprings, Californians from Weed (o Na- 
tional City are swapping their old brogans for 
some flashy deck shoes so as not to slip while 
grabbing for the gusto. 


"Romance is always an element in the 


ambience of boating people, especially those 
who live aboard," says Eric Lucas, the 44- 
year-old director of the Long Beach Marina. 
"Almost all the people living aboard will tell 
you they have plans for that Big Trip. If they 
all actually tried it, you wouldn't be able to 
see the spindrift from the bowsprits. But you 
can't discount the dream. It's a part of the 
magic." 


Tom Mclnturff, Long Beach harbor master, 


lived aboard his boat for 10 years. 


"It's one of the most pleasant ways in the 


world to live," he says wistfully puffing his 
pipe. "Romance? Yes. Most Definitely. Life on 
the water is a life all its own. The peace and 
quiet is remarkable. At night you listen to the 
slap of the waves against her. You can even 
hear minute animals and shrimp eating the 
algae off the bottom. And when it rains there's 
that soft blanket covering the surface in abso- 
lute silence. It's not bad," he says reflecting 
out the window, "Not bad at all." 


Mossy Kent is a nattily dressed, square-

It's hard to find a trace of understatement 


in those flat Boston tones when Mossy says, 
"A boat is one of the last vestiges of freedom 
left to modern man. When you're at the helm 
out there, you're another Columbus. A great 
feeling ..." 


Cliff Johnson is a 45-year-old poet-screen 


writer who lives aboard a 43-foot houseboat 
in a San Pedro marina. He describes himself 
as 75 per cent idealist and 25 per cent realist. 


"I am most readily able to relate to myself 


when I'm on the water. I suppose you could

call me romantic. I just like being able to step 
out and see the ocean. Living here is the best 
way to do it," says the man who gave up a 
thriving Long Beach furniture manufacturing 
business and a $100,000 home for poetry and 
a houseboat. 


One of the spunkiest live aboards in the 


Long Beach Marina, must be 74-year-old 
Nancy Katin, who calls home a 66-foot cabin 
cruiser South Seas. She still puts in a full work 
week in her surf trunk manufacturing business 
in Huntington Beach — Kanvas by Katin, 
renown throughout the surfing communities of 
Australia, Puerto Rico and the United States 
for outstanding quality. 


"lust call me Nancy," says the former 


vaudeville veteran of the Pantages and Orphe- 
um circuits as she lights up a Pall Mall. "I've 
lived aboard since 1959 and 1 wouldn't live 
anywhere else. I know it's silly of me to live 
here maintenance-wise, but I just couldn't 
move. All the noise and traffic during the day 
at work presents such a constrast to the 
absolute peace and quiet of the boat. I had 
her dry docked for three weeks once, and I 
rented an apartment which nearly drove me 
mad with noise. Then, too, boating people are 
the nicest you'll find. They don't intrude, but 
when there's a problem they're right there to 
help." 


So it seems most boating people entertain a 


form of enthusiasm about their lifestyle which 
spills over the brink into true belief. Yet 
argonauts from the most genteel of yachtsmen 
to the saltiest sea dog will tell you a boat is a 
very jealous mistress. And most of her de- 
mands come in the form of maintenance. 
Mclnturff estimates a man who lives aboard 
spends 12 hours in maintenance for every 
hour of boating. Yet maintenance connotes 
different things to the boating crowd than it 
does to your average householder. Kent, for 
instance, likes to call it "tender loving care." 
And William Goodman, executive secretary of 
the Long Beach Marina Boat Owner's Associa- 
tion, who with his wife Margaret and daughter 
Jo, live aboard a 43-foot cabin cruiser Marga- 
ret C (after the captain's lady), explains main- 
tenance this way: 


"Maintenance 
really is part of the life. 


There's no denying it. I don't look at it as a 
drawback though. It's all in the lifestyle. I'll be

We'll start talking about my engine problems, 
exchanging stories and tips, and there you 
have it. We experience a camaraderie you just 
don't usually find ashore." 


Frank Jensen manufactures surfboards in 


Newport Beach, He also owns and lives 
aboard a 90-foot gaffed Marconi schooner 
anchored next to John Wayne's Wild Goose 
in Newport Beach. The Ranger's interior is 
almost entirely lined with oak. The main salon 
evokes memories of Captain Nemo's private 
quarters. Jensen sits at the large oak table on 
plush burgundy couch, as sun from the sky- 
light beams off the bottle of Coors in his hand. 


"If you want to know what living aboard is 


like, it's problems on problems on problems," 
he says, casually brushing back long shocks of 
hair to keep them from mingling with his full 
beard. He looks like a young Buffalo Bill as 
he explains why he sold his house to move 
aboard. 


"I was getting pretty stagnant. I was per- 


fectly comfortable living on the beach, but 
things were just too easy. So 1 bought the 
Ranger and now we're preparing to sail her 
around the world. But a boat requires constant 
and often instant attention. For instance last 
night 1 was sound asleep when the bilge alarm 
went off. When that happens and you don't 
respond, you run the risk of waking up at the 
bottom," he smiles. "But we keep solving the 
little problems and I find I grow by coping." 


The Long Beach Marina is home for 120 


live aboards. According to Lucas, the marina's 
five .basins which sport 1,847 berthings for 
pleasure vessels, is the world's largest publicly 
owned and operated facility of its kind. Many 
marinas are publicly owned, he explains, but 
private concessions provide daily services. 


If there's any question about the popularity 


of the marina it is disspelled when you realize 
10,000 people — the entire population of the 
City of Commerce — are waiting for a slip 
there. "The waiting time for smaller vessels is 
usually about five years, but with the larger 
vessels it can be up to 12 years. It's remark- 
able when you remember we had trouble 
filling all the berthings when we first opened 
in 1957," he adds. 


Lucas' biggest problem with the live 


aboards is providing them with enough elec- 
tricity. "When the marina was originally con- 
ceived in the late 1940's, no one dreamed 
what a prosperous future lay ahead for boat- 
ing. At that time 15 amps per slip was indeed 
generous. But recently boat manufacturers 
have added extras and appliances which all 
take more electricity. And we began to suffer 
the effects." 


Now provisions are being devised to reme- 


dy the situation and within the next five years 
the marina management hopes to begin mod- 
ernizing electrical facilities to provide 30 amp 
hookups for boatmen. 


The Long Beach Marina Boat Owner's 


Association enjoys excellent relations with the 
marina management, according to Mossy 
Kent. "You see, Eric has his own boat and 
he's done some extensive long distance sailing 
so he understands our problems first hand." 


Sitting in his office, smoking a long panate- 


la, Lucas looks more like a blue-eyed Errol 
Flynn than a man who worked his way up 
through the city's lifeguard service. He is 
explaining just what went wrong with that last 
longdistance sailing trip he made. 


"There were just the two of us, me and 


Shipwreck Harry. He got that name for a 


couple of incidents he was involved in subse- 
quent to this trip. Well, we were sailing out of 
the South China Sea toward the Philippines 
June 9, 1960 when Typhoon Mary hit us. 
Winds gusted up to 120 miles an hour, we 
found out later. It was unbelievable. We were 
able to moor in a semi-sheltered cove, but 
debris was swirling around us. Shipwreck was 
straining to go forward and adjust the mooring 
line. He was hunched over close to the dock 
when a great gust hit him from behind. All he 
heard was a giant pop; he looked around and 
his oilcloth overcoat was gone, everything but 
the sleeves. He looked at me; he was white, 
real white. We decided to go below and wait 
it out — in total terror. We were finally 
rescued by a larger ship. The next morning, 
after it was all over, Harry and I were having 
a cup of coffee when I broke down and cried 
for 15 minutes. Frankly I was delighted to be 
alive." 


Every sailor remembers his first storm and 


Frank Jensen has a scrap book filled with wire

stories about his exploits off the Farallon 
Islands north of San Francisco. 


"We were all pretty freaked. There were 


eight of us when we got caught in a full gale. 
We were getting gusts of up to 65 miles per 
hour and the boat was awash in 25-foot 
waves. We carried on a bucket brigade for 
eight hours because our bilge pumps were 
broken. Finally a Coast Guard helicopter 
dropped us a pump but it broke down right 
away. We called for another pump and the 
Coast Guard finally towed us in. 


"When it was over the sails looked like 


shredded wheat. We'd blown the drive shaft, 
ruptured the fuel tank and incurred about 
$1,000 damage. Two people had been throw- 
ing up blood and it took them two months to 
fully recover. A lot of excitement on that trip." 


The California Department of Navigation 


and Ocean Development in Sacramento esti- 
mates show there are over 100,290 boats 
registered in Los Angeles County 
alone. 


Orange County boats number 37,940; San 
Diego County has 26,156 pleasure craft. Ac- 
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cording to Jim Matsueda, a planning supervi- 
sor at the department, statistics regarding the 
actual number of live aboards are kept at the 
local marinas. There are 84 marinas in South- 
ern California alone. A spot check of marinas 
in the Long Beach area revealed Intra Leisure 
Marina at King Harbor in Redondo Beach has 
199 people living aboard 99 vessels; Califor- 
nia Yacht Anchorage has 18 live aboards in 
350 berthings; Chuck Seffel of Bayshore Mari- 
na in Newport Beach estimates he has 40 live 
aboards among his 700 slips. 


The Long Beach Marina has a yearly in- 


come of $1.6 million. Nearly $1.2 million 
comes from slip rentals. "This represents an 
increase of 30 per cent over last year. It's a 
big jump all at once," Lucas says. "But you 
have to realize it's only the third hike in 
prices since we opened." But even with the 
increases, Long Beach rates are lower than 
most other marinas with similar facilities, 
Lucas explains. He backs the claim by show- 
ing a world-record waiting list of 10,000. 


Slips are rented on a monthly basis by the 


length of the boat or the slip, whichever is 
longer. They range from $1.55 per foot for 
boats or slips up to 29 feet; $1.70 up to 44 
feet; and $1.80 for 45 feet and longer. 


With so many people trying to gel in, he 


confesses, some problems have arisen in the 
past. "We have rather strictly enforced rules 
now because of the phony partnerships that 
used to spring up so a boat owner could pass 
on his slip to the boat purchaser. He would 
retain a nominal 1 per cent in the boat and 
the title to the slip. But we had to crack down 
on that practice. Now it's strictly first come 
first serve. If we do get a complaint about an 
alleged violation, we conduct a full investiga- 
tion and report our findings to the complain- 
ing party." 


One problem almost all live aboards are 


able to mention is the lack of space dockside 
living affords. 


Tracy Holcomb, 26, and her boyfriend 


Alan Helschein, 28, live on a 40-feet wooden 
yawl moored in San Pedro. The Fleetwood is 
constructed of beautiful Honduras mahogany, 
but the thing that irritates the San Francisco 
artist is the lack of space aboard. 


"The boat is just too small for me," 
the 


pretty burnette complains. "We bought her 
thinking we would tear ourselves away from 
the rat race. Well, living on board in no way 
resembles living on land. But I gave up a lot 
of things to do it; my studio and working 
space to name a couple. Then, too, I feel that 
creating a pleasant environment helps me to 
work. But here," she says with an embracing 
gesture that touches opposite walls of her 
small galley at once, "here, I can't hang my 
pictures, and the only prospect antiques 
present is a hideous clutter." So romance dies 
a little in cramped quarters. "But don't get me 
wrong," she adds, "I wouldn't trade the 
experience for anything. I won't ever forget 
it." Their boat is now up for sale. 


Lynn Schwartz is Tracy's neighbor. She and 


her husband Fred were formerly in the cloth- 
ing business in Washington, D.C., before they 
bought their 75-foot tugboat she describes as 
"quasi-converted." After a year of living on 
board she too counts space — or the lack of it 
— as a big minus for boating. Then too "it's a 
real intense living experience on board," she 
says. "If you want to take off, you don't just 
jump in the car and leave home behind — 
you take it with you. So getting away means 
different things." 
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Margaret Goodman agrees "There's just not 


as much space on board as ashore, but you 
get used to it." 
Her husband goes her one 


better and talks about tight space as another 
chance to convert a liability into ah asset. 
"Sure, even when Margaret has to get down 
on her knees to get something out of the 
reefer (refrigerator), or when 1 have to stand 
on my head to fill the batteries with water, I 
just consider it part of the inconvenience that 
will keep us young longer." 


The Sal DiSimone's have had a special 


problem with space during their many years 
living aboard. When they first moved aboard 
their 40-footer they had children. "But when 
the others came along we just had to have a 
bigger boat. We now live on a 60-foot cabin 
cruiser, and we brought the last four children 
right from the hospital on board." The DiSi- 
mones are busy remodeling their boat for the 
third time. "Actually we're doing a lot of 
different things. But one of the main reasons 
we're remodelling is to utilize more locker 
(closet) space." 


Raising infants around the dock can be a 


dangerous business and Mrs. DiSimone says 
her children grew up in lifejackels. Unconven- 
lional perhaps, but no more so than her 
attending a diesel mechanic course at Long 
Beach City College. 


"I was the only girl in the class," she says, 


"but everyone helped me and now I know 
just as much as my husband about these big 
engines." 


She likes her waterside life. "It's just like a 


little watergarden outside; shorebirds hunting 
for fish, new neighbors all the time, and when 
the tide is out the seawall next to our slip is 
alive with sea creatures. The youngest four 
children have never lived in a house and I 
wouldn't blame them if they wanted to try it 
for a while, but my husband and I are very 
happy where we are. I wouldn't trade it." 


The live aboards in the Long Beach Marina 


say they enjoy a warm feeling of security 
there. With a 24-hour security force of 16 
men and a patrol boat, Lucas estimates the 
marina's theft and vandalism rate to be among 
the lowest in California. "In fact we rely 
heavily on live aboards to help us with 
security problems. Our men often act on tips 
phoned in by live aboards who keep a sharp 
eye out for strangers on the docks. Then, too, 
they give us a lot of help watching for unusual 
occurrences like fire, and when storm warning 
are out they'll help us secure many boats in 
the marina." 


Mossy Kent speaks for the Long Beach Boat 


Owners Association when he explains his 
attitude toward live aboards. "Non-live 
aboards are glad to have them watching the 
docks. They know right away when something 
is awry and they act quickly to prevent major 
damage when something comes up." 


Foster James, president of California Yach' 


Anchorage, agrees having live aboards in a 
marina is a great boon to any security force 
"They are able to spot trouble which might 
otherwise go undetected but for their being 
there." 


William Goodman articulates the senti- 


ments of most seafaring suburbanites. Sitting 
in his main salon watching a rose-colorec 
sunset paled with neighboring masts anc 
spangled with swooping gulls, he speaks o 
moving ashore. 


"Yes ... I do have plans for moving ashore 


— just as soon as I get too weak and decrepi 
to push a wheelchair up the gangplank!"

"I have lived life not wasting a moment..." 
It's a statement not many people can make 


with conviction, but Dr. Elizabeth Mason 
Hohl, fast approaching her 84th birthday and 
still on the job as administrator of Los An- 
geles' Cancer Detection Center, can ... and 
does. 


Dr. Hohl had been practicing medicine for 


57 years when she went into semi-retirement 
Iwo years ago after a stroke. She still appears 
daily to head the center which she helped 
found in 1944. But after her illness, she 
reluctantly packed away her practice — along 
with memories stretching back to the days of 
the Hupmobile when she bounced through 
blizzard and dust storm to doctor the Nebras- 
ka farmers of a long-gone era. 


Dr. Hohl grew up in Beaver City, Neb., 


where each Sunday she'd deliver homemade 
vanilla pudding to an ill neighbor. "He'd 
always eat it so eagerly, but it would run out 
the side of his face where he had a hole 
because of cancer of the jaw. It made a great 
impression on me. 


"1 also remember a woman in town, the 


mother of six little children, who died of 
cancer ... I went to her funeral and I can still 
remember her lying there with quarters on her 
eyes ... Later the brother of a friend died of 
cancer too ... and 1 wondered, why did this 
little boy have to die?" 


Her concern was translated into action • 


when, at the height of her medical career, she 
and Dr. Catherine Ohnemuller, another Los 
Angeles doctor, the late Mrs. Queen Walker 
Goardman, and a number of volunteers, went 
through the Los Angeles phone book soliciting 
contributions to establish a cancer detection 
center. 


"Not everybody sent us money," recalls 


the still erect and alert Dr. Hohl. "But a lot of

people did. We rented a room in the Bradbury 
Building and with a paragraph of publicity in 
the Los Angeles Herald, announced we were 
prepared to examine presumably well persons 
to find cancers in case they had them. The 
first day we were so swamped, we gave 56 
people appointments, rented eight more 
rooms, got nurses and doctors and lay assist- 
ance and were in business. Then they decided 
to convert the fourth floor, where we were, to 
a brassiere factory, so we moved to a 32-room 
building at Eighth and Hoover. In 1950 the 
state wanted that property for a lateral for the 
then new Harbor Freeway. We bought land at 
Third and Loma and built the present three- 
story brick building for $285,000." 


Grand opening was October 1951 with Dr. 


Hohl as secretary-treasurer and clinic adminis- 
trator and a staff of 100. 


At that time Dr. Hohl had been practicing 


since. 1916, an eventful year in which she 
both married and began her medical career in 
the town of McCook, Neb., population 10,- 
000. 


There was one 78-year-old doctor in town 


and a nose and throat specialist who didn't 
practice much, so the young doctor, fresh out 
of the University of Nebraska medical school, 
was kept busy, first in horse and buggy, then 
in rented cars, covering the countryside for a 
40-mile radius. 


Her career was the culmination of a deter- 


mination born when she was five. During an 
institute to train kindergarten teachers, she 
was chosen, with a dozen other tots, to 
participate in a practice group for the trainees. 
The leader was an lowan who, 65 years later, 
was attended by Dr. Hohl when the women 
died in the Century Plaza Hotel. 


In the practice group the young Elizabeth 


got to portray the matron, nurse and doctor of 
a doll hospital. "Then and there I decided I 
was going to be a doctor. 1 had never known 
a woman doctor and wouldn't see one until I

A friend lauded the curative powers 
of dead cats and 'sheep button' tea 


went to the university in 1909, 14 years 
later." Meantime she cut up snakes to find out 
what was inside and insisted on cleaning the 
chickens for dinner. "I had an unbounded 
curiosity about people, always wishing 1 could 
help them. 1 got my chance when an elderly 
lady in our neighborhood died and the under- 
taker had me stuff her orifices with cotton." 


During this time she was threatened with 


some unusual treatments herself. Her mother's 
friend Mary Fultz spoke highly of the curative 
powers of dead cats. When Elizabeth de- 
veloped an intestinal inflammation, the neigh- 
borly Mrs. Fultz urged Mrs. Mason to dispatch 
the Masons' cat Gypsy, skin it and put the still 
warm wet side of the fur on the aching 
abdomen and to administer, in addition, some 
sheep "button" tea. "I knew there were no 
sheep around so 1 wasn't fearful of that, but I 
was scared to death about the cat. I hid him 
under the covers for days until the poor 
creature got constipation, because I feared he 
would end up on my ailing stomach." 


In 1907 Elizabeth was graduated from Bea- 


ver City High School ana the next fall and 
winter she taught school in the country, living 
at an aunt's, me following winter she taught 
in a consolidated school at Hollinger, Neb., 
residing with a family with two little boys. "I 
slept with the oldest one, waking up each 
morning in a bed which he had irrigated 
every night." 


In June 1909 she entered the University of 


Nebraska to accumulate enough credits to 
enter pre-medical school, which she did the 
following fall, the only girl in a class of 36 
men. Her bachelor Uncle Joe disowned her at 
the time, claiming the only reason a woman 
would become a doctor was to do abortions. 


Another girl joined the class in 1911 and 


she and Elizabeth with two male colleagues, 
shared a cadaver. The cadaver was one Shorty 
Cray, a notorious murderer who had been 
incarcerated in the state penitentiary just out- 
side Lincoln. One Easter he escaped with a 
gun, killed a farmer, his wife and four chil- 
dren driving in a wagon to church, murdered 
two men who came after him and was finally 
shot through the heart by a posse. His body 
was turned over to the medical school and the 
four students spent months dissecting him. 


To support herself, Elizabeth worked at a s 


shoe store. She was active in the YWCA, was 
associate editor of the Daily Nebraskan and 
still had time to go dancing. While on the 
dance floor, she discovered one partner had a 
peculiar heart beat. He was dead a week 
later. 


After four years in Lincoln, the class moved 


on to Omaha for its clinical work. 


"On Saturday mornings we did dog sur- 


gery. I had a mongrel collie who, under 
anesthesia, survived a series of surgical proce- 
dures. I became so fond of her, I gave her my 
lunches. It was difficult for me to finally 
remove a lung, let her come out of her 
anesthetic, breathe for an hour and then be 
put to sleep forever. That last session was a 
heartbreak." 


During their training the students had to 


assist with 150 postmortems. They were 
always done at night in the filthy backquarters 


of an undertaker's and always without rubber 
gloves. "How I dreaded them. It really was 
eerie, but I never backed down." 


During this time Dr. Hohl was called to a 


bordello at midnight. Leaving after treating 
one of the girls, she ran into a policeman who 
stopped her, but spying her medical bag, said, 
"Never fear going any place with that. No 
one will ever bother you." "I believed that 
through my 57 years of practice." 


The senior medical students were allotted 


county hospital surgical cases to work on 
before the rest of the class. When Elizabeth's 
case was wheeled in, she had a hard time 
containing herself. "The patient was a black, 
peg-legg™) undernourished man with huge 
gangrenous hemorrhoids. I learned serendipity 
there and proceeded to relieve the man of his 
trouble. 


"Next morning when I made a visit to my 


patient, an intern met me with, Too bad, your 
patient died last night.' He hadn't though and 
I knew then that I could do hemorrhoids." 


In June 1915, with the men off to Europe, 


Dr. Hohl moved to Nebraska Methodist Dea- 
coness Hospital where she had an internship 
all to herself. Her day began at 5 when she 
made several rounds. She finished at 7:30 
a.m., in time to be the first assistant to the 
chief surgeon of the Union Pacific Railroad 
with whom she operated steadily, with a brief 
break at noon, until 2 p.m. Then she made 
rounds with other doctors and did histories, 
physicals, wrote orders and progress notes. 


"It was a 22-hour a day job which I 


willingly did for my room, laundry and three 
poor meals a day — no money — out it was a 
great opportunity to learn all that was known 
in 1915-16 from men we rightly considred 
giants in medicine" 


In 1915 a Mr. Leonard Hohl of Albion, 


Nev., was brought to the hospital for prostate 
surgery. With him came his wife and son, 
Harrison. They were there about five weeks 
and although Elizabeth had few extra hours, 
she found herself wearing an engagement ring 
at Christmas and being married the following 
June. The couple moved to McCook where 
Harrison Hohl was in the cotton goods busi- 
ness. 


"The doctors of the area were off at war so 


I was practically the only hope for the sick ... 
In the summer the heat and dust were terrible, 
but the winters were worse — no bottoms to 
the roads, rain, blizzards and deep snows 
came with temperatures of 15 below zero. 


"Typhoid fever struck the German people 


of the town, measles came to young and old, 
and babies were a constant crop." 


Once after a dinner party for 24 at her 


home, Dr. Hohl was called out for a delivery, 
10 miles south of town in a blizzard. "Near 3 
a.m., with the baby and mother safe, the 
driver and 1 left. About a mile from the house, 
the wind blew the car off the road. The driver 
walked back to the house and a team of 
horses was brought'to get us back on the 
road. Five miles farther and again we were 
blown off the road. 


"We saw a light in a farmhouse ahead. The 


driver walked to the house to find the farmer 
in bed with pneumonia and his wife fixing an 
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onion poultice for his chest. No help there, so 
we had to abandon the car and walk' ahead to 
a country school house against a blizzard so 
strong that I was coughing blood with each 
breath. 


"The teacher had wood in a box by the 


stove so we burned the wood, thawed out and 
waited until mid-forenoon the next day. The 
farmer had told a neighbor about our predica- 
ment and he had gone home and called the 
garage to come out and get us. He came in a 
Ford truck with no windshield. That time I 
froze my hands, feet and cheeks and bad 
chillblains for the next year. I didn't get paid 
for the delivery either." 


On another trip Dr. Hohl accidentally ran 


over the finger of her driver, who was at- 
tempting to apply tire chains, severing the 
digit completely. Fortunately, she had antisep- 
tic left over from a delivery and administered 
it to the bleeding stub. 


During Prohibition she carried a .22 caliber 


gun but never had to use it. 


"One night, when I was tired to death, the 


doorbell rang. There was a rum runner who 
had been shot in the ankle. I brought him in, 
removed the bullet, took him to the hospital 
and called the police. A 24-hour watch was 
posted at his door. Six days later, the night my 
mother died of pneumonia, he eluded the 
police and disappeared." 


In 1919 Dr. Hohl went to Babies Hospital 


in New York City to spend time with a famed 
physician, only to discover that she had tuber- 
culosis. She rested more, ate more and got 
over it. 


In the fall of 1923, after eight and a half 


years of marriage, Dr. Hohl discovered she 
was pregnant. "Without doubt that winter was 
the toughest of my eight years of practice. 
Kidney stones to be releived miles in the 
country in a deep snow, a forearm deeply 
lacerated by a plowshare, a child practically 
scalped by a runaway team he was driving 
while harrowing a field, instalment deliveries, 
pregnant unmarried girls with homes to find 
for the babies. But I took care of them all. I 
kept quiet about my own condition though 
many times I stopped the car to take care of 
my vomiting." 


Late the next spring the Hohls moved to 


Los Angeles where the baby was born on Aug. 
12. He is now Los Angeles orthopedist. Dr. 
Mason Hohl. 


His mother first resumed her practice in the 


Chinese community around Alameda and 
Apablasa streets, a veritable incubator. She 
was kept nearly as busy going to banquets to 
celebrate the babies' births as she was deliver- 
ing them. 


In 1933 Dr. Hohl divorced her husband. "1 


had evolved from a long line of bachelors and 
the bachelor life was for me," she says. 


Her life, outside her practice, got busier 


and busier. For four years she was president of 
the Medical Women's Society of Los Angeles 
County. In 1933 she joined the Hollywood 
Academy of Medicine, where she was the 
only woman member for 35 years. In 1940-41 
she was president of the American Medical 
Women's Association. In 1941 she became 
editor of the Medical Woman's Journal, a job 
she held for 10 years. Sandwiched among 
these activities were a number of trips 
throughout the world. She is still active in the 
Pan-American Medical Women's Alliance, a 
group of North and South American women 
physicians she helped found. She's planning 
to attend the alliance's 1975 gathering in 
Ecuador.

She also founded the 


Physicians Aid 
Society, 


which was incorporated in 
1941 
and provides both a 


home at 3500 W. Adams 
and a sanitarium a block 
away for ill doctors, their 
wives and children. 


Dr. Hohl was serving on 


22 committees when she 
suffered her stroke. She 
was attending a committee 
meeting of the Los Angeles 
County Medical Associa- 
tion when she was strick- 
en. She drove herself home 
and not until the next 
morning did she call for 
help. She spent the next 
two weeks in St. John's 
Hospital. 


That first morning in the 


hospital she was called on 
to sign the death certificate 
of a patient. Grasping one 
hand with the other, she 
demonstrated how labori- 
ous it was. She shows no 
visible signs of the stroke 
now, but it ended her ac- 
tive practice. 


"I was delivering babies 


and everything right up 
until that time," she says, 
confessing that she misses 
it. "But 57 years ... maybe 
that's enough." Her ex- 
pressive face crinkles in a 
rueful smile. 


"I don't talk as fast as I 


once did," she continues, 
describing the aftermath of 
the stroke and talking quite 
rapidly. But she takes the 
stairs a little slowly as she 
guides a visitor on a tour 
of the center, opening 
doors, pulling out file 
drawers containing 
30 


year's of glass Pap smear 
slides. 


Other rooms are devoted 


to X-ray records and other 
medical data (with red tags 
flapping on the files of 
cancer victims), on the 
thousands who have come 
through the center. Movie 
actors, TV commentators, 
writers 
and 
countless 


others. People have come 
from as far away as New 
York and South America. 


What they get 
at the 


center, for $36 for women 
and $26 for men, is a com- 
plete cancer check-up plus 
lab procedures. This in- 
cludes a chest X-ray, a 
blood count, urinalysis, 
stool exam, Pap smear and 
a biopsy of any suspicious 
(issue. The procedure takes 
two to three hours and 
anyone may call for an 
appointment. The center 
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processes about 40 people 
a day. Reports are sent to 
private physicians. Dr. 
Hohl says the center does- 
n't treat patients and she 
has never seen anyone 
who has gone through it in 
her* private practice. 


The center functions 


without assistance irom the 
American Cancer Society 
or any government agency. 
Support comes mostly from 
individuals. People have 
remembered it in their 
wills, and each board 
member makes a minimum 
$1,000 contribution. The 
center 
gets 
additional 


financial support through 
designations from United 
Crusade and AID. When 
donors designate it as the 
recipient of their contribu- 
tions, their exams are free. 


There are 35 paid physi- 


cians on the center staff 
who come in for several 
hours a week. Dr. Hohl is 
there from 9:30 a.m. to 2 
p.m. An early riser, she 
fixes her own breakfast in 
her apartment on Wilshire 
Boulevard in Westwood. 
(She 
sold her 14-room 


house several years ago.) 
It's always the same meal: 
a packet of instant cream 
of wheat, coffee and a 
glass of Tang. She lunches 
at the center coffee shop 
and has dinner occasional- 
ly at the restaurant in her 
apartment building. She's 
in bed 
by 8:30. 


She relaxes with garden- 


ing and oil painting and 
some of her paintings 
grace the center's walls. 
Orchid raising is a long- 
time hobby. 


When people comment 


—as they inevitably do— 
that she has, indeed, had a 
full life, she nods. 


"Yes, I have. And I 


hope there's a lot more to 
come.'

themselves. They are friendly 
outgoing people and so is their 
22-year-old daughter Tomi, who 
serves as a hostess weekends. 
They want patrons to be served 
a good meal prepared from only 
nigh quality meats and vegeta- 
bles. Proof that they adhere to 
this policy is the fact that nearly 
every night the 80-seat house is 
filled to capacity. 


Because we were in the 


Naples area I elected to have 
Madaglione di Napoli, cuts of 
filet mignon sauteed in wine 
sauce, with .fresh mushrooms 
and Italian herbs and vino 
Marsala. My wife selected Piatto 
Roman Rossi, choice sirloin of 
beef, grilled with thin slices of 
ham and eggplant, topped with 
ortega chili and melted Cheloma 
and splashed with Burgundy. 
Both priced at $6 were excel- 
lent. 


But before our entree arrived I 


chose to have a cup of clam 
chowder. It was hot, thick and 
far from skimpy on ciam meat. 
My wife ordered the tossed 
green salad which arrived chill- 
ed, diced and covered with 
tangy (I tasted it) Roquefort 
dressing sprinkled with freshly 
ground black pepper.

Medicine & You

The man who developed the first Pill 


believes it has been a major factor in the 
rise of women's lib. 


Prof. Carl Djerassi, Stanford University 


chemist who synthesized the first oral 
contraceptive in 1951, says-. 


"Nothing has had a bigger impact on 


the emancipation of women and on the 
fostering and stimulation of women's 
rights. 


"Suddenly, in many places, women 


have come into control of their own 
fertility and have been able to make a 
decision that previously had been left up 
to men or to chance." 


Djerassi expressed his opinion in a 


report written for Prism, a publication of 
the Arnerican Medical Association. 


He acknowledged that women's lib is 


critical of the Pill. He believes the rea- 
son is that women are concerned about 
the Pill's potential side effects and feel 
its use is dominated by men who don't 
want to experiment on themselves. 


"Perhaps a fraction of this is true," he 


says. "But on the whole I think it's 
baloney." 


New York researchers are attempting 


to work out a laboratory blood test that 
will indicate the presence of life-threat- 
ening lung clots. 


The dangerous condition is technically 


known as pulmonary embolism — lodg- 
ing of a clot in the pulmonary artery. 


Medical investigators at New York's 


Downstate Medical Center say that the 
enzyme guanyl cyclase is an enzyme 
normally abundant in every person's 
lungs. 


But an increase in its concentration in 


a blood sample indicates presence of a 
blood clot in the lung area. 


They reported their finding to a meet- 


ing of the American Federation for Clini- 
cal Research, and details have been 
published in Medical World News, a 
newsmagazine for physicians. 


Mercury continues to be ignored as a 


hazard, says an authority on occupation- 
al medicine. 


Dr. J. M. Harrington of the London 


school of hygiene and tropical medicine 
notes that mercury is widely used in 
apparatus for analyzing gas in liquids. 
This equipment is commonly used in 
hospitals, Dr. Harrington says. 


Poor laboratory technique using this 


apparatus can result in markedly increas- 
ed levels of environmental mercury, a 
new study shows. 


Workers exposed to potential mercury 


risk should be examined by a physician 
at regular intervals, preferably every six 
months, the doctor says. 


Mercury poisoning can lead to sore- 


ness of gums, loosening of teeth, ab- 
dominal griping, diarrhea and several 
other symptoms. There also can be 
paralysis, weakness and death, reports 
the journal Lancet. 


Elderly cigarette smokers in the 65-84 


range are no more likely to develop 
coronary heart disease than those who 
have quit smoking. 


So says Carl C. Seltzer, Ph. D., a 


senior research associate in biologic an- 
thropology at Harvard school of public 
health. 


Dr. Seltzer reported to a meeting of 


the Gerontological Society that four 
studies indicate there are no appreciable 
excess risks of death from coronary heart 
disease among elderly persons who con- 
tinue to smoke cigarettes. 


Among elderly women, there is some 


evidence of a trend toward lower coro- 
nary heart disease rate in cigarette 
smokers as compared to former cigarette 
smokers. 


The report is in Medical Tribune, a 


newspaper for physicians. 


Carbon monoxide inhalation can kill 


during a major fire even if the victim 
doesn't go near the flames. 


Consequently, burn and smoke victims 


of disastrous fires should be treated im- 
mediately with oxygen, a University of 
Chicago study suggests. The treatment 
should be done at the site of the fire if 
possible. 


Researchers, reporting in Archives of 


Surgery, state: 


"It is not usually appreciated that sig- 


nificant blood levels of carbon monoxide 
occur in many individuals who survive 
exposure to fire." 


the level of carbon monoxide in the 


blood can be determined by a laboratory 
test. One of the researchers comments: 
"Many people brought in from a fire are 
excited and it is difficult to evaluate 
carbon monoxide poisoning without a 
specific test." 


Ten per cent of seemingly benign 


stomach ulcers are actually ulcerating 
stomach cancers, says a noted surgeon. 


Dr. Israel Penn of the University of 


Colorado Medical Center, Denver, says 
that physicians must be aggressive in 
their evaluation and follow-up of sus- 
pected gastric ulcer. 


Using the flexible fiberoptic gastro- 


scope, physicians can examine ulcers in 
practically any area of the stomach, he 
points out. 


In addition, the doctor can take biopsy 


material (tissue for microscopic examina- 
tion) to see if an area is benign or 
malignant. Also, cell studies of gastric 
secretions can be conducted in the 
evaluation process. 


Duodenal ulcers, those of the first 


portion of the small intestine, don't hold 
the same threat. This type of peptic ulcer 
rarely turns into cancer, the report says. 


Details are in Family Practice News, a 


newspaper for physicians.

Q. If Ted Kennedy runs for the Presidency, isn't he 
sure to drive his wife loan back into the sanitarium? 
—C.L., Boston, Mass. 
A. Joan Kennedy, married to Ted Kennedy since 
1958, is basically an insecure young woman sur- 
rounded by Kennedys who are not. She is also a 
woman of beauty and character. Whether she rjas 
the strength to become and endure as a President's 
wife, no one knows. Being the wife of an American 
politician is frequently an unbearable strain calling 
for psychiatric help. Vice President Gerald Ford's wife 
has had such help. Joan Kennedy has gone to psychi- 
atrists. So, too, have the wives of other politicians 
'who feel that they are always on exhibition, always 
used, always living in fear that they will say or do 
something which will adversely affect their husbands' 
careers. Note, if you will, how few substantive top- 
ics Mrs. Nixon discusses. Over the years she has 
learned that silence is the best armor for a politician's 
wife. But the price of silence is frequently frustration, 
and the price of frustration is frequently neurosis. 


Q. Many Israelis believe that the Arabs plan to at- 
tack them again and destroy their country. What U.S. 
guarantees or concessions have Kissinger and Nixon 
made to the Israelis that this won't happen?—Hy 
Cohen, Miami Beach, Fla. 
A. Undoubtedly Kissinger and Nixon assured the 
Israelis that the U.S. would supply them with long- 
term economic, arms, and nuclear assistance to pre- 
vent the annihilation of their country. As to the de- 
tails of their commitments, we will have to wait 
until they are submitted to the Congress either for 
approval or funding. 


Q. I note that Paramount Pictures plans to do a mo- 
tion picture on the life of the late Louis Armstrong. 
Who will play Armstrong?—Ben/am;'n Davis, Mobile, 
Ala. 
A. A Paramount project Satchmo is in the discussion 
stage. Possibilities for the leading role are Sammy 
Davis Jr., Sidney Poitier, James Earl Jones. 


Q. Isn't it a fact that Aristotle Onassis is secretly 
under the care of the great heart surgeon Dr. Michael 
De Bakey, and that Onassis quietly sneaks into Hous- 
ton for treatment from time to time?—Cynthia. Cur- 
tis, Ft. Worth, Tex. 
A. Onassis is not under Dr. De Bakey's care at this 
time. Neither does he sneak into Houston. Onassis 
has sought Dr. De Bakey's medical advice in the past, 
and the physician has given it. But Onassis at this 
writing is not suffering from coronary heart disease 
as rumored. 


Q. Is singer Tom tones really leaving his wife for 
Mar// Wallace, Peter Revson's old girlfriend who 
was fired as Miss World?—lane Cameron, North Las 
Vegas, Nev. 
A. Jones is one of Miss Wallace's closest friends, but 
he is not leaving his wife for her at this time.

Q. Was Leonard Firestone appointed U.S. Ambas- 
sador to Belgium because he took care of President 
Nixon's kid brother Fd through the Nixon Foundation, 
which he heads? How much did Firestone contrib- 
ute to the Nixon campaign?—I.H., Los Angeles, Calif. 
A. Leonard Firestone contributed $110,000 to the 
1972 Nixon campaign, also saw to it that Nixon's 
younger brother was employed for a while by the 
Nixon Foundation as a site scout. At Firestone's con- 
firmation hearing, Sen. John Sparkman (D., Ala.) 


asked: "Certainly no contribution you made had any 
connection whatsoever with your appointment?" 
Replied Firestone: "No." 
Between 1970 and 1974 


Firestone, his wife, children, and brothers contrib- 
uted approximately $240,000 to various Republican 
political campaigns. 


Q. The (afe Tyrone Power, surely one of the hand- 
somest actors in Hollywood history, had two daugh- 
ters by Linda Christian. Whafs happened to them?

Hi's ttamii the Agency's bum

T 


he Central Intelligence Agency is 
suffering from a badly tarnished 
image, and its new director, William 
Egan Colby, 54, is charged with bur- 


nishing it. 


This is no easy job, since over the 


years the CIA has generated on the 
domestic front a closed, mysterious, 
excessively secretive and sinister image. 
II has also violated the legislation of its 
origin. 


Created in 1947 specifically to gather 


"Foreign Intelligence," it has inter- 
vened in American student organiza- 
lions. It has trained about 50 police of- 
ficers from a dozen American cities in 


intelligence theory and technique. 


And worse yet, from a public rela- 


tions viewpoint, it has stupidly involved 
itself in the domestic scandals of the 
Nixon Administration by furnishing 
equipment to E. Howard Hunt Jr. to 
help break into and burglarize the Bev- 
erly Hills office of Dr. Lewis Fielding, 
psychiatrist of Daniel Ellsberg of Pen- 
tagon Papers notoriety. 


The CIA also provided Hunt with 


false identity equipment so that he 
could fly to Denver and.try to talk Dtta 
Beard into denying that she ever wrote 
the infamous ITT memo, coupling a 
favorable anti-trust Justice Department 


ruling with the promise of a $400,000 
contribution to the Republican cam- 
paign fund of 1972. Moreover, it al- 
lowed its personnel to prepare a psy- 
chological profile on Ellsberg for the 
White House. 


Leading participants 


And two of its former employees, E. 


Howard Flunt and James McCord, were 
leading characters in the Watergate 
fiasco, to say nothing of the four Cu- 
ban-Americans who were hired to do 
the actual dirty work. 


Overseas, of course, where most of 


its clandestine as well as overt activities 


take place, the CIA has hired merce- 
naries in Southeast Asia, overflown the 
Soviet Union, dropped agents into Red 
China, structured its own airline out of 
Taiwan, conspired to overthrow various 
regimes in various parts of the world 
from Iran to Cambodia to Cuba, and in 
general, has consistently intervened in 
the domestic affairs of foreign nations. 


With that agency background of con- 


troversial hits and misses, Director 
Colby has his image-changing work cut 
out for him. He is approaching it with 
care and vigor. He is inviting newsmen 
to lunch with him, to ask questions, to 
visit CIA headquarters in Langley, Va., 


where the access road now bears a sign, 
plainly lettered CIA. It used to say Bu- 
reau of Public Roads. He even allowed 
PARADE to interview his wife, the for- 
mer Barbara Heinzen, a delightful 
woman with printer's ink in her blood 
who helped put him through Columbia 
University Law School by working as a 
department store copywriter and editor 
of a New York State labor publication. 
Soft-speaking and low-key, Colby, a 
24-year unpretentious veteran of the 
spy business, believes in opening up 
the CIA without disclosing its secrets. 


He is allowing the TV networks to 


take a guided tour of the agency. He is 
permitting his men to identify them- 
selves over the telephone instead of 
switching the caller to an "extension 
number. He is preparing succinct in- 
telligence summaries instead of pon- 
derous, bulky reports and forwarding 
them to interested parties with a phone 
number to call in case they need more 
detailed information. 


Conscious of public opinion 


He is aware of the mounting public 


criticism which holds that his 16,000- 
man agency is spending approximately 
$750 million of the taxpayers' money 
each year without enough public ac- 
countability through the various Con- 
gressional subcommittees charged with 
tracking the CIA. And he is mindful of 
inadequacies in the agency's recruiting 
program, especially of minorities. 


"What we're looking for," he ex- 


plains, "are young men and women 
who are interested in intellectual and 
technical pursuits. Intelligence is tech- 
nical these days. We're in the market 
for something like 130 specialist disci- 
plines, running all the way from nuclear 
physicists to financial economists. We 
need every kind of specialty to help in 
our total intelligence process. 


"We especially need women and 


blacks. We don't have enough of them 
as professional intelligence officers. A 
few months ago I gathered together all 
the middle managers in the agency and 
I gave them a very direct talk. I told 
them I wanted to see the number of 
blacks and the number of women in 
responsible jobs rise sharply. 


Opportunity and challenge 


"We also need," Colby concedes, 


"some fellows who will run some clan- 
destine operations for us. They have to 
be fellows with a little bit of adventure 
in their spirit and frequently quite a lot 
of courage. But I'm not going around 
saying, 'Join the CIA instead of the Fish 
and Wildlife Service.' And I'm not go- 
ing around saying, 'Join the CIA and 
save the world.' People who want an 
interesting, fascinating challenging ca- 
reer can find it in the CIA, and that in- 
cludes those who are more student 
than activist, those who are more ac- 


tivist than student, those who are more 
the engineer than liberal art buff. 
We're wide open for the person who 
believes we have an essential function 
to perform." 


According to Colby, the primary 


function of the CIA is apple-pie simple: 
"We gather information from all over 
the world in order to learn as much as 
we can about foreign problems so that 
we can decide what to do about them. 


"We have various ways of gathering 


information—reading newspapers, tak- 
ing photographs, listening to electronic 
noises in the atmosphere, and employ- 
ing clandestine activity where it's essen- 
tial. We gather the information, analyze 
it, think about it, come to some judg- 
ment or estimate the situation and relay 
it to the national leadership, executive,, 
legislative, and indirectly, even to the 
public so that the U.S. can make in- 
formed judgments and decisions." 


Colby, who will finish his first year as 


director of the CIA on Sept. 4 this year, 
believes the agency is indispensable, 
"because I do not think the U.S. today 
can afford the luxury of being blind in 
the world or of hoping to learn enough 
of what's going on through the public 
press and other media." 


He knows, he says,' that the U.S. has 


no intention of invading the Soviet 
Union and is sure the Soviet Union has 
no intention of invading us. "But I think 
the Soviet Union has a philosophy 
which holds that America is run by an 


imperialist conspiracy, a class society 
and that there must be, according to 
their doctrine, a revolution, a change 
in our society. 


"It's a religious belief, and from lime 


to time the Soviets have engaged in 
the process of trying to encourage it 
along. 


"America has gotten into several 


wars in this century, started by people 
who thought we either would not or 
could not stand up to them. Kaiser Wil- 
helm thought we would not join World 
War I. Adolf Hitler was quite certain 
that we would slay out of World War 
II. Josef Stalin thought we would not 
fight in Korea and Ho Chi Minh cer- 
tainly felt we could not stop his effort 
to fake over South Vietnam. Where 
people realized we not only could but 
would fight—for example, in the Berlin 
Crisis, the Cuban Missile Crisis—we 
have had no war. Having a CIA is like 
having insurance. You pay for it, but 
hopefully it's worth it." 


Head of 'black operations' 


Bill Colby, 5 feet 11, thin, trim, with 


pale blue myopic 
eyes helped by 


glasses, is a lawyer by training. He looks 
like a lawyer, also like a teacher, a 
minister, a banker, a doctor, anything 
except what he is -the nation's chief 
spooksman who for years was deputy 
director of the CIA's clandestine or 
"black operations" directorate. 


He was bom in St. Paul, Minn., in 


1920, the only child of Elbridge Colby, 
an Army officer. He was reared at var- 
ious Army posts, spent three years of 
his youth (1929-32) in Tientsin, China, 
entered Princeton in 1936 and was 
graduated four years later. He entered 
Columbia University Law School but 
left after his first year to join the para- 
chute corps. 


"He had to memorize the eye chart 


in order to get in," his wife reveals. 
"But he memorized one line back- 
wards. When he took the eye test, he 
cited the letters incorrectly. He wanted 
so badly to get in, however, that they 
looked the other way and the examin- 
ing officer said, 'So long as you can see 
the ground we'll take you.'" 


Colby served as a staff lieutenant in 


the 462nd Parachute Artillery Battalion 
(he had attended the ROTC at Prince- 
ton) and was fired when a new com- 
mander joined the 462nd and replaced 
the old staff with a new one. Lieutenant 
Colby found himself in a replacement 
pool, which he didn't like. When an 
officer came through, looking for vol- 
unteers for an overseas operation, code- 
named JEDBURGH, he quickly volun- 
teered, thus becoming a member of 
Gen. William Donovan's intelligence 
service, the Office of Strategic Services. 
As a member of the JED's, Colby para- 
chuted in uniform to help resistance 
groups in France during the weeks fol- 
lowing the Allied landing.

Colby was sworn in as director of the CIA on Sept. 
4, 7973. He is the second career intelligence officer 
to achieve that rank. The first was Richard Helms who 
is now our ambassador to Iran. Looking on at the 


While House ceremony are President Richard Nixon, 
former Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff Adm. Thom- 
as Moorer, Secretary ol Stale Henry Kissinger and Sec- 
retary of Defense James Schlesinger, and Colby's wife.

He was so cool and outstanding in 


action that he was chosen despite his 
young age, 24, to command a group 
of Norwegian-American paratroopers 
charged with sabotaging German rail- 
way operations in Norway. According 
to Harris Smith, an historian of the OSS: 
"The drop was finally made from Amer- 
ican aircraft staffed by inexperienced 
crews in late March, 1945. Two of the 
planes crashed and ten OSS men were 
killed. Colby and those OSS men who 
did reach their destination were forced 
to operate with a minimum of supplies; 
the American planes had dropped their 
equipment a bit off target—in Sweden." 


Discharged from the Army as a ma- 


jor, young Colby married 
Barbara 


Heinzen whom he'd dated in 1941 
when she was a junior at Barnard Col- 
lege and he a first-year law student at 
Columbia. 


Embarks on a career 


They were married in St. Patrick's 


Cathedral on Fifth Avenue, and then 
Colby reentered Columbia Law. Before 
he was graduated he went to work for 
Maj. Gen. Bill Donovan's prestigious 
New York law firm, Donovan, Leisure, 
Newton, Lombard and Irvine, many of 
whose members had served with him in 
the OSS. 


In 1949 after a Iwo-year stint with the 


Donovan firm, Colby joined the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Board in Wash- 
ington. He wasn't particularly happy or 
fulfilled as a lawyer, and one evening 
he remarked to his wife, "I don't know. 
I just don'l want to go through life sav- 
ing $100,000 a year for American Can 
—or some other corporation." 


Call of the CIA 


When the Korean War broke out, Bill 


Colby, an adventurer by heart, joined 
the Cenlr.il Intelligence Agency. Under 
one guise or another he has been with 
the agency ever since, generally fighting 
communism. 


In Stockholm from 1951 to 1953 he 


was listed as a foreign service attache. 
In Rome from 1953 to 1958, where he 
was unofficially known as "one of Clare 
Boothe Luce's boys," he was officially 
carried as "first secretary and special 
assistant to the ambassador." In Rome 
where his wife recalls, "we lived five 
of our loveliest years," Colby worked 
underground to prevent the Italian 
Communist Parly from winning a ma- 


! jority in Parliament. 
- 
Came next his first three-year stint in 


I Vietnam, ostensibly as first secretary of 
; the American Embassy in Saigon, his 


first assignment in Asia. Colby was, of 
course, much more than that. He was 


Colby served two tours of duty in Vietnam. There, his involvement in the pacification 
program turned out to be the most coniroversia/ segment ol his intelligence career. 


probably the shining light of the intelli- 
gence community, performing so well 
in his situational assignments and vari- 
ous cloak-and-dagger assignments that 
he was brought back to CIA headquar- 
ters in Washington and appointed chief 
of its Far Eastern Division. 


The most controversial segment of 


William 
Colby's intelligence 
career 


concerns his involvement in the Viet- 
namese pacification program known as 
"CORDS," an acronym for "Civil Oper- 
ations and Revolutionary Development 
Support." One part of this program was 
the operation code-named Phoenix. 


Just as he was about to become chief 


of the CIA's Soviet operations in 1968, 
Colby was sent back lo Vietnam on the 
request of Robert Komer, a former CIA 
man, and given ambassadorial rank. He 
was placed in charge of South Vietnam's 
overall 
pacification 
program, 
sup- 


posedly designed "to win the hearts and 
minds of the people." 


The Phoenix portion of the program, 


which aimed to neutralize the Vietcong 
infrastructure, involved the capture, 
imprisonment, defection, and murder 
of the Vietcong. There were abuses in 
its execution, and as Colby conceded 
in February, 1970, to the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, "... I would not 
want to testify that nobody was killed 
wrongly or executed in this kind of a 
program. I think it has probably hap- 
pened, unfortunately." 8ut there are 
excesses in all wars, and it seems mani- 
festly unfair to brand Colby a "mass 
murderer and war criminal" which was 
done by those in the intelligence com- 
munity who last year opposed his ap- 
pointment as CIA director. No one ever 
called him such names in World War II 


when he was killing Germans. And few 
people realize how chaotic "Phoenix" 
was until he took it over. 


Colby does not look or act like an 


exquisitely sensitive man, but during 
the period of his Senatorial confirma- 
tion, when posters bearing his photo 
with the legend, "mass murderer and 
war criminal," were tacked to posts and 
walls in Washington, D.C., he was 
deeply hurl. One night he drove home 
to the unpretentious house he owns in 
Springfield, Va., a capital suburb, plain- 
tively asked his wife, "How does it 
feel being married, to a war criminal?" 


A wife's feelings 


"My heart went out to him," Barbara 


Colby recalls, "because if ever there 
was a good, decent man who has served 
his country and his family—Bill has 
served every President from Franklin D. 
Roosevelt to Nixon —well, it's Bill." 


Although Colby is a Nixon appointee, 


he, unlike so many others, is not about 
to follow orders blindly or to traffic 
with White House types like Ehrlichman 
and Dean who sought to compromise 
the CIA in the Watergate coverup. 


"f will do the proper and legitimate 


things under the statute that CIA has 
been charged to do," he says. "And if 
I'm asked to do something beyond that 
legal authority, then i won't do it. I'll 
resign." 


In line with that, Colby recently sup- 


ported an amendment to the National 
Security Act of 1947 which originally 
authorized the founding of the CIA. 
The amendment was introduced by 
Sen. William Proxmire (D., Wis.) to 
protect the CIA from abuses emanating 
from the political system. Jt limits the 


CIA to its basic mission of collecting 
foreign intelligence and closes a loop- 
hole in the 1947 act which permitted 
the agency to get itself so disastrously 
involved in'domestic intelligence! 


Under Colby's regime the CIA is not 


only projecting a more open and can- 
did image, it is undergoing a structural 
transformation. Colby has abolished 
the 10-man Board of National Estimates 
founded in 1950 and replaced it with a 
group of national intelligence officers, 
each charged with preparing a series of 
short-term intelligence assessments of 
their special areas. He has reduced the 
number of covert, so-called "black 
operations" largely because satellite 
equipment is so sophisticated today 
that it can photograph and relay.far 
more reliable information than that 
provided by an agent dropped by plane 
or landed by submarine on foreign land. 


A practicing Roman Catholic, a pillar 


in community affairs, a hard-working 
(Saturdays until 3 p.m.) civil servant 
who earns $42,000 a year, a good and 
understanding father to his four sur- 
viving children—a fifth died early this 
year of epilepsy—a loving and dutiful 
husband, William Colby has been a 
professional intelligence officer for half 
his adult years. 


No flag lapel pin 


The United States is indeed fortunate 


in having him. As a lawyer he could be 
earning three times in civilian life what 
he earns in government service. "But it 
wouldn't give me the satisfaction," he 
says, "that I find in this job." Colby 
wears no flag pins io his lapel to dem- 
onstrate his patriotism. It goes much 
deeper than that.

Kissinger 


I,asl month in Salzburg, Austria, 


Henry Kissinger, once the "Mr. Clean" 
o/ the Nixon Administration, blew his 
cool.

Kissinger had appeared to be less 


than candid and complete in his recall, 
and the reporter who pressured him on 
the possibility of perjury was one he 
had never before met, charmed, in- 
formed, manipulated, helped or over- 
whelmed. 


He was Peter Peckarsky, 27, from 


Milwaukee, Wis., a graduate of the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy, Class of '69, a major in political 
science, a minor in electrical engi- 
neering. 


Young Peckarsky is the one-man 


Washington bureau of Tech, the stu- 
dent newspaper at MIT.

Peckarsky has press credentials from !he Slate De 


parfment and the Pentagon. He has applied /or Con- 
gressional privileges which have not yet come through. 
Peter is also permitted to attend White House press 
conferences as space permits but does not have White 
House press credentials. He works out of his apart- 
ment.- 


When asked why he pressed the Secretary of State 


about David Young and hypothesized a possible per- 
jury indictment for Kissinger, Peckarsky explained: "I 
just felt that there were a few anomalies in his testi- 
mony that needed to be cleared up. I had read his 
testimony at his confirmation hearings on Sept. 7th, 
1973, in front of the Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee, and I had compared it with his testimony of Feh. 6, 
3974, before the Senate Armed Services Committee, 
and it appeared to me that there were some contradic- 
tions." 


Peckarsky therefore pinpointed the "anomalies," 


then said to Kissinger: "I wonder if you could (A) re- 
concile these two statements, (B) tell us whether or 
not the Special Prosecutor or any other prosecutor or 
agency of the U.S. government has contacted you with 
reference to a perjury investigation of the statement, 
and fC) tell us whether or not you have consulted or 
retained counsel in preparation for a defense against a 
possible perjury indictment?" 


After Peckarsky asked that question, which ob- 


viously riled and discombobu/ated Kissinger, a re- 
porter sitting next to Peter muttered, "Good question, 
kid." 


Other reporters and observers were not so generous. 


Marquis Childs wrote in his column that he had 
"doubts about whether (he diplomatic beat should be 
covered like a police beat." Hichard Wilson described 
Peter's question as "academically irresponsible." Sen- 
ate Minority Leader Hugh Scott denounced him in The 
Congressional Record. 


Peter does not regard himself as any Clark MoJlen- 


hoff, the fearless battering ram of the Capital press 
corps. "I have no hostility for Mr. Kissinger," he says. 
"All I'm frying is to do the best job I can." 


Of one thing Peter can be assured: Henry Kissinger 


will remember him as the trigger of his delayed outrage.

s the traditional psychiatrist's couch 


being replaced by the television 
screen? 


It seems to be happening here in a • 


highly unlikely setting—a medical out- 
post at bustling Logan International Air- 
port linked by a two-way television 
setup to Massachusetts Genera] Hos- 
pital in downtown Boston. 


The experiment, called telepsychi- 


atry, has dramatic potential to expand 
diagnosis and treatment of mental 
problems. The novel concept evolved 
as part of an experimental medical di- 
agnosis-by-televsion program launched 
six years ago and financed by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 


550 cases 


So far 109 psychiatrists have handled 


more than 550 cases through the air- 
port television system, called Interac- 
tive Television (IATV). 


"There's an acute shortage of psy- 


chiatrists, 
particularly 
in 
outlying 


towns/' explains Dr. Thomas F. Dwyer, 
the program's affable, gray-haired di- 
rector. "Many disturbed people have 
to go through a complicated, discour- 
aging web to find psychiatric help and 
never get it or put it off until they have 
a crashing emergency. By then they're 
often tough to treat. With IATV, people 
in the airport area can step in to the 
medical station and come into instant 
contact with a psychiatrist." 


Here's how telepsychiatry works. The 


other day a depressed middle-aged 
engineer named Stephen arrived at the 
medical station for his appointment 
with a psychiatrist. His problem was 
habitual sleepwalking. 


The octagonal, fully-draped IATV 


room to which Stephen was taken con- 
tains one camera remotely controlled 
from the hospital and another which 
the airport nurse focuses. Stephen 
faced a 17-inch monitor. He spoke into 
a microphone on a desk before him; 
another mike, hung overhead, would 
be used if he moved around the room. 


Creating intimacy 


On the screen (monitor) Dr. Dwyer 


appeared from the hospital across Bos- 
ton Harbor. There, a small emergency- 
ward room has been converted into a 
TV station with camera and monitor 
similar to those in the airport tower. 
The psychiatrist uses pushbutton con- 
trols to move the camera at his end— 
and the airport camera—to get the best 
views of his patient. As they talked, Dr. 
Dwyer zoomed in and out or Stephen 
—and on himself—creating the effect 
of increased closeness whenever the 
psychiatrist thought it necessary. 


Thus the psychiatrist and Stephen 


were able to talk to and look at each 
other as if they were in the same room. 
During this session, and in a subsequent 
visit, he gradually opened up about his 
sleepwalking. It was driving his wife to 
distraction. What else, Dr. Dwyer asked, 
was troubling him these days? "My 
daughter is getting married," And? "My 
son, Frankie, enlisted in the Navy." And 
his wife had an operation which pre-

vented her from having sexual relations. 


After Stephen consciously confronted 


his problems he began to feel easier 
about them and stopped sleepwalking. 
In his case, at least, a few sessions did 
the trick. 


Under the program, patients are seen 


by appointment, except in emergencies. 
A psychiatrist is selected by Dr. Dwyer 
from a list of 35 available, including 
psychiatric residents at the hospital. The 
fee for a session may be $30, or lower, 
depending on the patient's income. At 
Logan a nurse sets up the hand-oper- 
ated camera, introduces the patient to 
the on-duty psychiatrist on the IATV 
screen, and leaves the room. 


"With these interviews," says Dr. 


Dwyer, "I can work with a patient as I 
would in my office. There is the same 
give-and-take and, most unexpected, 
the same sense of intimacy. I continue 
to be pleasantly amazed at how well the 
system functions. Even when a prescrip- 
tion is needed for perhaps a tranquil- 
izer, I just write it out for the nurse, and 
it appears instantly at the airport's med- 
ical station." 


The case that triggered the entire 


telepsychiatry idea involved a burly, 
43-year-old truck driver. It started ap- 
parently as just a physical injury situa- 
tion. Making a delivery near the airport, 
Carl, the trucker, accidentally gashed 
his hand and was brought to the air- 
port's medical station. As a nurse 
treated his wound the trucker suddenly 
started ranting: "Remember that sniper 
who shot up all those people? I'm going 
to the roof and do the same here." 


While an emergency message was 


flashed to the hospital, another spe- 
cially trained nurse tried to calm the 
trucker. She gently took him by the 
elbow and maneuvered him to the TV 
room. At the hospital, Dr. Dwyer had 
been summoned, and his reassuring 
face appeared on the screen for the 
first time. 


Call a doctor 


At the psychiatrist's prompting, Carl 


began to unburden himself. About his 
wife, from whom he was separated. 
About their two children he hadn't 
seen for months. His feeling of being 
"hemmed in." 


There was no shooting, and Carl 


agreed to go to a hospital for the 
out-patient treatment he desperately 
needed. 


Obviously, 
long-distance trouble- 


shooting has its shortcomings, but pa- 
tients generally have reacted favorably. 
Many seem to feel safer at a distance, 
preferring the protective barrier of the 
TV screen. Others feel a stigma is at- 
tached to a face-to-face visit to a psy- 
chiatrist. 


Dr. Dwyer and his colleagues note 


that these people open up more fully 
and earlier on subjects that they would 
find hard to talk about on a psychi- 
atrist's couch. 


Reactions to the IATV concept, froai 


other psychiatrists in the Boston area, at 
first were skeptical. Their disbelief 
stemmed primarily from a fear that 
their techniques might be blunted or 
lost on TV. For instance, a psychodrama 
specialist complained that she missed 
the friendly touch with a patient, as in 
shaking hands. Now the program seems 
generally accepted, and Dr. Dwyer re- 
ports that none of the psychiatrists on 
his roster considers the medium inade- 
quate. 


Other uses 


The method is being extended i(. 


several directions. Under Massachusetts 
law a drug-dependent charged with a 
crime may ask for a psychiatric exam- 
ination before sentencing, and so de- 
fendants have been brought to Logan 
for televised interviews. 


Schools, too, are involved. From 


Marblehead, children with learning 
disabilities come for diagnostic and re- 
medial work. Emotionally disturbed 
children in Nahant get appointments 
with IATV psychiatrists. "Normal" jun- 
ior high students in Nahant take group 
counseling led on the screen by a psy- 
chiatrist or psychiatric nurse. With par- 
ental permission 120 of the 160 students 
have gone to Logan in groups of five or 
less to air developing problems. 


Boston's approach to mental healing 


has thus far attracted visiting profes- 
sionals from 25 countries, the largest 
number from Japan. 


An IATV network at the University of 


Nebraska Medical Center in Omaha 
connects its Psychiatric Institute to 
Veterans' Administration hospitals in 
Omaha, Lincoln (55 miles away) and 
Grand Island (155 miles). 


Spectacular opportunity

Foreseeing a gradual expansion of

"redistribution through telepsychiatry

Grain is used in the fin- 
ishing period where the 
final 30 percent of the 
weight of the animal is 
added. 


•'Current U.S. Department 


of Agriculture beef-grad- 
ing standards enacted in 
1965, claim many cattle- 
men, do not reflect the 
current consumer demand 
for leaner beef nor do 
they recognize the younger 
animals coming to 
slaughter today. These 
1965 standards were de- 
vised at a time when 
America had a 'burdensome 
grain surplus, and the 
feeding of large amounts 
df» grain to livestock was 
encouraged. 


Today, cattle-feeders 


and meat-packers believe 
that these outdated stan- 
dards are hurting both 
the cattle industry and 
the consumer, because they 
require an excessive 
amount of high-priced corn 
(grain) to be fed to beef 
cattle in order that their 
carcasses be stamped with 
the USDA grade "choice." 
The last 200 pounds of 
weight-gain at the feedlot 
is mostly fat, and is 
added slowly to the cattle 
at great expense to the 
cattle feeder. 


If the DSDA would real- 


ize this fact and under- 
stand that younger cattle 
are naturally more tender, 
juicy, and.lean, great 
savings in the amount of 
grain needed in the fin- 
ishing process could be 
achieved. A more respon- 
sive grading standard 
would benefit everyone. 
It would reduce the feed- 
er's cost. It would pro- 
duce a less fatty meat 
product and still preserve 
the~.high protein quality 
in the American diet. It 
would preserve the Amer- 
ican cattle business and 
keep cattle working to 
harvest the vast amounts 


. of forage which otherwise 


do not- produce human food. 


The above is a sugges- 


tion many cattlemen would 
like Agriculture Secretary 
Earl Butz to act upon im- 


mediately, because they 
are hurting. 


To the buying public 


which knows little about 
the differences between 
various grades of beef, 
they are these: prime and 
choice beef contain more 
marbled fat than the other 
grades. The fat -adds fla- 
vor to the meat but it 
isn't too good for con- 
sumers with high choles- 
terol counts. Physicians 
usually recommend lean 
meat. 


Next in the USDA grad- 


ing system come good, 
standard, commercial, 
utility, canners and 
packers meat. 


So-called "Good Meat" is 


goo'd only if you prefer 
less marbled meat and can 
buy it at a reasonable 
price. 


Standard and commercial 


meat should be cooked 
longer, should be tender- 
ized with an additive, 
generally makes stew and 
hamburgers. 


Utility type meat must 


be ground into meat balls 
and hamburgers to be eat- 
able, while canner and 
packer graded meat, which 
comes from wild cows, is 
generally good only for' 
sausages. 


The cheaper meats pro- 


vide more protein and 
less fat than U.S. choice 
and prime, but they must 
be tenderized, cooked 
longer, softened up, and 
seasoned.

O 


n. a cool night here, 150 adults 


gather in an old junior high 
school auditorium to see if they 
want to get involved with a juve- 


nile delinquent. Within a month many 
of these men and women are going to 
try to become friends wilh some of 
Denver's toughest teen-agers by means 
of Partners program. 


Sitting on the edge of the stage is 


Joey, a short, thin 14-year-old Chicano. 
Joey's specialty: Breaking and entering 
supermarkets. He's now serving a three- 
year probationary term. 


For the past eight months joey has 


been the concern of a "senior partner," 
John, a serious 28-year-old college 
graduate who is now frying to build up 
a trucking business. Under John's guid- 
ance Joey has not only managed to stay 
out of trouble for a-year, but he's even 
done fairly well in school. 


One of the would-be volunteers asks 


Joey: "What do you think about after 


luvenile Court fudge Orrelle R. Weeks and Bob Moffitt. guiding light offers, 
talk over some recent successes among the more than 2000 cases in the program. 


you've had your weekly meeting with 
your senior partner?" Joey grins: "Now 


have six days to get in trouble. Then 


the week goes, and I'm bowling with 
John—he bought me a bowling ball so 
I pay him off by washing his truck for 
$2—the week is over, and I'm still oulta 
trouble." 


Bowling is only one of the many free 


activities that help partners get to know 
each other better. They're also able to 
swim together, river raft, ski, fly in pri- 
vate 
planes, hike, attend football 


games, ride mini-bikes or fish. 


Joey and John are one of the more 


ttian 2000 social relationships created 
by a determined ex-Baptist-seminary 
student named Bob Moffitt. The senior 
partners—college and graduate stu- 
dents, businessmen, housewives, bank 
employees and at least two ex-convicts 
—are almost all middle class. The junior 
partners are all between 10 and 18 and 
mostly Chicano and black. They are on 
probation from the juvenile court, re- 
ferred from the Police Department, or 
in some way connected to the juvenile 
justice system. 


A last chance 


Most of them have been involved in 


serious crimes: breaking and entering, 
auto theft, stickups, drugs, prostitution. 
For many the Partners program is likely 
lo be their last chance to end a delin- 
quency pattern that will probably lead 
them to Canon City (the state peniten- 
tiary), violent death or a drug overdose. 


Being partners with these youngsters 


isn't going to be an easy relationship. 
Bob Moffitt, the 35-year-old founder 
and head of Partners warns his audi- 
ence. "You can pour your guts into a 
relationship and wonder if it will ever 
be worth it. Your partner might stand 
you up a few times for your weekly get- 
togethers. And you might get ripped 
off, stolen from, by your junior partner. 
It's happened." 


Juvenile Probation Officer Trm Tur- 


ley, an enthusiastic backer of the 
Partners program, spells out its im- 
portance to the city. "People like you, 
stable adults, can provide a model for 
youngsters who have no models 
or 


only very bad ones. Here in Denver we 
have 50 probation officers. Some of 
them have case loads of 60 to 100 kids. 
Which means at best a P.O. can give the 
average youngster 15 minutes a month. 
On a one-to-one relationship you're 
bound to do better." • 


200,000 volunteers 


The volunteer probationer has be- 


come an accepted figure in most of the 
nation's juvenile courts. According to 
the National Information Center on 
Volunteerism in Boulder, Colo., there 
are now more than 3000 such programs 
and at [east 200,000 volunteers, with 
some 70 percent of all juvenile courts 
running such programs. 


Bob Moffitt introduced me to Kenny 


and Joe, who've been partners seven 
months. Kenny, 13, is an undersized 
Chicano with long black hair parted in 
the center. He was arrested for burglary, 
his first offense, and under a new Den- 
ver ruling was eligible for the Partners 
program without the filing of formal 
charges. Three weeks later Kenny was 
matched with Joe, an athletic 57-year- 
old retired Navy captain. 


As Joe recalls: "I'm divorced, and I 


have a son who's 21. Life was a little 
lonely when I came across a Partners 
brochure. The training I got along with 
a batch of other volunteers impressed 
me. Then they matched me with Kenny, 
and we signed a partnership agree- 
ment." 


Spending time 


Joe took Kenny swimming at the 


Denver Athletic Club. He taught him lo 
play squash and took him mountain 
climbing. "Usually we spend all of Sat- 
urday together. I pick him up at his 
house and spend a little time talking 
to his parents. I might take Ken to a 
football game. 


"Obviously I'm sold on the program. 


I can see the change taking place in 
Ken, see his eyes opening to the oppor- 
tunities in a world he never knew, so 
I've gotten a lot of personal satisfac- 
tion from the relationship." 


I asked Ken what he felt he had got- 


ten out of the partnership. "I learned 
squash and climbing mountains, and 
my swimming is better. And i got to 
trust Joe who's the first Anglo man I 
ever had as a friend." 


Partners Inc. now has 10 senior 


partners who started as junior partners. 
This means they're long off probation, 
have found steady jobs and in most 
cases are building families of their own. 
One of them, Mike Chavez, 20, ex- 
plained how he made the switch. 


Meeting a 'Partner' 


"I got in real trouble when I was 16. 


Burglary, inciting to riot, assaults. You 
name it. They told me about this Part- 
ner racket, and I figured what could I 
lose. Then they introduced me to my 
senior partner, Jim Anderson, and when 
I saw he was an Anglo, a white, I was 
ready to call the whole thing off: I 
couldn't stand whiles. Then I figured— 
wail a minute. This character wants to 
do good. Okay, let him do me some 
good. It was about time an Anglo did 
me good. So we went bowling together; 
then river rafting and motorcycling, and 
I found I could trust him. Then he 
helped get me into a plumber appren- 
tice program, and now I'm suddenly a 
solid citizen making $4.10 an hour." 


Carson Reed, a lithe, soft-spoken 30- 


year-old black, had an even more diffi- 
cult switch to make. He spends at! his 
lime being the senior partner to 15 of 
the riskiest cases Partners has on its list. 


Probation Officer Tim Turley, shown here in his office with a young 
offender, says the Partners program is valuable because it gives a 
youngster a stable adult to use as a model lor his personal development. 


They consist of five black, five Chicano 
and five white youngsters. Carson has a 
lot of credibility with them, because 
they know he served eight years in the 
Canon City penitentiary for armed rob- 
bery. While inside he took courses to 
get a high school diploma and two 
years of college work. 


Availability counts 


"My junior partners are tough cases, 


real tough"—he said, "and I have to be 
available to them any time. They've got 
lots of problems—family, court, jobs, 
school. Without the Partners setup most 
of them would probably be inside, 
which means they'd be set in a life of 
crime. Mostly what 1 try to do with all 
of them is to get them to like them- 
selves. Most of these kids don't." 


Most of the Partners money support 


is local. The bulk of it pays the really 
minimal salaries of the 20 full-time staff 
members- 


Much support comes from a few 


local businesses that each contribute 
$10,000 a year. One of the most enthu- 
siastic supporters has been the United 
Bank of Denver. More than 20 of its em- 


ployees have become senior partners. 
The local Celebrity Sports Center con- 
tributes $87,000 annually in free mem- 
berships. 


One of the program's strongest sup- 


porters has been Philip Gillian, a <& 
cently retired juvenile court judge and 
former president of the National Coun- 
cil of Juvenile Court Judges. In his 35 
years as a juvenile court judge he esti- 
mates he's heard more than 40,000 
delinquency cases. 


"Today it's much tougher being a 


juvenile court judge than it used to be," 
he said. "There used to be a number of 
religiously-oriented child care institu- 
tions we could send delinquents to but 
they're disappearing. So now we're 
left with the choice of sending young- 
sters to the state training schools or 
probation or nothing. 


"The training school is often just that: 


a place where the youngster is trained 
lo hot-wire a car or become a skillful 
thief. I figure at least 30 percent of the 
kids in the Partners program would 
ordinarily have to be sent to institu- 
tions. This way a lot of them have been 
saved."

INTRODUCTION 


Nowadays, the most refreshing 


aspect of sewing is that styles are no 
tonger dictated by a few "in" designers, 
perhaps because of the advent of the 
"liberated" woman. A woman needn't 
discard her wardrobe because the 
lengths are "wrong," or the colors "out 
of date," or the necklines and sleeves 
"old fashioned." Instead, if she likes 
what she has, and feels good wearing 
it, then that style is right for her. This 
holds true for her sewing. She is free 
to pick and choose from a great num- 
ber of styles when deciding what to 
sew. Is it any wonder women have been 
demanding belter styling in their pat- 
tern requirements? If they are spending 
so much time sewing and considerable 
cash in fabrics, then they want patterns

that will not have the "home-made 
look": thus the great increase in cou- 
ture patterns. Most pattern companies 
have recognized this development and 
have acquired designer patterns, but 
the first to introduce American, British, 
Irish and Italian designers to the Amer- 
ican market was Spadea. 


SELECTING A PATTERN 


Consider the various factors in- 


volved in selecting a pattern. Is the style 
being sewn for a special occasion? Is it 
making use of a particularly lovely piece 
of fabric? Or is sewing it fulfilling a 
need for something lo do as well as 
providing a new dress when the need 
arises? No matter what may be the rea- 
son, picking the right pattern is impor- 
tant. The first step is to know what size 
to purchase. If you are a "perfect size," 
then you can be freer with your selec- 
tion. If you have a figure problem either 
in the bust, waist or hips, then remem- 
ber that you will probably have to make 
alterations and choose patterns that 
make these alterations as easy as pos- 
sible. If, however, your figure problem 
calls for more complicated adjustments, 
try to eliminate any gigantic alterations 
in these areas. You must have your ex- 
act measurements on hand when you 
go pattern-hunting. The important 
measurements to have are for your bust, 


hips, waist, .back-length from nape of 
neck to waist area, height and weight. 
If you can't manage to do the measur- 
ing yourself, then get someone to help. 
Use the following guide for making 
measurements: BUST—Hold the 1-inch 
end of your tape measure at the center 


. front of your bra, pass the other end 


under your arm across your back and 
under the other arm, and around to the 
center front again. Overlap the long 
end over the beginning of the 1-inch 
mark, making sure that the tape is held 
over the fullest part of your bust. 
WAIST—Hold the 1-inch end of the 
tape at your center front, and wrap the 
tape around the smallest part of your 
waist. Overlap the tape at the front, 
breathe naturally and take a reading. 
HIPS—This, measurement should be 
taken around the fullest part of your 
body, NOT over the hip bones. If you 
are under 5'4", measure 7" down from 
the waist; if you are over 5'4", measure 
about 9" down from the waist. BACK 
NECK TO WAIST—Place the 1" end of 
the tape at the bone at the base of the 
neck and then run the measure down 
the spine to the waist and take a read- 
ing. This reading must be taken exactly 
to the waist, as '/<" under or over could 
make a big difference. Now you are 
ready to shop for a pattern—the right 
way. 


SELECTING FABRICS 


Whether you select Ihe fabric to 


suit Ihe pattern or purchase Ihe pattern 
to complement the fabric, knowing 
what you are working with is all im- 
portant. If you already have the fabric 
on hand, you should know what the 
fiber makeup is—is it cotton, silk, wool, 
acetate, a blend of two or more, or is it 
all-synthetic? This will affect how you 
want to use your fabric in fashion. Once 
you have established what type of fab- 
ric you are going to use, use Ihe same 
fabric fiber content for your whole 
garment. 


Somewhere on Ihe cover of the 


pattern, the company has listed fabric 
suggestions (as you will see from the 
patterns you can select which appear 
on the front cover of this Issue). This is 
done with regard to the design, its basic 
uses, and what is mosl readily available 
on the market. There are cottons that 
have the feel of silk, there are sheer 
wools that drape and handle beautifully, 
and there are wools for suits and coats 
that can not be imitated in the synthetic 
market. Luckily, with the travel-minded 
sociely in which we live, the advent of 
synthetic fibers has made vacations 
easier. These fabrics are a joy to pack, 
and take a minimum of time to keep 
clean—because of their wash-and-wear 
qualities. Knits come in various types. 
The single knits, light in weight, have 
a definite right and wrong side, do not 
hold their shape well. They are best 
suited for the skinny look, for gathering, 
because they drape well, and for casual 
styles such as tops and skirts. Double 
knits are firm, hold their shape well, 
are made with a minimum of seam and 
are best suited for dresses, suits, pants, 
lightweight coats and mens wear. 
Sweater knits look and act like hand 
knits. They stretch freely and come in 
various textures such as ribbing and 
textured surfaces. The other man-made 
fiber fabrics include Acetate, Acrylic, 
Polyester, Rayon and Spandex. These 
are hand or machine-washable and 
often less expensive to purchase. 


Cut and construct the sleeve ac- 


cording to the pattern directions. Run 
ease control threads across the cap, 


draw up the threads and baste the 
sleeve into the arinhole and press. If 
there is too much ease for your fabric 
(Fig. 1), release the sleeve cap between 
the notches (Fig. 2) and pin it deeper 
into the armhole, working the ease 
gradually out across the top by fitting 
(Fig. 3). When you do this you are ac- 
tually making the sleeve cap shallower 
and ending with a better fit. Test the 
stitch of your machine on a piece of 
extra fabric to get the feel of stitching 
the seams. The' supple quality that 
makes knits such a comfort to wear de- 
mands a gentle touch. While a certain 
amount of stretch is necessary in the 
seams, when finishing the facings and 
hems, no stretching should be done— 
rather, sew loosely so that the hems 
will not pucker. When pressing seams 
and hems, always press on Ihe wrong 
side, gently, and with steam iron, and 
allow to dry thoroughly before going 
on with the construction. 


ALTERATIONS 


Let's consider some of the basic 


and most common alterations which 
are best done on the pattern tissue, 
prior to cutting out the pattern on the 
fashion fabric. 


Don't forget: the size charts are 


based on body measurements. Patterns 
always include extra inches for body 
ease. Up to 4" is allowed at the bust, 
T/2" at the waist and 3" at the hips. The 
amount of ease allowed varies with 
each manufacturer, and, of course, with 
each style. 


Starting at the top, there are some

lern's bustiine. When the darts are loo 
high or loo low, there is a very easy 
and quick way to make these changes 
to fit the individual figure. Take a tape 
measure and, wearing a bra, measure 
yourself vertically from the neck-shoul- 
der point lo the fullest point of your 
bust (Fig. T). Next, measure your bust- 
line around the fullest point of your 
body. Also measure across from your 
center front lo the fullest point of your 
bust (Fig. 'I). Next, using the measure- 
ments taken above, measure the pattern 
from the neck-shoulder point—where 
the seamlines converge—down, and 
from the center front across, and mark 
an x on the pattern at that point (Fig. 2). 


If the bust dart on the pattern is level 
with and points to the x, you won't 
have to make any changes. But, if the 
x is below the dart (Fig. 2) you will have 
to lower the bustline and therefore the 
dart. 


To lower the dan, draw a line 


across the pattern above the dart so it 
(the lines) is perpendicular to the center 
front line (Fig. 3). Cut along this line. 
Spread pieces apart evenly until the 
length of the neck-shoulder point to x 
line is the same as your measurement. 
Then lape spread pattern pieces lo a 
papery underlay strip (Fig. 4). You have 
lowered the bust dart but you have also 


lengthened the pattern. So, in order to 
restore the pattern to its original length, 
lay a fold across the pattern below the 
dart, equal in depth to the spread-apart 
above the dart (Fig. 5). 


Now that you have selected a pat- 


tern and made the necessary correc- 
tions, have purchased your fabric and 
notions and have a machine in good 
working order, one with which you are 
familiar, you are ready to embark on a 
, project which can be "just something 


to wear," or a special dress, suit or 
coat. The end result will show the 
amount of care and effort you put into 
it. A good idea to follow if you are not 
sure of the pattern construction or of 
its fit is to make up a quick sample from 
scrap material, cheap muslin or some 
worn sheets that you have on hand. 
This way, you can try on the sample 
and make any other necessary adjust- 
ments. It may take a little time, but it 
certainly is worth the effort ifyou would 
oherwise ruin a good piece of fabric. 
Always pre-shrink your fabric, at home 
if it is washable, or at your local dry 
cleaner's if it Is not. Then, the basic 
rules that exist are to follow the instruc- 
tions to the letter—they are written by 
experts in the field—and take the time 
to baste, try on, stitch and PRESS. The 
latter is very important, as this is the 
only way to obtain that professional 
look. 


There are many procedures, usu- 


ally done by hand, which will give you 
a finished look found only in courturier 
sewing. These run the gamut from 
undersewing 
facings and finishings 


seams, to top-stitching, applying the 
zipper by hand and covering snaps. AH 
can be done during an evening at home, 
or whenever you have free time. Once 
you start to do this handwork, and see 
how beautifully it finishes your dress, 
you will want to dispense with short 
cuts. Undersewing facings, using tiny 
running stitches through the facing and 
seam allowances—don't let them show 
through to the outside—close to the 
seam line prevents (he facings from 
rolling outward, thus giving a firm edge 
on the outside. 


SELECTING A 


SEWING MACHINE 
Do you know your sewing ma- 


chine? Are you in the market for a new 
one? If your present machine is the one 
you will be using for a long time, then 
get to know it well—what it will' and 
will not do for you—by reading the 
manual thoroughly and testing the ma- 
chine on scrap fabric. It's not a little 
loyto play around with—it's an integral 
part of your sewing world and can 
make a great deal of difference in your 
finished garment.Most of us knowhow 
to straight-stitch a seam, but do we 
know how to adjust the tension, to 
lengthen and shorten stitches for spe- 
cial areas and to keep the machine clean 
and properly oiled? Once good care 
habits are established and you know 
how to operate your machine properly, 
then you won't have to fear having 
something catastrophic happen right in 
the middle of making that super dress. 
You won't have to worry about being 
delayed in finishing your dress or los- 
ing interest in it because of the wait to 
have your machine repaired. 


Ifyour machinehas onlyastraight 


stitch, you will still be able to sew up a 
satisfactory wardrobe. If you have the 
added "zigzag" stitch, then you will be 
able to sew knits well, knowing that 
your machine will give you a superior 
stitch for working with these, fabrics. 
If you are considering a new machine, 
take how you sew Into consideration 
and make your purchase accordingly. 
If you plan to just make a few simple 
dresses to add to your daily wardrobe, 
then you will be happy with a machine 
that has only the basic stitches. If, how- 
ever, you plan to try everything that Is 
new—and even try your hand at mono- 
gramming, special stitch trimming, etc. 
—then by all means, look for a more 
sophisticated machine. Perhaps yours 
will be the completely automatic ma- 
chine—one that changes stitches, 
threads the bobbin and practically 
(hinks for you. There are portable and 
console styles of all machines. Which- 
ever your choice, most sewing machine 
centers will let you try out a machine 


for a few days at home or certainly in 
the shop itself. 


One final note There are many 


wonderful brochures and catalogs pub- 
lished by leading manufacturers, which 
offer professional suggestions on varied 
fashion and home sewing topics, avail- 
able to you—many for free. Be sure and 
check the INFORMATION CENTER sec- 
tion of this booklet.
